How Oruatus was enamoured of the faire Arie/ia. 


7 N the rich andrenowmed country of Phry- 

\ | gia, in P2ouinces not farre diſtant from 

nere neighLourhod, dwelt two auncient 

#| Knights, the one named Allinus, the other 

Alrbaſtus, men of great poſſeſſions , t much 

5» | honoured, Betwirt whom, ſuch extrrame 

Q contention and hatred remained, by reaſon 

ofthe death ol one Reno bꝛother to Allinus, 

long ſince flaine in a quarrell by certaine gentlemen belonging to 

Arbaſtus, that neither their owne wiſdome, no; the ſundzy per⸗ 

ſwaſions of friends to eyther partie allied, were of any foꝛte to 

mitligate the ſame, Both of them being inriched with innumes 
rable bleſſings, eſpecially in their faire pꝛogenie. 

Allinus hauing a ſorme of godly ſtature, and commendable 
gifts, named Ornatus. And Arbaſtus a daughter called Arteſia, 
of excæping tomelineſſe, exterierlie beautified with abundance of 
gifts ol nature, and inwardlie adozned with aboũdance ofdiuine 
perfections, Pet by reaſon ol their pants diſcoʒd, they remays 

| ney 
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ned as far ignozant in knowledge one of the other, as ilthey 
had bin leparated by an innumerable diſtance of ſtrange coun- 
tries. | 

Ornatus aboue all things delighted in Hawking, and on a 
day,bcing wearie, he wandꝛed withont cõpan p with his hawks 
on his fiſt into a malt pleaſant valley , where be ſhꝛowded hun⸗ 
ſcife vnder the ſhadowe ofa tuſt of greene trees, with purpoſe to 
reſt himſelfe, and cuen when his eyes were readic to peclde to 
llumber, he was remucd from his dꝛoloſmeſce by the noyſc of a 
kennellof hounds that paſt by him in chaſe cf a Stagge, after 
whom Arbaltus and dtucrs in his company though to hun vn⸗ 
knowne followed, oho being paſſed by while ſt he was in a deepe 
Uudie to thinke what they ſhould be he cÞicd a beautiful dam ſcll 
entring the ſame valley, who being ſomewhat wearic king the 
p2oſpca ol that ſhadic tuft of trees alighted there, which Ornatus 
(ing , withdzew hunſelfe from her light, whileſt thee tying her 
ſfedto a buſh , laid her dilicate bodice downe vppon the co⸗ 
ling earth, to bꝛeathe her ſelfe, and dꝛie vp her (wet , which the 
foner to accompliſh,ſhe vnbꝛaced her garmt᷑ts, and with a dectt 
and comely behatiour, diſcouered her milke · white necke ꝛ bꝛeſt, 
be autiſted with two round pzectous teats, toxeceiue the bzeath of 
the cole winde, which was affected with a delight to exhale the 
moyſtened vapoꝛs from her pure bodie. Ornatus ſeeing all, and 
vnſeen himſell, noted with delight each perfect linament of her 
pꝛoper bodie, beautie, ſwerte fauour, and other comelineſſe, 
which filed his heart with exceding pleaſure , therewith grow⸗ 
ing into an vnreſtrained affection towards her, and a great ſtu⸗ 
die what ſhe ſhould be, when ſaddainly his hawke ferling his fiſt 
bnmoneable thinking toperch her ſell with quiet pꝛimde her ſelf, 
and with the noyſe ol her belles, made Arteſia ſtart, who as one 
halle agaſt, with a fearefal behauioz aroſe fro the ground,loking 
round about her from whence that ſound came, ſhe eſpied Orna- 
tus who vnwillingſheſhuld percciue he had pet ſen her, laie as il 
he had llept Arteſia marueiling what he ſhould be, 2 accoꝛdingly 
thinking he had flept,ctoſed her naked bzeſt with great halle, and 
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bnlofing her hoꝛſe, thought to go away vneſpied. Which Oraa- 
tus perceiuing, and vnwilling without ſpeaking to her to loſe 
her ſight, ſeemed to awake, and ratung himſelke, ſtedlaſtly beheld 
her, which infuſed ſuch a redde vermillion bluſh into her bewti⸗ 
ful ches, and withall ſuch a baſhſul confuſton ſyꝛed it ſelfe in 
her conceits, that ſhee ſtod like one halfe amazed oꝛ aſhamed, 
Auch Ornatus perceunng, dꝛew towards her, and greeted her 
with theſe ſpeeches. Faire Damoſcl, be not abaſht with my pꝛe⸗ 
ſence though a ſtraunger, which ſhall no way if can chuſe of- 
fend you, but rather commaund me, and J wil be readie to do 
you any ſetuice. Arteſia notwithſtanding his ſpeeches , with- 
dꝛeb her ſclfe, leading her hoꝛſe to a banke, where with eaſe ſhe 
mounted, and ſo rode away, not giuing him any anſwere at all. 
Ornatus maruelled thereat, pet rightly impatcd her vnkinde 
departure to her feare, not diſcurtefic, And ſeeing himſelfe de⸗ 
pꝛiued of her ſight, the night appꝛoaching, departed home ts 
his fathers houſe, After ſupper, betaking himſelfe to his chams 
ber with intent to reſt, he was pofſefſcd with ſuch remenibzance 
of the bewtifull Damoſel he had ſeenc , that his Neepe was tranf- 
fozmed into continuall cogttations of her bewtie , fozme and fas 
uour, and the pleaſing ſight he had ſeenc in the diſcoucry of ſome 
of her hidden bc wttes,unp;inted ſuch a delight in his affectionate 
conceits, that he could take no lepe , but continued all that 
night in thoſe medikations. 

The next dap thinking to ſhake off all further remembꝛance 
ol her, he gate into company of his moſt cheſen friends, wherein 
befoze tune he tone moſt delight, yet nowe by reaſon ol his di⸗ 
ſtenipcrature, he rather ſeemed weary thercof, He had net conti⸗ 
nued long with them, but he was ſaluted by a gentleman named 
Phy laſtes, with whom he was familiarly acquainted: this gen; 
tleman belonged to an auncient Duke named Turnus, who in 
honour of his birth day, from which Allinus excuſed himſelſe of 
purpoſe, becauſe he thcught he ſhould mate Aibaſtus there, but 
becauſe the Duke ſhould take no offence at hun, he granted that 


his ſonne Ocnatus ſhould go to do * gonour. G 
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Which Phylaſles acquainted Ornatus withall, who glad herof, 
departed thither in companie of divers other gentlemen ; the 
Duke likewiſe had ſent another meſſenger to requeſt Arbaſtus 
copany,who being ofa moꝛe milde nature then Allinus, wuling⸗ 
ly went, and with hun, his Lady and faire daughter Arteſia, 


CHAP. IT, 
How Ornatut came to knovledge of Arteſia, Sinrreated A. 
dellena to make knoiwne his loue to her; and of the rebuke 
Arteſia gaue her. 


(| ſie, he g the p2incipalleſt,amengſt whom Ar- 
baſtus was one of the chief, acco:ding to the 
N cuſtome vſed in country, ſeated themſelues 
245 to bchold certaine games and exerciſes to be 

— dperfoꝛmed by the young Gentlemen : which 
was, rüning, w2aſtling,and diuers other crerciſes fo; trial of the 
frength,andnimblenefſe ofthe bodie: amongſt the reſt, Orna- 
tus ſhauing neuer befoze made triall of himſelfe had ſuch god 
ſucceſſe, and behaued himſelfe with ſuch agilitie and ſtrength, 
that he wonne the cherfeſt honour, and was pꝛelented befoze the 
Dune, to receiue a rich reward. 

Which when he had receiued, caſting his eyes vpon the 
beholders, hee eſpied Arteſia whom hee perfectly knew againe, 
readie to depart with her parents, who had bidden the Duke 
farewell. Ornatus comming to Philaſtes, aſked if he knew that 
damoſell, ſhewing him Arteſia, , who tolde him what ſhe was. 
Ornarus was glad of that ſmall knowledge, which could adde litle 
meanes to his hopes, yet ſomewhat diſcontented that Chee was 
daughter to Arbaſtus.

to hinder him, that hee was oftentunes in vtter diſpaire of att u⸗ 
ning to the leaſt hope of god ſucceſſe. But ſinduig his aft. ai⸗ 
ons to increaſe moze and moꝛe, and burning with a feruent de⸗ 
fire , which nothing but onely her faizour could extuiguiſh. 

After that night was paſt , earelie the nert moꝛning her 
wandzed towards the place where hx hadde beheld her with 
ſuch exceeding content, and by the way as he went, hee met 
with a gentlewoman named Adellena, of meane birth, and 
ſmall liuing, yet ot god education, who oftentimes reſoꝛted 
to Arbaſtus houſe , and was going thither at that inſtant, 
into whoſe company he inſinuated hunſelle, lo that hee ſaws her 
alone, and ſaid as followeth , 

Gentlewoman, J am bold fo infreat a woꝛd oz two with 
you. Sir replied ſhe, with a god will, J will ſatifſte pou in what 
I tan: know you not(quoth he A: baſtus: I do quoth ſhe, both 
know him, and am very well acquainted with him, vnto whoſe 
houſe q am now going. So would Jquoth he ik J durſt, fo2 J 
ſerue Ornatus, ſonne to Allinus , whom I do not doubt but 
pou know well, of whom J would tell you moze,but that I feare 
to conumif his ſecrets to them J knowe not, and thereby vn- 
willingly do him iniurie: but would you vouchſafe but to 
heare them, kerpe them ſecret , and withall adde your helpe 
to further hum, which you may with ſafetie perfozme , you 
ſhoulde do him an ercceding pleaſure , and withall, be (o 
highly rewarded and thankefi-lly gratificd , that you ſhould 
thinke pour labour very well imploped: do a deede of pit- 
tie, and binde hun to you in the perpetuall bands of kinde friends 


Sir replied Adellena, JF knowe not the Gentleman, 

pet J haue heard him much commended , in whom ik A 
cotilde any way pleaſure , J woulde vſe both diligence and 
ſecrecie, pꝛomiſing von: vppon my faith. and credit, if — 
W 3 
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wfl make me acquainted with your minde, J wil either do my 
god wil to further him, oz cils conceale what you ſhall commit 
to my pꝛuutie. 

Chen ſaid he, my maiſtcr not long fince Walking in ponder 
valley, beheld Arteſia, faire Alteſia, daughter fo Arbaſtus, to 
whoſe bewtie he is creeedingly inthꝛalled, that vnleſſe ſome 
meanes of coinfozt be found te caſe his toꝛments, I feare me it 
wil indanger his like: whem you oncly may pleaſure,vy making 
bis loue knowne to her, in ſuch (o;t as ſhal beſt agree with your 
wiſc dome. Chis is all, and pet fo much. that the reucaling theres 
of may do much harme. And to effect ſuch a contraa, might pꝛo⸗ 
cure peace and vnitie twirt their parents. Tyerctoꝛe J intreate 
pour aide and furtherance herem: with which god newes, ik J 
returne to him, I know it wil bꝛede no little comfozt to his diſ⸗ 
quiet heart, 

Sir (ſaid ſhe) fince J perceiue his loue ts grounded vppon 
vertue, not dzawne thereto by any deſirc of reward, J vndcrtake 
to be his aſſiſtant therein, and wil to the vttermeſt of my beſt ins 
dcuours labour to pꝛocure his content, Which this day J wil in 
ſome ſoꝛt put in exetution. And it pou returne to me to mozrew, 
vou ſhall know her anſwere. J wil ſaid he, and ſo they departed, 
Ornatus hauing left her, entered into many cogitations of this 
raſh attempt, accounted hiniſelke ouertredulaus to commit his 
ſecrets to her pꝛiuitie, of whoſe fidclitie he had neuer made try- 
all : ſometimes comfozting hunſelle with hope of god euent, and 
againe diſpairing of comfozt, fo; that he ſuppoſcd Arteſia would 
rather eſteeme him as an enemie then a friend, by reaſon of their 
parents hatred, and thercfoze would the moze hardly be dzawne 
to giue any credit to his ſute. And reuoluing a chaos oftheſe and 
ſuch like confuſed cogitations, he attamed his fathcrs houſe, thin⸗ 
king the time tedious vntil his appointed meeting with Adelle- 
na: which he oucrpaſt with great care, Adollena after her de⸗

till after dinner when ſhe found A; refia all alone in the gardem, 
inſinuated her ſelfinto her company,which Arteſia kindlp acceps 
ted, entring into varictie ofdiſcourſes,and continuing ſome time 
in giuing certaine hearbes their pzoper names:amongllt the reſt, 
Arteſia tſpied an herbe with partie colourcd leaucs, demanding 
of Adel ena ifſhe knew the name thereof,which ſhe told her ſhe 
did not. J haue oſtentimes quoth Arteſia (one this hearbe, and 
it hath two pꝛettie names it is by ſome called Loue in Idieneſſe, 
and by ſome arts C aſe:with that Adellena fetcht adeep thogh 
counterfeit ſigh, which Arteſia noting,ſaid: What maketh you 
ſigh to heare it named Harts Caſe ? Mary (quoth ſhe) one way 
becauſe thoſe two names ſo ill agree, an other, fo2 by the ſame 4 
call to remeinbꝛance the harts griefe J heard a young man com⸗ 
plain of pzocured by loue,which was not in idlenefſe, but J thinix 
in god carneſt. Why quoth Arteſ1a, can loue pꝛocure ſuch harts 
gricfe to anp, and not rather content? Vea lad ſhe , becauſe the 
po die in loue, hath no hope to attaine the god liking of the partie 
he loueth. The quoth A telia. I accouut him a fole that wil loue 
ſo dæply without hope of reward: and that to bs rather fondneſĩe 
then true friendſhip, that placeth his aff:cions with ſuch inequa 
lities. But I pꝛap tel me what is he into whoſe ſecrets you were 
ſo ſuddenly admitted? Not admitted quoth ſhe)fo2 vnawares 1 
heard his complaints, which afterwards J p2ounſed him not to 
make any acquainted witha!l,but the partie whom he ſo intierly 
loucth. Then quoth Arrcſia, J map not know, neither do J care, 
foʒ it is but a vanitie that traubleth ones cogitations. Pes quoth 
che, you may and ſhall it vou pleaſe, xnow who he is, conditional⸗ 
ly you wil neither be offended with me fo; telling pou noꝛ reueals 
what I chal impart. Why quoth ſhe, am I the partie, oꝛ doth it ay 
ny way concern me, that J ſhould be offended? It it be, thẽ keeps 
pour counſels vnreuealed, foꝛ it wil pꝛoue vnſauoꝛie tomy (tos 
macke,fo2 be it far from me to be troubled with the vaine ſutes of 
doting louers. Vet let me anſwere quoth Adellena, you beare to 
greeuous a conceit oflone , whith is the diume puritie whereby 
hearts are vnited in vertue, Uithout the which, neither mozs 
tals can attaine heauen, noz other creatures haue their being: 
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therefoze not to bee abhozred : and foz that any ſhould loue vou 
ſelle, can that be an offence to you, but rather be acceptcd in kind 
ſozt ? we ſhould by nature loue them that loue vs, then will pon 
contrarie to nature, yeld hatred fo: loue? Fo2 you indœd are the 
partie that is beloued , and the partic that is ſo far in loue with 
pou euery wap to be tcommended, one way diſcõmended, whoſe 
name J will not reueale, x then hope I ſhall b2eed no offence to 
your cares. Do ſo quoth Arteſia, ſoʒ in concealing the ſame,you 
pleaſe me,4ifyon wil be welcome into my cbpany, vſe no moꝛe of 
theſe ſpeeches.Yad J thought quoth ſhe, they wold haue bur offfs 
ſtue,J woldnot haue vttered them, but in ſo doing, I did but kul⸗ 
fill your requeſt: then at my requeſt againe quoth ſhe, giue ouer. 
Alter this tommunicatid ended, they parted, Adel ena home to 
to her houſe , and Arteſia to her ſupper, and aftcrwards to her 
chamber, where at firſt ſome cold thoughts ofthoſc ſpaches pail 
in her kancie, but afterwards lhe ſpent the reſt of that night in

not hinder the lame, Thereloꝛe J beſech you once againe do 
ſomething in my behalfe, foꝛ you ſ& how cruell deſteny hath (hut 
me from all meanes to bee put in p2actiſ: by my ſelle, and you 
may pleaſure me without anp hazard at all: foꝛ which J wil reſt 
ſo thankfull vnto pou, as that p ou ſyali account your paincs tay 
ken wel beſtowed. 

Sir replied ſhe, X weuld vndertake any thing to ſurther you, 
if J lincw which wap, but Jpercciue Artela fit wardnelle is 
ſuͤch, that nothing J 0 all bung her wi! be welcome, but ik rou 
wil aduiſe me what J ſhal do, i wil once againe hazard che loſſe 
ot᷑ her god liking fo? your ſake, TUhich lud , Ornatus wꝛote a 
Letter which he deſired her by ſome meanes to conucy to her 
ſight, the contents whereof were thele,

tie: the extremitie of my paſſions, procu ed by the attaintyre of 
your conquering perfections. I conic{le you may dete ma- 
ny things as reaſoms, to diſhvade you from giuing credit fo my 
ſpeeches, or yce ding me the eaſt fauour in your conceits: yet 
I beſeech you, m ke but t iall ol loyaltic, loue, and dutie, ſo 
farre as all agree with vour hking, and vou ſhall tinde me 
conſtant in he ane A d perl, ue. > un the other, as one that 
hath ſubmitted imc le ro your commaun , vowed luis deuo- 
tions to pu: cliaie your ſauoui, and euer. alling)y bound him- 
ſelfe to be onely your; nale to expꝑteſle my humble mea- 
ning: vnwillin zeo be often! ue, aud ucſirou of fauour : then 
Ibelcech you be fauou: able to me, thouahi bca: ing; the name 
of an enemie, in whom you hal linde the tine heart ofa con- 
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conſtant friend, whoſe ſafetic, comfort , and preſeruation, re- 
ſleth in your poryer. The fult view of your bes tie (which was 
in the valley when you were laſt hunting) ſinpriſ d my heart 
wit! uch humble rezard th your veitues, that cuer ſince my 
heart hath indured the bitter torments of ſearctull c1ſpat e, 
which vrgeth we to this preſumprion , deſiring f:om \ our ſa- 
c'ed ſippes to recei ie my ſentence of comfort, or affſiction, ra- 
ther then to ſpend my life in anguiſſing vmeuealed torment.

A dcl'ent hauing receiued this Lettcr,foldghim ſhe wevld 
dehiner the ſame, which the next day ſhe perkoꝛmed in this (c2t x 
Being come to Arbaſtus houſe, ſhe continued moſt part ot the 
day in Arteſia company , not once renuing the leaſt remems 

2ance of the taltze ſhe had with her the day befoze , but clpying 
her open her C iſtict whercin ſhe put her wozkes , whiltclt Ar- 
teſia was buſie, e pauiy conueyed the Letter vnſernc into the 
me, which vp and bp Arte ſia locked, foz none but her ſelfe 
had the vſc thercok. 
Adel ena thought long til ſhe was gone, fearing lcaſt Arte- 
ſia ſhould vpon ſome oct aſion open the Caſatt again. and ſo id 
the Letter, whileſt ſh2 were there, thereloꝛe the ſone ſt unde 
meanes to depart. Chen the t me ok reſt was come, and An e- 
ſia alone in her bed, taking a bone actoꝛding to her vſuall maui⸗ 
ner to reade a while, che ſudd: ny fel a ſlope , and in her Neepe 
was poſſeſt with a dꝛcame, wherein her thoughts called to te⸗ 
membzance Adellena ſpæches, which mooued ſuch a diſqtuc t 
tonceit ot anger in her bꝛeſt, that thinking ſhe had chid her, with 
the motions of her ſpirites the aw. ned, laling an cxceedu-g di 
temperature 
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ffcmperature in all her parts, and ſering the light ſtil burning, ſhs 
mat uelled at her d2owſincllc that had befoze foꝛgatte to put the 
ſame out, and by this meancs called to remembꝛance A de len: 
ſpeeches, marucling what he ſcheuld be that was in leue with 
her, and iuddenly againe, xcpꝛouing her ſelfe fo2 gung her nimy 
ubertie fo th nk of loue, ſge would haue baniſht al furthcr rem. m⸗ 
bꝛance thereof out of her minde, but the moze the iabcurcd, the 
moꝛc Viable ſhe was to pꝛeuaile in ouermaidruig her kancice, 
th it being both vered with her lelle, and Adel ena, ſhe vrtercd 
thele ſecchee. 

What du quiet ts this poſſeſſeth my heart, p2ocurcth ſuch vn⸗ 
wonted co gitations to riſe in my fancics, and diſturveth my reſt⸗ 
I w.5 net wont to trouble my thoughts with ſich vane coc ita⸗ 
tions, which the moze Flabour to ſupp;cfſe, the noze they eu⸗ 
creaſe, 

Coulde Adell:na« ſpxches haue ſuch fozce u hich J had 
w-linah foꝛgotfen as thus long to ſticke in my remembzance 2 
©: w jat reaſon haue I to regard them that were not worth the 
regarding: but rather tended to demonſtrate the affection oſiome 
onerfond loutr, that ſecketh to untteppe my chaſſitice 2 Acturſed be 
her lippes ſoz vttering them, and wold te God JF dad bene deaffe 
that J nught not haue heard their inchanntuig ſcund. 

Chis ſaide, the catcht vp her Boke, thinking by reading to 
dꝛiue away all remembꝛance ther cot, but her heart was (o lu ly 
pcff. ft with a kinde of cogttation what he cheuld be at ſhe ner 
ther could reade, 02 when (he did reade, remember what ſhe did 
reade: and ftading this moancs not auaucable, ſhe tarted from 
her bedde, openuig her Caſket to take out her ſampler , where- 
in ſhe toke molt delight, when ludden! y Ge cly:ed the Letter, 
and reading the ſupcrſcription , was halfe aKo:thed thereak, 
eſpectaly howe it ſhould coine there, and what the contents 
ſhould bee, being often'uncs in minde to tcare the ſme in 
peeccs and not ts reade u, which ber heart would not ſuffer 
her to da befoze (he had ſeene what was the corterts: pet 
frunng to cucrmaiſicr her affections, ſix toarz the ſams 
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in ſhe midſt:which done, ſuch a remoꝛſe roſe in her fancie, vnited 
with a defare to know further thercof, that leaping into the bed, 
ſh: cloſed the ſame togither, and betwirt a willuig and vnwilung 
minde, redde the ſame thꝛoughout. TTlith that, ſetching a derpe 
ſi zh, ſhe lud: Ape me poꝛe ſoule, hol are wy aſi ions betraiid 
to mine enemie: Tas it Ornatus ſhe ment: can it be that he 
wil pꝛoue in friend that is my pꝛofeſſed enemie: O no:he inten⸗ 
deth nothing lelle then loue, but rather vnder colour thercok, ſs 
keth my rume. Tas it he that J beheld in the valley ? oz is it 
poſſible that he ſhould be ſo dæpely in leur wuh nic vppon that 
ſinall ſight: No, no, I bull not credit his ſpeech: ©, but Nil repute 
hun as an enenne, as inder he is: and heuc lozward abandon 
Adellenac;company, by whoſe meanes this Letter was cons 
uc ved into my Caſket : then tearing the ſame into a thouſand 
pœces, (he abſtained ſo neare as ſhe could from all thought of 
peelding the leaſt conſent to loue, and ſought to uicreaſe her diſ⸗ 
daine, and ſuſpect of his falſhod, ſpending the reſt of that night in 
tõſuſed contrarieties of doubtful thoughts Carly in the moꝛning 
ſhe gate vp, and within ſhozt time met with Adellena, who was 
come as deſir eus to know what uſuc her deuiſt had taken) and 
finding occaſion fitte when none was by, ſhe vttcred theſe ſper- 
chcs, 

Adel ena, I maruell what follic ruleth your minde, that you 
(whom 3 had thought had bene vertuouſly giuen? ſhould ſe he 
my ruine: wherein haue J ſhowne my ſelle ſo vnkinde, that you 
ſhould requite me in this diſcourtecus ſoꝛt? You remember the 
ſpæches paſt betwirt vs the other day in the Gardein, when J 
finding out your intent by your ſyeeches.deſtred you to giue ouer 
to vſe any moꝛe taike to that effect , which you farthfully pꝛoimi⸗ 
ſed,butnow moſt vnt uthfullp haue b2olien,and moze umpudent- 
ty haue betraied my quuct with pour diſquiet + ill founding nt w: 
if your rudeneſle had beene ſach that you could not deſiſt, you 
might then haue deliuered Ornatus falſe and faincd inchaunt⸗ 
ment into my hands, and not ſo ſecretly haue conueytd the ſame 


intomy Caſket, wherein you haus mads ——

Adeh ena would haue anſwered, but Arteſia refuſing to heat 
her, deparxted, and leſt her ſo much grerued, that fo2 cxtream vexa⸗ 
tion, ſhe ummedꝛatelp departed towards her own? houle ,

Uihy ſheuld 
thy life laſt to endure theſe toꝛmentes, and not rather to dil⸗ 
ſolue into vnſene eſſences 2 Could any thing haue happened to 
me moꝛe miſcrable, then to beheld Arteſia, and now to endure 
her crucltic 202 moze foꝛtunate, it he had bene merci !? But 
my Deſtenies haue dzawne me to like her that hateth me, ard 
to become thꝛall to a cruell vnrelenting ene mie. Tc ell m louc is 
ſwerter then my life , and therefoze J wil venture life and all to 
purchaſe her liking, 
Wauing (aid this, he a while ſat ſilent, when ſuddemnly to fa/ 
CT 3 your 
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nour his extremities, he behelde certaine of his ſamiliars paſſe 
by, with whome he departed home. 

Carly the next moꝛning being creeedingly treubled in minds 
and unpaticnt of delaie he left his fathers houfe to viſite Ade!- 
lena againe, whome hee had the day befoze left fo vukindly, 
whome be founde readic to goe to A ballu houſe anon, 
ſaluting her ſaide: Adellena, bee not cſtended of ny laſt ons 
mannerlp departure, foz my heart was lo moche dilqutetted 
at the ill ſucceſſe my ſute loc, that J could net vic that be⸗ 
hauiour towardes you your paincs deſcrucd, but newe J 
am returned to craue your counſell what is further te be dene 
herein. 

Spꝛ replied hee, I know not what fu ther meancs to ve nets 
ther dare J any moꝛe attempt to trie f irel14+ turteſte, who is 
alrcadic ſo much cffended with me, that J frare to le ſc her ſrend⸗ 
hip fo; euer, if I ſhould vtter that againe that is ſo vnwcleeme £9 
her. 

Ornatu hearing her ſpechcs, thought ſhe was vnwilling to 
pꝛoſecute his ſute any farther, wich a heauie heart leſt her, cute⸗ 
ring into many thoughtes and comutet:0!.5 which way to coms 
fo;t hunſclfe, oftentimes vtterly diſpairing , and pet purpeſſiig 
to leaue no meanes vnaſſaied, noꝛ daumger vnettemptcd,theugh 
with hazards of his lite to purchaſe ſome teſt to his tre ublcd 
heart. 

At length he thought with himſelfe what Gould make Arte- 
ſia ſo hard hearted as to guie n credite to my ſpeches: it is not 
her want of lenitie, pittie, o: wiſedeme,fo2 ſhe is young, and theres 
foze ſubica to loue: belotifull, and therefoze to be wenne: wile, 
and thcrefoze wil with conſideration pittie my ſoꝛrewes. What 
then ſhould altenate her god liking fi 61 me. mo2c then from an 
other? Py Name: fo2 by that ſhe reputeth me an cnemie: then 
were Jnot Ornatus, ſhe weuld pcraduenture giue ſemc regard 
to my ſutcs. Thereſeze I will chaunge my name, and bee an 


other then J am, that Chee not knowing me, may (ik not 


lone me ) pet diſiſt to hate me: then beg anue hee to — 
what 
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what meanes to vſc to enioy her ſight (without the which her 
could not line) and yet net be knowne what he was, Among 
many other deuiſes, this toke deepeſt rote, Within fewe dayes 
after (h uung pꝛouided all things neceſlarp he attired hunſeife 
luke a vicgine of a ſtraunge Countrep which her might well be 
eſteemed to be by his youth.) And taking with him his Lute, 
whcreon he could play exceedingly woll, in the ſilent of the night 
he departed towards tie ſca coat, which was neare vato Ar- 
baſtu, houſe : and ſcating himſclfe vpon the Nockie choare, bes 
gn? toplap vyvon ms Lutz, Carly the nert mozning, a ſheps 
ward happened to paſſe by that wap, andeſpying his ſtraunge 
dil, aid hearing his werte Puſicke, was fo exceedingly 
delighted therewitg, that he ſi red te ſox what he was, 

Ornacu- turiung hunſclfe about, cſpicd the olde man ſcand 
gaʒing v20n him, wherewith he dzew towardes him, and ſaide 
as ſollc wett. N 

God Father, muſe not to ſee me in this vnkrequented place, 
being by thipwzack caſt on this ſhoꝛe, and pꝛt ſerutd frema grees 
uous d:ath by ſea, to periſh foꝛ want of comiozt on the land, in a 
ſtraunge place, where I neither haue lriendes, no know which 
way to get comfo2t, Theretoꝛe J beſech you, yd cemfezt to me 
diltrefe, and ſuccour to my want. Faire Damoſlell quoth the 
ſhepheard, it my homcly Cottage can yeld you any comfozt, ſo 
pleaſe you to accept thercof, it ſhalbe at your ccmmand, whither 
ſo pleaſe pou go, without moze circumſtance of ſpecches, you ſhal⸗ 
be moſt hartily welcome. I thanke you quoth Ornatus, and J 
accept your gentle pꝛoffer, ſo they departed togithcr, And when 
they were entered, and the ſhepheardeſle in the beſt maner ſhe 
tould had welcomed hin, and he had taſted of ſuch fode as was 
ſet befo2e hun, her tolde them his name was Syluia, and tel- 
ling a tale cf ſufficient countenance to beare credite of the mas 
ner of their ſhipw2acke , and the cauſe he vndertoke that voy- 

age by Sa. Which the olds folkes belecued : Likewiſe fra- 
ming hunſ:ifc to ſuch a kinde of behantour , that it was almoſt 
ampoſſible to diſcerne but that he was a woman inderd.

Arbaſtus then thus ſaid: Damoſcll, J vnderſtand by this 
Chephcard ſome part of pour milſoꝛtuncs, which J ſo much pittie, 
that I offer to do any thing reſteth in me to do you pleaſure, And 
fo: that this homely place is not agreeable to ycur birth, which 
may be greater then J can iudge of, let me de ſire you to accept of 
ſuch entertamment as my habitation pecldeth, whither you thall 
be welcome. Sy luia being glad of that pzofer, pet ſcaring to be 
diſcouered by his wulingnellc to peeld, made this anſwerc. Sur, 
this homely place is beſt agreeing to my poꝛe tſtate, being by 
my foꝛtune bꝛought to miſerie: which J am ailo vnwoꝛthic of, 
foʒ that q know not how to make my hoſte amends, veſiruig ra⸗ 
ther to liue in this quiet pallace voyde of care, then in places of 
moze dignitie: but ſoꝛ that J ſhall be to chargcable to this pee 
mau, and you ſo carncſtly deſire me, J wil be ſo holde as to take 
pour p2ofer, though vnable to be ſo grateful as J weuld. Hany 
other ſpaches paſt betwirt them, and in the ende they departed 
towards Arbaſtu: Caſtle: where Sy uia was kindip and woꝛ⸗ 
thily entertained, hamng his hearts deſire, which was to cnioy 
the 


Ornatus and Arteſia. 


the ſight of faire Arteſia, 

Ornatus being alone by himſclfe , began to meditate of the 
god ſucceſſe he had in this attempt, and how foztimatche all 
things had fallen out to further hun in his loue. But moſt of all 
hee meruatled how the eyes ot all that beheld him were blinded, 
that they could not perceiue what he was. In theſe 1 many ſuch 
like comfoztable meditations he ſpent ſome th2c& oꝛ ſoure dayes, 
taking moſt great content in bcholving Arteſiaes perfections, 
that he was moꝛe and moꝛe inthzalled in the bands of vowed afs 
fecion, hearing her ſperch, noting her behattour , admiring her 
vertue, commending her curteſie , affecting her bewtte , and im⸗ 
pꝛinting each liniament of her dunne fozme, in his deuotcd affec⸗ 
tion, with ſuch unmoueable reſolue of conſtant lopaltie, that hee 
did not onely loue her, but alſo honoꝛ her as an Idoll, beeing by 
Arbaſtus admitted her companie that at all times hee was with 
her. Arteſia likcwiſe toke no little pleaſure in Sywans compa⸗ 
ny. in whom ſq much curteſie abounded that cuery one bath! liked 
and commended her.

YN with which newer ſhee came to Arbaltus 


excedingly f ſozie to heare the ſame, fo2 that hee tucmed well 
C rnatus. And now comming * Salden whcre A 5 
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was walking with Sy1ai1n, he tould not withhold her ſelfe frcm 
ſpeaking,but vttered her minde in theſe wozds, 

Arteſia be not offended with that J ſap , but rather bee difs 
pleaſed with pour ſelfe, who are the oꝛiginall of this wor. Orna- 
tus whom peu ſuppoſed your enemie, though indeede pour mot 
fanthfull ſriend, taking your vnkind refuſall moſt heauily, and ac⸗ 
counting hunſelfe not wozthy to liue if you duſpiſed him, cythecr, _ 
hath w;zought his ownc vntimelp death,oz diſpairing to inte fas 
nour at your hands, hath abandened both his parents, comntrey, 
and acquaintance, to liue in cnle, What will bee ſayd of peu 
when the caule of this ſozrowe ſhall be knowne 2 how may yeur 
owne conſcience accuſe your ſelꝭe of hard-hartednefle, that weld 
not yee!d pittie to the diſtreſſe of ſo wozthie, vertuous,4 curtecus 
a G:ntlema,who foz his humble ſute , was ſpightfuliy dildaincd, 
and his heartie god will,diſpamnfully reicced? Which cracll rod 
of poius , no doubt will be one day repayed with the like dildaine, 
where you ſhall moſt affed. I know his louc was firme, conſtant 
and immoneable, which maketh me ſo much the moꝛe pittie his 
eſtate: J know his meaning was both vertuous & honozable, his 
birth ron know, what vertues abounded in him, all can wirneſſc: 
and how hartily he loucd you, the heaut᷑s ca witneſſe. Poe Or- 
natus farewell. Yard was thy hap, to place thy true loue ſo firm⸗ 
p, where thou reapett ſo little reward, Arteſia hearing her ſpe- 
ches, could not tell whether ſher might blame her , 02 accuſe her 
ſelte, ſometimes doubting whether ſhe ſpake this of pollicie to try 
her,o; oftruth. Being as readie to blame her ſclſe, as Adellena, 
and yet willing to do neither. Fo2 che thought il che ſpake true, 
ſhee had god cauſe ta ſap that ſha did, and her ſelle moze to be 
blamed then any. Foz notwithſtanding ſhe had giuen Adcl!/cna 
ſo flat adenial,yet her conſcience knew. that ſome ſparkes ofloue 
were kindled in her bꝛeaſt: That her hcart being ſomewhat op⸗ 
p2eſt with theſe thoughts, cauſed th to ſtand in her eyes. 
Ornatus ſœing all this, to no litle cokafozt the rat, eſpecially whe 
he perteiued Arteſias heart to relent, but ſoꝛ that by his diſguiſe, 

being known no other then a waman, ye kept ſilence,when _ 
þ 
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be would haue ſpake, leaſt he ſhould dixcoucr himſelfe, Adellena 
ſ\&ing ſhe had diſquieted Arteſia, being her ſelfe full c*greefe, and 
vnwilling to vzge her any further, dtparted. And Arteſia with» 
dꝛawing yer felfe from Sy luans company,tinto an Arboz,vttercd 
theſe ſperches. And can it be that Ornatus lone was ſo grrat, that 
fo; my ſake hee hath dons this? Coulo hee loue her ſo conſtantly 
that was his pꝛoleſſed enenuc:is loue of ſuch a ſoꝛce, to dꝛaw ene 
into theſe extreams: Chen may I compare it to the hearb Arras, 
found in Perſia who being but holden in the hand, cauſcth a heat 
thꝛogh all the bodie:ſo lone but entertained in thought, dilquieteth 
all the ſences. But why do J cenceiue ſo well of Ornatus, when 
J know not the truth of Adellenacs repozt: it may be he hath hi⸗ 
red her to do this, and thereby X may be deeetued,yelding to pit⸗ 
tie, When there is nocauſc,and with the bird Akanthus, readie to 
tome at c uerie call, Admit it were ſo, 3 am not bound to faucur 
him, is he not mp encmie, + ſonne vnto my fathers cheefeft foe 2 

what reaſon then haue J eyther to gi? cri dit tc his lone, oꝛ her 
pꝛoteſtation, when both may be fapned: Nell à will be aduiſed 
befoze J peelde my ſelle to loues intangling kaytes , and befoze 
J loue, I will know whom J leue. IJ but Arteſia tap fancie peels 
deth remozſe alreadie, and thy conſcicnce bids thee pittic him bes 
cauſe he loneth ther, ſoꝛ loue in a reputed cnenute may be as con- 
fant and loy all as in an open ſriend, and an enenmie becemming 
fricnd , will be the moze tenſtant: then what haſt thou to do, but 
make further pzofe of his conffancie,and finding him true,yalde 
reward to his deſert: Soft Arteſia, wade not to far it he be con- 
Tant, it he be lopall, if he leue thee ſo tntirely , pet new thou hall 
made hun fozſake this countrey, oꝛ pzocure his vntunclp death, 

then is there nothing elſe to be don fo2 ther, but to pittic his death, 
and accuſe thy ſelfe of ſome diſcurteũe. All this while Ornatus 
ſchꝛol ding himſellfe from her ſight, by che thickneſle ol the greens 
leaues, heard her ſpeeches; to his exceeding comfozt , and againe 

cloſclie withdzew hunſelf. Arteſia hauing ended her ſperches, her 
hart being opp2cſt with many doubls, aroſe and came to Sy luian, 
to whom ſhe ſaid : My nunde is much troubled with the news 
Adellena told me of Ornarus abſence, u bom foʒ that yeu know 
vot, 3 will tell you what he was, D 2 CTucre 
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Chere dwclleth not far hence, one Allinus, that moztally has 
teth my father, 4 all that belong vnto hum,whoſe ſonne Ornatus 
was, whom if I ſhould commend, xou might thinke me to cruc! 
to refuſc his loue ſo vnkindly, only thus much J wil ſay ofhim,he - 
was cucry way woꝛthy to be beloued, though my fancie could 
neuer be d2awne to like of him: ho vpon what occaſion J know 
not, but as Adellena tolde me, made his loue knowne to her, 
which che likewiſe told me ol, but J refuſing to heare her, anſwe⸗ 
red her plainlp, that IJ was greatly offended with her, fe: making 
any ſuch motion: and fozbad her foꝛ euer to ſpeak ot him againe, 
But now this day you haue heard what (hc hath told me, which 
I can hardly beleeuc to be true, oꝛ that Ornatus would be ſo raſh 
without wiſedome to enter into ſuch extreames, But ikit bee ſo 
(as I would it were not / it græueth me fo2 him, and J wiſh that 
A had not rcfuſed to heare his ſute , though J am not willing to 
peeld thereto, Foz J would not haue it ſaid of me, noz my name 
ſo much blazed, that my crueltis pꝛocured him to that extremitie, 
though his wiſedome might haue fozeſeene luch miſcherle, and he 
mo2e moderatelie haue tempered his loue. 

Ornatus taking occaſiõ ſaid, I neither know the gentleman, no: 
how conſtant his loue was, but thus much my mind peiſwadeth 
me, that had not his loue bin great, he would not haue greeucd fo 
much at pour vnkindne ſle:but loue is of this ſoꝛce, that it turneth 
the minde into extreames, oz vtterly bzcakcth the heart, which 
loꝛce belike it had in him, elle would he not haue done himſelf: ſo 
much harme, But it may be as you ſay) Ornarus hath not done 
himſelte outrage , but onely abandoning company , liueth in di⸗ 
ſpaire,and ſo meaneth to die: which il it bee ſo, then in my fancie, 
you might do well to let him by ſome meanes vnderſtand that 
you did pittie hun. Stay there quoth Arteſia, you muſt firſt know 
whether J can do it oꝛ no: fo2 It Jſhould ſay I pittie with my 
lips, and he not find it ſo, it would dꝛue him to moze diſpaire, and 
therefo2e J will leaue off to do that, vntil J can finde whether J 
can do ſo 02 no. 

Thele her ſpeeches dzaus Ornarus into a perplexed _ 
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what to thinke, being no way aſſured ofher loue,noz pet utterlp 
diſparing th:reof,fo2 that her ſpeeches gaue likelyhod ol both, 
Th:refoze he durſt not ſpealic to boldlie, leaſt ſhe ſhould ſuſyort 
him, but oncly reſted in god hope to finde comloꝛt, and by other 
meanes to trie her. 

Then taking his Lute, hebegango play (oſwertly 3s would 
haue rauiſcht a comfozticſ: mind, with great content: ta hear 
which harmonie pleaſed Arteſin ſo well, that when he left , hee 
would requeſt hun, calling him Sy luian to play againe, Thilelt 
he ſat playing, Arreſia ſitting cloſe by ſide, tel fall alleep, which 
he perteunng, left ol his play, to ſurfct hunſclf with beholoing her 
ſwerte belutie, in which he twke ſuch delight, as almoſt rauſht 
his ſences, ſometumes thinlung whileſt ſhe llept, to unpꝛint a tulle 
vppon her (weet ruddie lippe, but fearing thereby to wake her, 
and loſe that delightfull contemplation , hee deſiſted beholding 
each part of her viſible fozme, which was moſt dine, his nunde 
was affeded with inward ſuppoſe , what perledions her hidden 
bewtics did comp2ch2nd,which his fancie perſwaded hun he did 
in concett abſolutely contemplate, Then (xing her ſirre,hec ſuds 
dainly catcht his lute againe,ftriking his ſ wart noate, to continue 
her in that llumber, and then againe, laying by the lame, to enter 
into his fozmcr contemplation, Comparing his delight to excerd 
all hcaucnly iop, and wiſhing though Arteſia could not louc 
= „vet that ſhox woulde alwapes graunt him ſo to behold 

er. 

Then ße had a god twhile contmued in theſe meditations, 
Arteſia awoke, which ſomewhat areeucd hin, but when her be⸗ 
held her bewteous eyes fired vppon him, he thought hunſelfe in 
riched with a heauẽly happineiſle, to whom Arteſia ſaid, I thank 
thee god Sy luian foʒ thy (wart muſicke hath ſomewhat eaſod my 
heart, by this quiet flæpe. O what content do they eniop, that 
Lue dopde of care, and how happie was J beloꝛe J heard Orna- 
eu; name? With that che aroſe, and they togither went in: when 
night appꝛoched which Ornarus thought to ſone come, foz by 
that he muſt loſe Arteſiaes ſight) _ one betoke — 
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ts their ſeuerall lodgings. 

Ornatus ſtudying what meanes to vſe to ſurther his lone, 
wherin he found many difficulties,ſometuncs in thuukuig Ane- 
ſia was in hope neuer to heare ol him againe, and ſometimes ſup⸗ 
poſing ſhe did pittie hun, and being onercome with contraricties 
ok doubts, he vttered theſe complaints. 

Nhat ſhuld J do to pꝛocure my content, when m milerics are 
dne way great, e my iopes as cxceding, when my diſpaire exccœ⸗- 
deth, and pet my conifo2t aboundeth J enioy not Arteſſacs loue, 
pet ſhe ioreth me not: I emop her ſiaht, and pet not her ſight. 
haue as much comfo:t as fills me with ioy, 4 pet 3 am deſocrate 
with diſp eure. Dow can that be: She louctly me as J am Sy luian, 
but hateth me, becauſe the loueth not Or natus. Ander the name ol 
Sy luian, J entoy her ſight, but not as Ornatu , and ſo am I depꝛi⸗ 
ued of her ſight. J rcape exceeding comfo;t by beholding her belo⸗ 
tp, but liue in diſpaire, that ſhe wold ſhunloue if ſhe knew what 
J were, Though {5 enioy many things by being Sy luian, yet am 
I depꝛiued of all comfozt,as 4 am Ornatus. Foz ſye de med him 
either dead oz fied, hath no hope cuer to ſee him, and ik J ſheuld 
ſhcw any ſigne that hee were lunng oꝛ neare, he wold pꝛeſentliy 
elchetu my company: which being as J am, J may cntoy: e thus 
am J voyd of all meanes of attapning her loue, vet luing as A 
am, J ſhall ſill cniop her loue. Why Or natus, thou haſt better 
meanes to giue her knowledge ofthy loue in this diſginſe, then if 
thou luctft as Oi natus S uppole thou ſhuldeſt make known to 
her what thou art, thinkeſt thou ſhe would bewzay thee , conũde⸗ 
ring thou offereſt no other behauiour to wards her , then that 
which agreeth with vertue 2 Oꝛ what if ſhee did betray ther, 


wert thau nat better to indure the greateſt extremitie by her don, 


then pyne away with greeſe in her abſence ? Yes Ornatus, in 

being as thou art, thou art moze happie, and therfoze maieſt thou 

be in ſome better hope of tomtoꝛt. Nhat itſhee will not lone thee? 

pet foz thy god will Che cannot hate ther. And though ſhe know 

what thou art, ſh*e will rather conceale tha, then bewzay thee; 

then try whether ſhe loueth the oz no, but how: 9 — 
no 
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knowne. 

gad. 5 will wꝛile a letter, which J will leaue in ſome place where 
ſhe may finde it, and by that meanes I ſhall ſo whether ſha 
wiillouc 02 no. And taking pen ynke and paper, he wzote as 
followcth,

Ornatus /enderb bum le greeting. 


VV Fre you but (2 mercifu'l as fayrer, T woulde not dif- 
paire of pittic , Or were you wil ing to know my 
truth and loyaltie , you woulde though nor yeeld 
to my ſute, yer pittie mee. I cannat vſe proteſtationʒ nor 
dillemble greefe : but be yu moſt aſſured, that what procee- 
deth out at my lippes, commeth from my hart:cxtremitic ma- 
keth mee ouetbolde, and diſpaire maketh mee more deſperate, 
in vttering my minde : I cannot chuſe but ſay I loue you, ſor 
that I loue indeed. I cannot ſet foorth my loue with fy led 
termes , but in plaine truth, proteſt that my loue is con- 
ſtant, loyall, vertuous, and immoueable: and though you hate, 
I muſt lcuc: and though you for euer demie to loue, yet mill [ 
P ſiſt in conſtancie: for the woorlt I can indure is death: and 
that my ſoule alrcadic inwardly fecleth , I haue forſaken my 
arents , friends, and all to become acceptable to you : for 
whileſt I was Amur ſonne, you did hate me, then Ibeſeech 
you, now that I am not Al ſonne, nor ( /rnatws,pittic mee. 
or without your pitie I die, and litle can my death profit you, 
but letting me liue, you ſhal for euer enioy a fanhfull ſernant. 
So moſt vertuous Aries, I commit my cauſe to your wile 
conſideration. 


Y own! inſeparablie, neyther Ornatus 
nor hum ſelſe, but your poors 
ſeruant. 
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Wihen he had waitten this Letter, and ſcaled the ſame , the 
next moꝛning he laid it in a place ofthe garden, where he knewe 
Arteſia would walke, And from thence comming to her cham⸗ 
ber, he found her readie to go foꝛth. 

Artclia welcommed Sy luian kindelp, and fozth they went 
togither, and walking vp and dewne a pzittic while , Artel1a 
eſpied the white paper, and deſirous to ſee what it was, twk it vp, 
reading the ſuperſcriptid, maruciled what the contents ſhuld be, 
and how it ſhould come there, and turning to Sy luian, (& you 
this letter, it is directed to me, I maruell how it ſhuld come here, 
vnleſſe it were laid of purpoſe: well howlocuer that was, J will 
reade the contents, and pou ſhall be partaker ofthem. hen lhe 
had redde the ſame, and well vnderſtwd that it was Ornatus at 
the firft ſhe was ſo exceedingly vered, that ſhe ſaid: J now pers 
ceiue, that Ornarus was wiler then J toke him to ber, fo; I le he 
bath committed no outrage vppon hinſelfe , but wiſclie will trie 
me firſt , and ik will not pcelde to loue him, what will her do: 
marrie returnc to his father againe. Chis is Adellenaes doing, 
and accoʒdung as I thought they are agreed: ſhee left this letter 
here, and her may I blame, and not him, Foz did not ſhe pꝛonuſe 
him to do it, he would neuer ol himſelf attempt it. Sy luian J pzay 
thx counſaile me, what I chould do herein, fo my heart is oppꝛeſ⸗ 
ſed with many thoughts, that J will not vtter vntill Jknow thy 
minde: 

Sy ſuian thus anſwered: ſince you haue giuen me licence to 
ſpeake that which my heart thinketh , firſt J ſay, if Ornatus lo- 
ueth accoꝛding as he pꝛoteſteth, as no doubt but he doth , you 
haue god reaſon to pittie him, ſoꝛ that by pour owne repozt,he is 
eucry way wozthy thereof, which if you do, you ſhalbe ſure ofa 
conftant friend , pꝛeſerue his life, and make vnitte betwirt 
pour parents. As foz Adellena auf it were her deede, ſhe did but 
the part ot a friend but it was very vnlikelp, vo that ſha was not 
here ſince peſterday. Neither tan think any man can diſſemble 
lo much as to make theſe pꝛoteſtationa, aud pet be falſe. Fo; his 
00,0 
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woꝛds in mp fancie,beare an emdent !;kel:hod of truth, Where - 
bot, if I may counſaile vou, yeels to that which is vertuous, and 
tn ſo doing. vou ſhall purchaſe your ow!1e nad, his content, and 
perpetuall quiet to both your fanulies. 

Mould pou haue me then (quoth ſher vtelde to lout mine 

enemie: How is hee pour enemie queth dy un when hee tos 
ueth you:? Me is mine enemie, becaule his father hating me, how 
can he laue me? Nap ratger quoth Sy inan) his father not lowng 
you , how can he chuſe but leue you , becauie he ſceth them hate 
you,that are wozthy to be veloued;bcftves their hatred being vi 
tult , it heweth his vertue the moze, to lou thoſe his parents 
hate: and it 1s commonly ſene, where there is hatred be⸗ 
twirt the parents, the child;zcn haue ſoucd moſt dearely , as in 
conmon experience it is ſene: haue pou not read the Viſtozics of 
Pyramw and Thyibe, Romeo and luliet, and many other: 

whoſs loue was the moze conſtant, by ſo much the moꝛe their 
parents hatred was deadly, 

Jremember ſach Hiſlozies (quoth Aircfia) but what was 
fhe end of their loue, was it not moſt nnſeravlc? J grant it was, 
(quoth dy luian) which was pꝛocured by tycic parents crueltic, 
but not their loue,wheretn,nowithtanding,they toke ſuch felict 
tie, that they rather choſe to die togither,then to be parted: which 
argueth, that the ennuty twirt parents,canct v;eak ett loue twirt 
the childzen,yet might ſuch tragical euents haue bin pzeueted by 
wiſedom. But how know J ſaid Arrelia) whether O:natus louie 
bee ſo conſt int 0zno 2 Can you haue any greater p2eoie thexcot, 
then his own letters, the ſoꝛſauing cfhis parents, and lang pers 
aduenture in pennurie: but it ru doubt oi that, onte again tric 
him. CTTlell ſaid Arteſia) J af ked but thy caunſaile, bin ui ſtead 
thereof, thou vſeſt perſwallon: but ſering theu art ſo fozward to 
da me god, which J hope is thy intent 1fthou wilt kerp in toun⸗ 
ſell, thou halt know both miy nunde, and what Imtend. Allure 
your ſclie quoth Sylman) J will rather ie my uit then pawue 
vnaithfull, Then (.ad (he, F confeffe to thee Syluian, that laut 
bath maze cntranceintomy heart, that Z would wuungip both 
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pittic Ornatu«,and grant hun his requeſt: foꝛ that u ith often res 
mcembung hun, J cannot foꝛget him, ncither doth anp thought 
pleaſe me, but when I thinke of him. But there arc ſo many flips 
to hinder our loue, that though J loue him, I Hall ncuer cmop 
hun. Foꝛ ſhould my parents knew hecreof, they woulde peie fo 
warilte into my amons , that it were impollible koz mee once to 
haue a ſight of hun, whom J do ſcarce remember, J haue ſo (cl- 
dome ſeene him. Pou may quoth Sy luian both loue him, and in⸗ 
ioy hun, and ſince you haue begun to like ct him, he being wozthy 
thercof,and cqualling you in affecion, increaſe that louc; à migbt 
J but once come to ſpcake with him, J woulde not doubt but ef/ 
fect all things with ſuch ſecrecie, that you ſhould with quict enio y 
hun 

Well quoth Arteſin, J commit all to you , mp life , foz 
that dependeth on my loue, being willing to do any thing that 
ſhall not diſagree with modeſtie. Deſiring you to keepe my coun- 
ſells ſecret,fo2 to bewzay them, may uwaunget both his and mp 
life, 

After many other ſpeeches palt betwirt them, Adellena en⸗ 
tered the garden. Artetia cſpyuig her, at the firſt thus greeted 
her. God-mozrowe Adellena, Fknew not whether J may 
ſalute thee as a freend , 02 a pzime foc, foz that by thy nicancs 4 
am b2ought into bondage, 

J pꝛap thee tell me without diſſen bling which J feare meg 
thou canſt do to well ) when thou ſaweſt Ornatus: and pet 3 
know thy anſwere befoze I aſke. Deſt thou not know this letter: 
didſt thou not hide it in this garden, that might finde it: vid not 
Ornatu: hire thee to ſay , that hee was vepartsd from his ta- 
thers,whilcſt he lycth at home u thy hond: Jknew thy aun⸗ 
ſwere will bee no:but how may I been that  Dockt thou not 
likewiſc ſay hee loueth me when thou know cit the contrarie, and 
doeſt but diſſemble? At thou Harb. eſt au vertue in thee, tel! ri ee 
the truth and diſſemble not: oꝛ in doing ſo, thou ſhalt greatly con- 
tent me, diſcharge thy conſcieuce, ano peraducnture do Cue tus

Adellen 
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Adellena hearing her ſpaxches , was lo aſloniſht at they) 
t angeneſle, that foz a god while ſhe ſteod as one ſenceleſſe, but at 
the laſt,ſhe made this anſwere. Vour demaunds are ſuch, as that 
X know not how to anſwere them: but heauens puniſh me, if 4 
dilſ-rnble . J ſawnot Oraatus ſince the tune he came tome, to 
know how you accepted the letter I conveyed into your Caſket, 
Fo) that Letter Jam altemither ignozant therem, neither did J 
euer le the ſame beoze now : I neuer ſpake with Ornatus,ſawe 
Ornatus, 0; heard from him ſince J laſt gaue hun your anſwert: 
neither do I know where hee is: but this J know , that he is not 
to bee found: but pz: Gentieman, languiſheth in loue, which 1 
dare pꝛoteſt, loueth you moſt dzarely,neithcr neede you nuſdoubt 
that her is abſent, 02 thinke that hee is hidden at my heule, fo2 it 
is tm true, hee hath taken ſuch greefe at your vnkindneſſe,as will 
Ifcarc me indaunger his life. 

I would it were not ſo, but that he were at my houſe , then 
would I counſaile hun rather to fo2get to loue , then indaunger 
his li e thereby. 

ay I belæue quoth A. oth 1a) that this thou ſapeſt is true: 
Vcauens let me hue no longer quoth Adellena) if J diſſcmble, 
Chen (quoth Arteſia) how ſhould this Letter bee conueyed into 
this garden,but by hiniſclic? TUith that the Thaſtall teares fell 
li om her eyes. 


CHAP. VI. 


Howe Ornatas loue was hindered by the newes of Anka. 
fins death., Howe F#loretas 10 attae Hletans loue, 
both conſeſt hee ſle c baſtus, and intended to poylone 
Arteſia. 


O augment Arteſiues teares , a meſſenger 
haſtily running; came in aud bought this 
newes, vtteruig the lame with a galliy counte⸗ 
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O Artcl1a,heare my tragicke diſcourſc, your father es yen 
knew,road fo;ty this mozning to chaſe the fearetulldcare , who 
wand;ing frem his company , at laſt by his long Lay was miſt, 
and all of vs comming togither , fludied amongſt cur ſclucs, 
what ſhould be become of hun, at laſt wee were tommaunded by 
þoretus your Unclile, to poſte ſcucrall wayes in ſearch ci hm: 
w'om at laſt w: found moſt greeuouſly wounded and dead. Ar- 
teſia hearing his woꝛds, with ſuddaine greefe, fell deu ne deade. 
Which when Svluian perceiued, caught her in his armes, rub⸗ 
bing her pale cheekes, vntill ſhe was remacd againe. Chen ther 
conueped her to her bed , in ſuch ertremitie with that ſuddaine 
græke, that they feared to loſe her lite, which excaedinely toꝛmen⸗ 
ted Sylmanto behold, Then was there ſuch an vpz62r tn Ar- 
baſtu« houſe,as al ſeemed in vtter diſpaire, one toi it curing this, 
an other that of Arbaſln+« death , but all in gencrall conclu- 
ding, that it was done by Allmus lui xcuengt oi bis b;others 
death. 

Arbaſtus wife, likcwife conceined ſuch ſozrow at this vn- 
erpected encat,that with very areefe thereof ſhet dyed, Art. (12 
with both togither, was readie to peeide vp her lateſt bzeath, and 
bad done ſo , had ſhet not bene careſulle pzeſerucd by Sy uian, 
and Adellena. Who by their counſatle and tndcucurs , pacift- 
ed the extremitie ol her perplexitie. This newes w. ſone ſp:ead 
into moſt places of the countrey ; but beceuſe th. re was no iuſt 
p:ofe e the murtherer, there was no great queſtion made therof; 
Arbaſtus hauing ncuer a truſtie friende to pꝛoſccute rcuenge. 
Floretus now tołkt / vpon him to rule and gourrne all that btlon⸗ 
ged to Arbaſtu:,as his bꝛother, and ſone canſcd him and his Las 
dy to be woꝛthily interred, and built a ſumptuous monument in 
their remen bꝛance. Which being sutrpalt, he came againc to 
Arteſia. as in the meane tune he had oftentumes dont) and fins 
ding her very weake, vſed many ſperches to comtozt her guung 
ſuch as were about hr ſpeciall charge, to mimiſter all things ne⸗ 
ceſſarie to reftoze her to her fozmer hcalch: Saming to bt moſt 
careful ot her guard,pzomiſing and pꝛoteſting to bee vnto 5 in 

an 
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Read of a Father. 

Sylu:an all this While was ercedinglie greued in mind ta 
fe his loue growne lo wc ake,and in iuch danger ok her life , not 
once fo;ſaking her in all the time ok her ſickneſte, but continually 
comfoꝛting her with heartie ſpeeches, carefull tendance , not ſo 
much as once departing her chamber, but taking excerding pams 
to pleaſure her, that ſhee take great tomloꝛt in her ſuppoſed y l- 
una, who oftentimes would ſteale a (wete kiffe from Arteliacs 
uppes, which ſhe permitted, taking the ſame te pꝛocede from a 
curizous minde, when Svliuanddit ol derpe affection : accom 
the eſtate wherin her 1acd, to exceed all ioyes, and his delight paſf 
compare,p:ofcring in my familiarities that Arteſia tot in kind 
part, which gth:rw:ſe the would Haus refuſed , had ſhee knowne 
whom her companion Sylwan had bene , Ornatu maruciled 
th it all this time (he ſpake not ofh'm „which he dcuiſed fo vzge 
her to do, by many occaſions: but theſe rxtremities had banni⸗ 
ſh2d all rememb2ance ol him out ol her minde : Which cxcees 
dingly toꝛmented Ornatus , feanng this delay would ſome way 
turne to his ill. That wheras befoze time, he was pleaſant,mcry, 
and oftentunes would moue A:ceſh1a to my2th by his diſpozk, 
now that humour was alicnated , and he became continually 
melancholly and ſad , oftentimes when Arte (1a was from him, 
getting into a ſollitary plate, to bewayle his hard fate. Which 
che noted and wondzed at , thinking the lame had pꝛoceded 
from being ſo long abſent from his countrey and friends. One 
day ſhe found her deemed Sy uian ſollitarie alone, and commuig 
bnawares,heard her vtter theſe woꝛds. Oh how vnhappy am J, 
to loue and not to be beloued. 

Syluian eſpping her, left off to whom Arteſia ſaid. Uhr 
how now Sy luian, axe pon in loue, can it be, that your mind is at- 
tainted with that venemous ſerpent, that poyſoneth the ſences, 
altereth the complection,troubleth the head and heart? Shake it 
ot, and caſt it out ofyour ſiaht,fo2 it neuer did any god, but hath 
b;ought many to perpetuall nuſerie. | 

Since you haut ouerheard me quoth Sy luian) A maſt needs 
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tonkeſſe J am in loue, which doth net any way woꝛke any ſuch 
effec in me as you ſpeake off, but I take all cem oꝛt therein , my 
ſences, heart, head, all my parts, take crcording pleaſiuc thcrin, 
hy then/quoth Artcſ1a fit you thus pertfiuciy alone, as it ſees 
meth to me bewayling your eſtate to be in loue: J do not queth 
Sy luian ſo;row that J am in loue, but that Jam not belcucd a⸗ 
gainc:foꝛ being in leuc,J haue vewed to line fo cuer, and foncy 
ſhall my life decay, then foꝛget my lcuc: fo with my lerie my life 
ſhallcnd, That hard-hartcd man ſaw Arteſia 11s he Pkr.cows 
ing pou louce him, ul not loue yeu agam: Such ie my hard cate 
ſayd Syluian that the partie whem J leuc, hneweth J lene, and 
pet cauſclefiy doth hate me:ncither am J farre abſent frem hum, 
but iniop his company, without which my lite Would decay, Js 
he in this houſe you loue:? can it bee yon are intangled ſince yen 
camc hither? No quoth Sy luian) J loued befoꝛe I came hither. 
Dow can that be, when yeu are a ſtranger, and caſt in this ceun- 
try by ſhipwꝛacke: cyther you muſt needs be ſeme ether then we 
take you ſoꝛ, otherwiſe, theſe things art umpoſlble. Vutuxrcu 
dare put truſt in my ſecretie, umpart your muide to mee: end J 
pꝛomiſe pou J will do the beſt J ca to further your lone. Peu may 
do much therin quoth Sy luian and none moꝛe then ycur leit but 
I beſexch you pardon me foz xeucaling the ſamc,bcfo:e peu afftire 
me of one thing, which you may do without any hau m to your (cif 
and be not offfded with me if J aſk you. Cel mc what it is quoth 
che) g J will anſwere you: Then ſaid Sy luian I weld firſt know 
whether you louie Ornarus oʒ ne: Mith y ſhe ſtarte d:ſaying: Ap 
me, that name bꝛingeth death to my heart, + thou woundeſt my 
ſoule with arerfe,to heare hum named. Deſt then thinke F haue 
cauſe to loue, not rather aboue al men to hate him: doſt thou not 
ſee my father lately murdꝛed by hun, oꝛ ſome by his appointment, 
and thinkeſt thou I can loue fo deadly a foe , by whom J am 
b:ought to this miſerie: Qo aſſure thy (cife Sy uian, actoꝛding as 
J hauc iuſt cauſe J do hate hun, as the greateſi enemie J haue. 
TUhoſc very name affrighteth mee with terroꝛ , and it thou habit 
loued me as 3 was perlwaded thou didit, theu woultft not _ 
troubled 
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kroubled my heart with that emnious name. And yet fo2 all thts 
miſchiefe that he hath done me, didſt thou net ſer how he ſued foz 
my loue, and had ſo much pꝛeuailed, that my heart beganne to 
peld to his ſute? Vith that ſhe pulled out of her pecket the letter, 
ſaping: thele lynes the frutes of his diſſimulation, were acto2s in 
his villa. with that ſhe tare them into a thouſand perceg. Sy- 
ui in ſcein the ſame, was readie to ſound with greefe , bꝛea⸗ 
thing foth a hart burning ſigh, ſud. O how 1s poꝛe innocencie 
ſuſpcard. 

And being readie to ſay moꝛe, was diſappointed by Flore tus 
comming, who cuen then entered the garden, and finding them 
out, vſed many curteous ſpeeches to the both, eſpecially cdfoꝛting 
Arte ia. To whom he ſaid, Dear coin, ſince theſe miſhaps canot 
be remeaied let wiſdome now oucriway your paſſionate ſo:row! 
and with pjtience remit all further greefe, foꝛ things paſt cure are 
not te be lamentcd:but now comnut the care ol your ſafctyto my 
trutiacs,) will as tenderly regard your god as mine owne life, 
Wh:rio2c be of com oꝛt . whatſoencr pou delire, ſhalbe top vtter⸗ 
molt accompliched. Arteſiiyalded him many thanks, and ſo they 
went in. Arteſia being alone by her ſelfe, could by no means fozs 
get what ſpeech he had with Sy!uian : cyther thinking ſhe did 
dilſetnble,o2 was (ome other then ſhe ſenmned:oꝛ elſe that ſhe was 

in loue with Flo ern. Then ſhe remembꝛed her ſpeeches ſaying, 
Hobo is innocence ſuſpeded. Which ſhe knew the ſpake by her, 
accuſing of Or:1.1cu-:which dꝛaue her into many doubtfull cogi⸗ 
tations,and troubled her ſences exterdingly: but by reaten of her 
little ſuſpea o7 Sy ſuians diſguiſe , ſhe tould not iudge any thing 
thereof, Syluian like wiſe not daring to offend her, and lowing her 
ſo dearelp, that he ceuld not indure to ſe her diſquietted, vſed no 
moꝛe ſperches tendiag to loue, but frequenting her company 
wherein her toe his whole feltcitte , accounting hunſelfe moſt 
happie fo {tue and uno her (weete pꝛelente, acting out ofhope to 
attaine her loue , refreſhing his heart with many ſollaces of 
ſwete delight, in beholding that which thee little tkought he han 


noked, 
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Parry dates continutd Syluian in this diſguiſe , in which 
time, Arbaſtus death was almoſt fozgotten. And Floretus dzawn 
bySy luiaus manifold vertues, begã erceedingly toaffect her, vſing 
ſuch kinde behainour towards her, that ſhe ſuſpcaed that which 
aftewards ſhe found true: fo Floretu concealing his lous , felt 
the flame to burn the moze inwardly, and liiung in that ſcoꝛe hing 
pennurie, thought it better foz him to mamfcſt his leue, then by 
hyding the ſame, augment his tozment. Aſurmg bimſelfe to cÞ- 
tain his deſire,ſo2 that Sy lun was a ſtranger, fir from fitends, 
and without his friendſhip,!tkelie ts come to poucttie, vl ich hee 
thought woulds bee meanes of impo:tance to duc her to 
like of him: befides, hee thought that hee might do as hes 
uſt with Aitchia , foz that ſhee was onelye in his cufi 09 
die. 

And on a day finding Syluian alone in the garden, ccmming 
to her with a ſubmiſſe behauiour, he ſaid as follt weth. $y dears 
Sy ſuian, J would gladlie vtter a matter of en in poꝛtance, ii you 
will vouchſale me gentle aut ienct: Ss it is fayzc Damoſe'l , that 
my heart hath long time ban inth;zalled to your bewtie, which Y 
haue refrained to vtter, feat ing to be tefuſet: but knew rou hew 
faithfully my heart is deuoted to pour ſeruite, and with what toz/ 
ment J hauc conccaled the ſame,yeu would pittie me. y eſtats 
is ſufficient to maintaine peu well,thcugh not ſo wozthily as pon 
deſerue: youſhall line with me in contented caſe , and haue ſo 
— and conſtant à friend, as xo toꝛment noꝛ afflimon ſhall 
alter, 

Therefo;e J beſtech von, let me recciue ſome hope ef tem⸗ 
fo:t by your gentle ſpeeches, which ſhall cxpell many cares i om 
my troubled heart. 

Syluian had much ada fo abſtaine from ſmiling, fo thinke 
hew vnfit he was fo ycelde ſuch a reword as I lorcrus expected : 
temimitting further conſideratien thereof, totime moze conments 
ent, gate hun this anſwere. My minde ſir is vnapt to enters 
faine loue, corſidering bew farre J em frem my teuntrey, end 
how ſone 3 may bee cucrtaken , thereſs;e I pzay cu 9 
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that at my hands Which J wil not graunt , bur ir with rerr fa, 
uour { may liue ſs qmetly às fitice my comming J haue done, J 
ſhal thinke my ſelfe moze bcholding to you ſdꝛthat, then fozyour 
pꝛofered lone, which J cannot perld vnto. Floretu tt inling her 
ſoft iſwere was a ſigne ſhe would ſcone yerld; ft! . oſctuted his 
ſute with carne ſineſle, jn ſo nuch that Sy hn. gion de him that 2 
ytt the could not funtit him, becauſt ſhje had ne tau of tum bit 
that (he wollſd eonſtdet further thereef, Any; that time !hcy 
parted. Flaretirs in hope to attainc tha twhich was net to be 
had, and Sv aian m Hope by this meanes the ſoncr fo attaine 
Aiteſias lone, — {rſt conſidering that 14oreras had the diſpoſing 
of her, and there ic he mut 1 — him aft otherwiſt he might 
be depzitied of her company.

ny yeoteſtations, to keepe ſecret whatſoenucy he tolde her: herup⸗ 
pon Floretus pzged with hope to tuin her lone, and in boldned in 
miſchict, cared notwhat he dud to attain his wil,ſaid as folla wech.

ſir; of pour loue.O how rich a reward haue J new reapt foz my 
cares, and what gloꝛie, iop 02 wealth, can be compared to the ri⸗ 
ches ct your loue: O heauenly Ari eſia, how foztumate haut you 
made O:natus? how haue you bleſt Ornatus: how full of top is 
Ornatu- , by pour ({wete conſent? was tuer any lo vn woꝛthie, ſo 
eralted 2 fo2 this kindneſſe and louc , J wil perfozn:s moze then 
my tongue can vtter, and be moꝛe faith*ull then your heart can 
wiſh.Zhen began they totmbzace each other, and to ſurfet them 
ſelucs in the ſollaces, true loue xarlbeth, Ye ſemet mes lending 
her a kiſſe, and ſhe with intereſt paying two fo2 one: fo; once ſwat 
loke two, and ſo many imbzacings as are not to be explicated; 
their hands and hearts ioyned in ſuch firme bandes ol true affcc/ 
tion, as is not ts be diſſolued: and ſurfetting with ſuch exceeding 
content , as is impoſſible to be deſcribed. Theſe tozmes of loug 
ſomewhat mittigated, they vegan tv conſult of their daungerous 
eſtate, and to deuiſe how to pzeucnt the intended miſchieke. In 
this place they tontinued ſome two daycs in exceeding content, 
fill crpectinig to Hearc from Floretus : who the third day fearing 
fo truſt any with a matter ol ſuch waight,came humſelfe to bzing 
the potion, (pct in ſhewt of kindneſſe to viſite Arteſia, deliuerung 
the ſame to Syluian , willing her the next night to giue it her, 
Which ſhe pꝛomiſed him faithfully to accompliſh, 

When he was gone, Arteſia came to Ornatu:, to knowe 
that newes Floretus bzought , who tolde her all, and ſhcwed 
her the poyfon in a glaſſe, which he had charged ſhould be giuen 
to her the nert dap, With that Arteſia beganne to wayle and 


erclaune againfther Unckle, in molt cxtream ſozt, But Or- 
: uatus 
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natus intreated her to ceaſe ſuch vaine gricfe, which could not 
hurt him, but her ſelle, pzonuſing her to pꝛeuent the ſame, if ſhe 
would follow his counſell; which ſhe willingly poclded vnto. 
Then quoth he, let vs pꝛeſentip depart hence to Ade!l. naes 
houſe, which you know is not farre off, who you know 1s agreed 
with vs alreadie, where J will leaue pou, and returne. Which 
ſaid, while the ſeruants were abſcat vpon ſome ſpeciall occaſton, 
they departed with little labour, arriuing at Adelenas hcuſe, 
who was readie to retciue them, and after many far wels, Or- 
natus returned backe to the Lodge. And when it was ſupper 
time , the ſeruants bꝛought vp meate, but Orna us tolde them 
that Arteſia was ſcarce well, and therefoꝛe they would not ſvp 
that night. And being alone by himſelle, he ſtudied what creuſe to 
make fo: Arteſias abſente, when Floretu ſhou!d tome, ſpending 
that night in much care, and many vnquict cogttations , which 
toke away his flcepe. 

Florerus was no ſoucr returned frem the Lodge, but her 
met Lenon, who of purpoſe came to mœte Arteſia, whem Flo- 
retu kindiy ſaluted: maruelling much wherefoze he tame: to 
- caſc which doubt, Lenon ſad, 

My fund Flore: u; J come to viſite the faire Arteſia, fo 
wyheſe bewtie Jam inthꝛalled, not as regarding her wealth, 
but hei t werte leue, o? who me you emelp haue the gouernment; 
th retoꝛe pꝛaꝝ befriend inc ſo much, that J may tome to ſpeech 
with ber, Ul recu was lo exceedingly amazed to heare his ſys 
ches, thal he could not tell what anſwere to make oz heb to cx- 
tuſe her abſencc.Lcuon ſeuig him in ſuch a ſtudie, continucd his 
ſpeeches ſaying; Floretu be not vn willing J ſhould match with 
Arteſin fo; that ſhall no wap hinder your pꝛefcrment, who think 
peraduenturt the longer ſhe lueth vnmarried, the n.oze wealth 
you ſhall get by her, but to rid you ot that doubt, be buf a meancs 
to win her conſcn?, and 7 vewe by heauen, J will not take one 
pentwozth of Arhaſlus ſubſtance ficin vou, but freely giue it you 
all. Foꝛit is not her poſſegᷣ tous I regard, but her lcue, thercloʒe A 
pzay t. ſolue me of rcur mind? _ 
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My £022 rcplicohe, your offer is ſo beuntifull, Leũdes my 
dutie veguig me, am rc adic to perfozme your will to the vtter⸗ 
malt of my power. I thanke you god Floretu: quoth Leron, 
then Jpꝛay ther baing me to her, foz my leue is im patient ek de⸗ 
lay, 1,37 Loꝛd replied he, that can J not do inſtantiy,fe2 Alteſa 
ſa:nc two daics paſt, with th: Traunge dameſell Sylman, depar⸗ 
ted hence, and are now at the £odge: Whither rfycu pleaſe to 
take ſuch entertain nent as this place peldeth we will teth goe 
to mozrow moꝛning. Agreed quoth enen, I will accept your 
pꝛofer. Ihen the time ok reſt was come , Florerus being alcne 
by humſelt, entered into theſe cogitations That incoruemenccs 
halt thou rimne into Eloretus 2 thou haſt hyꝛcd one to murther 
Artcl{1a,t hope to get her wealth, and made dy luian acquamtcd 
with thy counſell, which wealth thou maiſt ric\y attanuic bp pꝛe⸗ 
ſeruing her life : and beides, winning her to loue Lenon, thou 
ſh ilt finde hun thy faithful friend foꝛ tucr. What wert thou then 
beſt to do z if theu ſhouldeſt murther her, he would make crows 
ne ofhcr death, and ſo thou be vndone: Jfnot, then wil Syluran 
be diſpleaſed, and ſo bew2ay thy dꝛiſt: that the miſchiefes theu 
by folly haſt runne into, are ſo intricate , that thou ne well not 
which way to ſhunne them, Ulere it not better to ſaue her life, 
and winne her loue foꝛ Lenon, then te gopſon her, and ſo to die 
wap (clfe 2 If J ſaue her life, Sy luian will be diſcontented: what 
of that: then let Sy luian ſmart fo2 it, fo2 it ſhe wil not be conten⸗ 
!& with that 3 ſhall do, ſhe ſhall neuer liue to bewzay my coun- 
ſeli, And thcrefoze wil J firſt trie her, and finding any ſuſpition 
thereof, I wil ſtabbe her my ſelle, whole death J may eaſilier an⸗ 
{were then Arteſias.Garly the next moꝛning, Lenon and he rode 
lo the Lodge, where no ſoner arriued, but he met with $y/uan, 
to whom he ſaid : Yow now Sy luian, J haue ncwes of umpoꝛ⸗ 
tance to bew2ap to th, Lenon whom theu here beholdeſt, is 

anne tothe Ring, who is deeply in loue with Arteſia, and hath 

giuen me aſſurance of all Arbaſtus liuings, if I can win Arteſia 

match with hun, now J thinke it god to deferre our purpoſe 

as concerning her death, vntil we haue made triall whether ws 
1 
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wil lou? him oz no. A ich if we can effect, we ſhall be quit of fa 
trucl a deed, enioy her heritage, and haue an aſſured friend of Le- 
non whilclt we lue: therefoꝛe let me know your opinion herein. 
Sy luan was extœdingly amazed to heare his ſpches, thinking 
that it he vid tel him where Ar:eſta was, ſhe ſhould be w2cſted 
from his peſt. dion, an? fo hunſelfe diſappointed of ber loue: and 
du the other ſide , he thought what miſchieke would ariſe if he 
ſhould {iy hc hw altcady giuen her the popſon, yet his lcue oucr» 
maiſtring the feare of any daunger, made him ſap, Au this Jlike: 
tut Floretus, it is now to late, ſoꝛ I haue cauſed Arteſia to daink 
the poyſon peu deliuered me, and ſhe is dead, which was of ſuch 
foꝛce, that all her bodie purpled into Liſters and wellings, which 
becauſe I knew would bewꝛay what we had done, J take her 
bodie and conucyed it into a deep? pit, where it is impoſſible to 
be found. I lore tus now fearing to haue his treaſon bewzaped, 
thought to ſtabbe Sy luian, and ſo to be rid ofthem both, that in a 
monſtrous rage he d:ew his dagger, and vnawarcs ſtroke Syl- 
uian in the leſt arme, who faxling the (inart, with violence moze 
then Floretu cxpected,Nept to him, and in ſpite of his vttermoſi 
ſtrenath,w2ong the dagger out of his hands, and with the ſame 
wounded hun in thꝛe places, and had not Lenon ftept belwirt 
them, Floretus had bene ſlaine. Vith that Lenon parting them, 
demaunded what the matter was. Hloretu; thinking rather to 
accuſe, then be accuſed himſelfe, and terrified with affright, ſaide 
that wicked woman hath murthcred Arteſia. Syluian made no 
anſwer vntil Lenon laid hold on her, demanding where Arteſia 
was, ſhe anſwering, by the intiſcment ol that wicked Floreꝛus, 
I gaue her a dꝛinke that vnknowing to me hath poyſoued her. 
O wicked creature ſaid Lenon , thou haſt condemned thy ſelfe, 
and therfoꝛe wozthily (hall thy accurſcd life make ſatiſfagien foz 
her death. With that he began to dꝛawe his ſwozd, but Ornatus 
thinking it now no time to dally , leſt he might by them be mur⸗ 
thered, caught holde on Le nons ſwoꝛd, hauing ſuch aduantage, 
that he eaſily wzong it from him, and ſaid ; Moꝛthie I enon be 
Wuiled, do not then lecke to ſpil * innocent blod, without — 
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ther collderation, leaſt fo the ſame thou loſc thine owne, Zbin- 
keſt thou Jam as faultic and guiltie as Floreeus is: be allured | 
am not. But if thou loueſt Juſhee, laic hands on that Traytoꝛ, 
fo2 he not J, is culpable of ſheading her innocent blod, y this 
time Lenons ſeruants perteiuing their contention, came runs 
ning in with their ſwoꝛdes dzawne, by their Lozdes tommaun⸗ 
dement, appꝛehending Floretus, and aft.rwards ſecking by vio⸗ 
lence to take Sy luian, but he ſtanding in his owne defence, reſi⸗ 
ſted them, alledging innocencie, til Lenon vowed and pꝛotelled, 
if he were not acceſſaty thereto, he ſhouldhaue no ether then un 
ſtice, and that his cauſc ſheuld be heard befoze the Bing. O: patus 
thought it better to peelde by faire meancs , rather then by cem⸗ 
pulſion, and eſtœming it leſſe griefe to be made a paiſoncr, then to 
bewzay where Arteſia was, and fo hauc her taken from hun, 
reelded: beth of them being conucyed to the Pallace, and foꝛ that 
night committed to ſcueral piiſons, Floretu+ conſcience ſo deeply 
accuſed him of villanp, (hat he cor:tinucd curſing and cxclaim ing 
againſt his hard foꝛtune, with bitter bannings raging againſt 
zunſelfe fo; truſting Sy luian, ſæming with ixtreame fcarc of 
death deſpcrate. 

Ornatus on the other ſide, take that trouble patient!y, as ens 
dured fo; Arteſias ſake, fearing nothing, fe2 that he knew hüm⸗ 
ſelfe innocent, and could caſity ac quite humſelfe of ſuch accuſati- 
on, purpoſing rather to hazard the woꝛſt, then bew2ay what be 
was: which to conceale, was his greateſt care. Che next tap 
they were bꝛought be dꝛe the Pence, where Floretus vpon Sy 1- 
uians accuſation cenfeſt the truth, both concerning Arteſia, and 
how he flue Arbaſtu: , foꝛ which he was adiudged to die within 
two daics. And quoth he to Sy luian, foz that thou art a lranger, 
and by his counſel rather then of thine owne inclinaticn, wert 
dꝛawne vnwittingly to de that tad, J will parden thy ke, but 
adiudge thee to be baniſhed this Ceuntrey: and quoth he, becauſe 
I feare that ſome wil ſeeke thy life, thou ſhalt pꝛeſentiy be conucp⸗ 
ed hence, Thich dome ſhall ſtand irreuecable. Then gauc He 

tommandement, he ſhould be conneyed to the hauen pꝛeſentip, 
com⸗ 
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commilting her to the cuſtodie of certaine rude Poꝛes. Who 
not ſtaying to heare what anſwere ſhe would make (whercof 
poze Ornatus was not readily pꝛouided of, in that cxtremitie) 
umme diately carried her away : to whom Ornatus would haue 
tolde the truth of all, but he ſpake to them that vnderſtod him 
not, who with ſperde executing their ſoueraignes commaund, 
rudely haled him abazd , and hoyſing ſaile, neuer reſted vntill 
thcy arriued neare the coaſt of Natolia, where they were com⸗ 
maunded to leaue her. a

the ſeuerall aducntures befell lum in Nate. 


FITTED Reeſia remaining in Adellenas heufe, mar- 


N A uclicd ſhe heard not from Oi natus accozding 
5 [\ VL to his pꝛonuſe, which dꝛaue her into ſeme 
doubt of his ſafetie, that cemming to Adel. 
lena, ſhe deſired her to haſte to the Lodge fo 
3 intreate him to come to her, fo2 that by her 
IgS hearts miſdoubt ſhe ſuſpected ſome heams 
newcs. Adel!cr1 immcdiately haſted thi⸗ 
ther, finding the ſeruants in great (o:row , whom the aſked foz 
Sy luian. Ay me, quoth onc of them, by this time ſhe is paſt ſpea⸗ 
tung wathall; fq2 ſuch heauie newes1s befallen ſince your depar⸗ 
ture, as avert me to utter, vet notwithſtanving he told her all 
that was happened. 

Adellena bzoking no delay which in thoſe affaires was 
baungcrous, ſtod not to immitate of thoſe grefes, and he w cons 
trarily cucry thing fell out, but with all haſte returned to Arte- 
ſia, who cſpying her comming, thought her countenance bew2ats 
ed fome vnweleame accident; haſtily enquiring how Ornatus 
did, Adellena lo: want of b2cath couldnot ſpealic a god ſpace, 
but at the laſt ſheſais, Arteſia, tedious lament is not now to be 
vſed, but ſpærdie counſell hal to ſaue Ornatus , ſo he is carried 
befoze the Bing, is accuſed by Floretus to heue nurchered you, 
fo; comming tothe Lodge with Lenon the Bings lonne, who 
pꝛetendeth great vue to your; and not finding you, O natus tolde 
Floretus he had giuen yan the poyſon, wherupon Flore u wold 
haue ſlame hun, but Ornatus taking his dagger ſrem him, had 
done the like to him, had not Lenon ftept betwirt them. Then 
Florerus accuſed him foꝛ your death, and he Flore tus: ald bott 
were veſterdap carried heloʒe the Ling, _ 
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Ahlas poꝛe Ornarus, ſaid Arteſia, what miſerie is befallen 
thee fo; my ſake? how art thou rewarded foꝛ pꝛeſeruing mp life: 
Sad Alellena , counſcl me what is to be done: Ornatus being 
amonaſt them a reputed ſtraunger, hauing no friend to pleade 
foz hun, and peraduenture oucrſwayed by Florerus periurie, 
map haue his life indaungered, and the rather foz that he is tas 
ken to be a Nato!ltan.Therefoze Adcliena, ifthou loueſt him oz 
me, wilt ſaue both his and my life, and diſcharge hum of that ſalſe 
accuſation, runne to the Court, and finding out Lenon, tell hum 
of my lafctie, and requeſt yum fo2 my ſake to pittie poze Sy ui 
an. A dellena àttozding to her commaundement , meunted a 
Hoꝛſe, and with great ſpeede , by that tune it was night, attai⸗ 
ned the Court, and finding out Lenon, vttcred theſe ſpeeches, 
Bolt woꝛthie Lenon, vouchſafe to heare me ſpeake : The faire 
Arteſia whome pou ſuppoſe dead, is aliue and in ſafctie at my 
houſe, who hath ſent me vnto pou in the bchalfe of Sy uin fea- 
ring ſome wꝛong might be done to her, as ſuſpcacd to be her 
death, when ſhe onely hath pꝛeſcrued her life, 

Lenon was ſo amazed at her ſperches, that he could not tel 
what to ſay, being exceedingly greeued fo2 Syluian, but at length 
tolde her what his father had donc: which appalled her ſences 
with deadly feare, Lenon,notwithſtanding it ſomewhat gree- 
ucd him fo2 Syluian, yet his heart was glad to heare of Arrclias 
ſafctie, and thcrefoze he determined to goe with Ade lena to 
viſite her; which likewiſe he pcrfozmed , and entering where 
ſhe was, making excerding lamentation, he laid. 

J beſeech you græue not faire Damoſcll foz Syluian, foz 
no harme is done to her, oncly my father vppon her ebene 
confeſſion and Floretus accuſation, hath banniſhed her, to her 
owne Countrcy, 

Arteſia hcaring his ſpeeches , with veric grerfe fell info a 
deadly traunce , both Lenon ard Adellena hating much ata 
to bing her life againe, Ar d keing cenucyed to het bed, when 
her (ences were teme te their perfect vie, end Linen ſian ding 
by her, whelc ſight was molt * to hex, the _ ber 
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be ad from his ſinht , ſheading ſuch aboumdance of fearcs, that 
ſhe bedyawecd the place where the late. Lenon perctuung that 
ſhc was diſpleaſed with his pꝛeſence, withdꝛe w hinilcife , gi⸗ 
ung Adcllena this charge, Adellena, ſinte Arecſ1a1s in thy 
cuſtodie, I charge thee let her not depart hence, vntill thou 
bearcſt of mc agatne , fo; if thou docſt , thou ſhalt anſwere the 
Carc ; but ił thou wilt Rand my friend, and in my behalfe intrcat 
her favour, J wil pꝛoue ſo gratetul a friend, as thou ſhalt account 
thy labour well umploped. 

Be was no ſoner gone , but Arteſia vttered theſe lamenta⸗ 
tions; Poll accurſed wzetch that J am, to bee thus ſcparated 
from my deare Loue , whoſe curtcous minde is the fountaine 
of all vertue: how vnfoztunate am I made by my fathcrs death, 
and my Unckles crueltie , but eſpecially by his loſle, that is vn- 
iuſtly baniſhed into a ſtraunge Countrep, where he poꝛe true 
and lopall Gentleman, ncuer (ct fote? how vnhappie was he 
made, when he firſt beganne his loue: but now moſt miſerable, 
by ſæking to pꝛeſerue my life, hath caſt away his owne; and fea⸗ 
ring to be diſappomnted of my lone, hath quite diſſeuered hun⸗ 
ſcife from my fight, to hazard his perſon by ſea and land. Js it 
poſſible that he ſhould encr returne, being ſo farre conueyed 
from his natiue ſople, and left to the merctes cf lrange pco- 
ple, that will be readie to deſtroy his grultlefſe life, No I feare 
me, ncuer ſhall J be ſo happie as beholde him, and though J do 
not, yet ſhall my loue to him remaine immourable. Thercfo:s 
now will J arms my ſelfe ta endure all perilles, to liue in care, 
and continuall lament , foz want cf beloucd Ornatuz, whoſe 
heart J $nowe is replete with ſozrowe , and peraducntrre miſ⸗ 
doubteth my loyaltie, hauing bene ſo Vnkinde to hun befoze : 
and knowing Lenon: affedion, may ſuppoſe his dignitie might 
alter my conſtancie. But ſoner ſhall Ornaru« hcare of my 
death, then that J haue altcred mp loue, oꝛ polded his right 
to an other, were he the greateſt Potentate in the wozlde. 
Which ſaidc , another flod of bꝛmiſhe teares onerflowecd her 
eyes, and her paſſage of ſperche was ſtopt by þeart-pearcing 
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fahings , which in confuſcd multifudes iſſued with her ſwerte 
bꝛeath, ncucr ceaſing her laments, but fill bewayling her true 
Loues abſence, that it pearced Adellenaes heart with ſuchs 
ſozrewe, that ſhe wept as faſt as Arteſia, both being ſo much 
argucd, that they ſamed to ſtriue howe to exceeds one encther 
in laments, Ji which ſozrowtfull eſtife , Arteſia remumed ſo 
long, that ſhe waxed crtreame cke; and grewe to that extremi⸗ 
tie, that Adellena feared her death, 

Lenon likewiſe being come to the Court, gatte pardon of 
bis Father fo: Florerus death, but notwithſtanding he remai⸗ 
ned in p;iſon all the dayes of his life, Lenon tikewiſe hearing 
of Arte ſias ficknefe, retrained from viſiting her,onely he would 
ofteritinics repaire to Adellenac> houſe , to enqmre howe thee 
did. 

Ornarus being left in the Countrep of Natolia, toke his miſs 
foztunes in ſuch heauie (ozt , that had not his hope to ſe Arte- 
ſia againe withheld hun, he had offered hunſelfe ſome outrage, 
fo; a ſeaſon giunghunſclle ts fozlozne and carcleſle deſperation, 
peyther regarding which way to pꝛouide foz his ſafetie, no: 
othcrwiſe reſpccing what daunger her might runne into in 
that ſtraunge Countrep, fo2 the Poꝛes had landed him in a 
waſte and delolate Coaſte ofthe Contrey, 

Thus carciefle dis he contunue a whele night and a dap, 
not ſo muche as licking fode to pꝛeſerue hun from famine : 
but in the ende, bunger cenfirained him to ſecke ſuccour , but 
when his ſtemacke ſcrued hun, hee could finde no meate, that 
with the extremitie thereof, calling to remembzance his eſtate, 
he vttered theſc plaints, 

Thus contrar is Nature to her ſubicas, ſemctunes hoy- 
ſing them to the toppe of all felicitie, and then with violence 
frumbling them downe headlung into the depth of crtreame 
miſerie. | 

Was euer moze foztunate, and ſuddenly miſerable then A 
am: Coulds euer any man whatſeeuer, attaine moꝛe heauen⸗ 
ly felicitie and happine ſle then ＋ by being poſſeſt of Arteſia? 
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and now againe moꝛe accurſt being thus far abſented from her: 
and baniſhed my natiue ſoplc into a ſtraunge Countrey , readie 
to be famiſhed 02 deuoured by wild beaſts, oz that which is woꝛſt, 
neuer lilicly to ſee Arteſia againe. Dew could any man containe 
hunſclfc from deſperatenelle, being ſo miſerable as Jam: Yew 
can { withhold my hands from murthcring my ſelfe, when by 
doing it, I ſhould be ridde out of a wꝛetched life QMhat ſhould 
I do, which way ſhould J goe: Here J am in a deſolate and vn⸗ 
frequented place, where no humane creatures mhabit but wilde 
beaſtes, without fade, without weapons in womans apparrell, 
and without hope of comfozt. Shall J ſtaie here, then (hall J 
be famiſhed; ſhall J leaue this place and trauell further, then 
I goe farthcr from my beloued, and matuig with ſome raucs 
nous beaſt may be devoured. Now beuig hungrie 3 want fode, 
and here is none, vnleſſe J will cate the carth , traucs of træs, 
oꝛ rotes of the graſſe. Tell J will (@ke my foꝛtune, be it god 
22 ill: and in this deſperate mode he trauelled on, and by god 
fo2tune founde a Tree laden with cxceeding, pleaſaunt, and gods 
ly frute , with which he ſtenched his hunger: not farre from 
wluch place, he twke vp his nights lodging. 

Carly the next moꝛning he aroſe, firſt filling his belly, ond then 
his lappe with that pleaſaunt frute, the taſte whereof, was lyks 
pleaſaunt wine, that being d2unke in abundance, will make the 
head light: which made O: natus heart merie, that he trauelled 
on apace, but Foztune not contented with the miſcrie he en⸗ 
burcd alreadie, (cnt hun an other affliction: he entered into 
a place like a Foꝛreſt, beſet with Trees of huge pꝛopoꝛtion, 
ſcattered here and there, where he met with a wild and fierce 
Boe, that haunted thoſe ODeſarts, who eſpying Ornatus, 
with a terrible gropning bꝛiſtled himſclfe comming towardes 
him, Ornatus being now dꝛiuen to his vttermoſt ſhiftes, be⸗ 
ganne to runne with all his fozce from the beaſt, but he ma- 
king the moꝛe ſpade had almoſt oucrtaken him, when one of 
the Apples Ornatus carried about him fell downe , and the 
»ze clpying the ſame, ſtaied his haſtc to take it vp, whereby 
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Ornatu: had gotten ſome little ground of him, and ſxing him 
ſo much affect the fruite, caſt downe another Apple, after which 
the Ba2e ranne, with arcedineſſe dentouring the fame, Or- 
natus was glad of this poꝛe ſhift, and ul caſt downe one Aps 
ple and then another, that in the ende he had almoſt thꝛowne 
away all, and notwithſt anding that, fcared to be deſtroyed, but 
the Boe fœling his belly full, and his hunger ſtauncht, left off 
his egar purſute and followed hum moꝛe careſeſip, whom he 
ſtill tedde with Apples, ſo long as his ſtoꝛe laſted, th it in the 
£ade the Boe being dꝛunke with the pleaſaunt krute, began 
to rœle and ſt igger, and lying downe faſt a lle, which Or 
natus ſcing, h nung no other then a kmfe about him, with the 
ſame appꝛoached the Boꝛe, and without keare, violently thꝛuſt 
the ſan: ſo depe into the 1592es bꝛiſtled ſide , that it pearced his 
heart, and he after ſom: ſtrugling died, 

O n ius then helde vp his hands to heauen fo: io, cxceeding⸗ 
ly applauding this his foztunate and vnexpected eſcape; Which 
he toke as a foꝛtunate pꝛeſage of god ſucceſſe. But yet befoze 
he could determine what to do, Foꝛtune once againe ſhewed her 
mutabilitie, faz when Ornatus had parted the Bozes head from 
his huge bodie, and with the ſame was readie to depart , there 
paſt by as it emed, a knight gallantly mounted, in green armoꝛ, 
who eſpping a woman bearing the Boꝛes head, dzew towards 
her, and ſaid: Woman where haſt thou that Bazes head? A 
pꝛay thee deliuer it me, Ornatus made this anſwere, Sir Jne&d 
not do either, valeſſe J know moꝛe cauſe then as pet I dw. The 
Anight hearing that ſhoꝛt anſwere, alighted, and ſaide ; J will 
hewe no other reaſon but that J will hane it: with that he bes 
ganne to ſtriue foꝛ the ſame, but Ocnatus hamng moꝛe minde to 
his ſ\wo:d then to keepe the Boꝛes head, ſuddenly caught holde 
on the Natolians ſwoꝛd, and dꝛew the ſame out, which when he 
had gotten he (aid : Dilloyall and diſcourteous Knight, now wil 
I keepc the Boꝛes head in deſpight of thee, with that he th2uſt at 
him, and contrary to his thought, wounded him ſo deepe that he 
left him foz dead, wiſhing that he had not done that deed, but not 
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knowing how diſcurtcoufly he would haue vſcd hun, let paſſe 
all further remozſe , and caſting off his womans =pparrcll , put 
en the Amshts apparrell and Armour, mounted the ſteve , and 
with the B@2cs head, roade vacke the ſane way he ſawe the 
night come, and within a little ſpace, found a braten way that. 
- conducted him to a godly Town, whoſe Zurret tops hc ſawe 
long beſoze he came to the ſame : then began he ts ſtudie what to 
do, ſometimes thinking it beft net to enter into the Towne,frem 
whence it was likely the night he lle we came, and ſo he being 
takenkoꝛ him might be knowne , and ſo aftcrwards indaunges 
red fo; his death. Foz peraduenture the Knight might be of cad 
eſtimation , and ofpurpoſe ſent to flay the Boe, and if it ſhould 
be knowne that he had ſlain hun, his ſriends would foz the ſame, 
and the rather foz that he was a ſtraunger, pꝛoſccutt ſhirpe re- 
uenge againſt him. Whilſt he was in theſe meditations,he came 
neare the Towne, not fully reſolucd what to do, where he was 
ſone eſpied of ſom cofths people, who ſeeing the Boꝛes head, 
came running towards him, making ercading top : which when 
he law, he thought it to late to turne vack, but that he muſt go on 
and hazard the woꝛſt: and being entred the Towne, a number of 
the Inhabitants flocked about hun, ſome with garlandes, ſome 
with pꝛaiſes, and all with 1op,vttermg theſe ſpechcs, Welcome 
home n:olt bꝛaue Alprinue 
Ornatus then perfcaly knew that the Knights name was 
Alp:inus, and went of purpoſe to flea the Boze, wheme they 
teoke hun to be, and that he muſt of necefitie be knowne; which 
dꝛaue hun into exceeding care what excuſe to make, to auoide 
the daunger of death. Then pꝛeſentiy he beheld a trat of bew⸗ 
tifull Damoſels, with the ſowndes ol ſwerte Muſicke comming 
towards him, amongſt whom, one as chicfe and moze bewtiful 
then the reſt, was crowned with a wzeathe ot flowers, bearmg 
another in her hand who all at once applauded his victozie,dans 
cing befoze him, vntillhe came into the middeſt of the Towne, 
where ſatte the chiefe Magiſtrates, where the Damoſell that 
was crowned,thus ſpake to him. X 
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Sy; Alp:nus, pour conquell hath releaſed theſe Inhabi⸗ 
tants of care, extolled thy fame, pꝛeſcrued thy life, and wonne 
me fo; thy Loue. You haue well perfozmed the taſke you vn⸗ 
dertoke, and acco2ding to pour deſcrt, I come to Crowne you 
with thcſe flowers, and to yeclde my ſelfe as rours fo: eucr. 

Ornatus hearing her ſpecches , thought to trie the end of this 

adu:nture, which could be no wozſe then death, which of foꝛce 
he muſt now hazard, alahtcd , laying downe the Boes head 
vpon a Table that ſod befoze the luncients, with humble and 
comeiy brhamour kiſſing the Damoſ:ilcs hande, who let the 
w2-athe of Flowers vppon his head, and taking him Ly the 
hand, bought him befo2e the Auncients, one of whome twde 
vp and ſatd ; NMozthie Gentleman , whereas befozc thou wert: 
by vs adiudged to die as wozthie thereof, fo2 this thy vallant 
ded , we freely pardon ther, and acquite thee from all treſpaſ- 
ſes that thou haſt comauttcd againſt aay whoamſceucr vntil this 
p;eſent honre, 

And taking the Damoſcil by the hand laude , Lucida, 
accozding to thy deſire and his deſert, J yalde ther vp to be his 
wife. Ind Gentleman quoth he, take her as thine owne, as frees 
ly as ſhe was by birth adopted nunc: and alter my acath,be thou 
inheritour of my land, 

To all this Ornatus gaus a reuerent conſent, and the night 
now appꝛoaching, he with Lucida went ts her fathcrs houſe, 
where was a great feaſt pzcuded, from which Ornatus crcu- 
ſed hunſelle in this ſoz, When he was cntred the houſe , be- 
ing (till Armed, onely lifting vp his Beuer, he toke Lucida by 
the hand, and withdzawing her aſide,ſaid, 

Lucida, Y nowe finde pour loue to bee infallible, and 
your conſtancie to erccll all wamens that J haue knowne ; 
and that Alprinuꝭ is ſo farre indebted vnto vou, as that he. 
ſhall neuer might bee liue a thouſande yeares bee able to 
recompence this ineſtumable fauour of pour fone , which hath 
pzeſcruzd my vnwoꝛthie lifs from deſtrumon, 


But notwithſtanding your Loue Alprinus , his debt — 
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ſo great as can no way bee gratified , J requeſt one further fa, 
uour at pour hands, whcron my charfclt felicitie dependeth: yea 
my l:fe,your louc,and perpetuall god, which J feare to viter, leſt 
you ſhould unſconcciue the ſame, there being no other thing to 
hinder the content A prinus ſeekecth, but onely your fauourable 
conſent, to baniſh all miſtruſt of my faith. 

Lucida maruclled at his ſpœches, inded louing him ſo well, 
that ſhe would haue ſpilt her owne blood fo2 his (lic, ſaying : Al- 
p:1:1u5 What nerde pou make doubt of my conſent to any thing 
whatlocuer it be fo2 your ſake 2 knowe you not how faithfull 
haue continued, though you ſlue mp onelp b2other 2 and that Y 
eſteemed pour loue farre dearer then his life, and when you 
ſhould haue died foz that deed , obtained this at my fathers and 
the relt of the auncients handes, that flaying'the Boe that 
deſtroped many people , vou thould ſaue your owne like, and 
winne me as pour Loue, And notwithlkanding all this, do 
pou make a queſtion whether J will yeelde conſcat to any thing 
tht hall be foꝛ pour god? D Al prinus, if your louc were lo 
conſtant as mine, if pou intended to continue my loue foꝛ cucr, 
if pour heart felt ſo deepe a ſting of loue as mine, you would not 
make ſuch a doubt of my lopaltie, of my trueth, true loue and 
conftancie, Foꝛ you knowe whatſocuer you ſhould aſke, JF will 
graunt: whatſocuer you ſhould requeſt, J will perfome ; and 
wherein ſocucr a Loucr map ſhewe infallible tokens of her 
truth, J will do as much as any: but ſince you will not be- 
leue me without an oathe , J ſwearc by my loue , my valpot- 
ted virginitie, and by all the god J wiſh my heart, I will con⸗ 
ſent, agree, perfoꝛme, 02 do any thing: not be offcnded with 
any thing, be the newes neuer ſo vnwelcome , fo it be fo2 Al. 
prinus god: noz leaue any thing vnperfozmed you ſhall res 
quire. 

Ornatus hearing with what conſtancie her ſpeeches pꝛo⸗ 
cet ded from her, and how greruouſly ſhe conceiued it, that any 
doubt ſhould bee made of her loyaltie, thought moſte certainly 
that he might put his life into her hands, and therefoze haumg 
A.r;adig 
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alreadie ſtudied a deuice, (aid, It ill agrecth with my nature fo 
dillemble: and hardly could J haue beene dꝛawne thereto, but 
that deſire to pꝛeſerue lone , dꝛewe me thereto: loꝛ know moft 
wozthy Lucida, that J am not Alprinus , but one that foz his 
lake, hach vndertaken this: The truth whereok, if rou will heare 
with patience, I will declare. 

V. (terday, I trau uled thꝛough the Foꝛreſt, oꝛ deſart, Where 
J met Alrinus, ſoze weunded, and flying from the Boꝛe, that 
purſued hun with celcriue: which when J beheld , to reſcue hun 
from de ith, I (ct vpo the 15o22 , and by ao? foztune flew hum 
which when he beheld, he declared to me, the cane of his cẽnung: 
which when J heard,pitying his cſtate, I bid him take the lo:es 
head, and withall, hope hun to mount his ſteed , but his woundes 
would not ſuffer him to ride, that J was in ſome feare of his life, 
When pꝛeſently we beheld an auncient Yermitte comming tos 
wards vo, who liucd in a Caue in thoſe wods, and vndertwke ta 
ture his wounds, being glad of the Bw es death. To whoſe Cell 
J conucped Alprinus : At whole requeſt, haue perfoꝛmed this 
which you (& , and haue vndertaken to hazard my like, to dil⸗ 
charge him of death, and to win the aſſured poſſeſſion of pour 
loue. 

Now J moſt humbly intreat you fo? his lake, to tonceaie 
what J am, that J be not knowne: and ſo both diſappoint pour 
ſelfe ol his loue, and him of ſaletie. Oneip deuiſe a meanes to er - 
cuſe me from this feaſt : which J truſt you will do fo2 Alpi inus 
ſake, and then wee may haue tune to ſludie foz your further con- 
tent. 
Lucidas loue, made her beleeue that all he ſaid was true 
and therefo2e ſaid: Sp2 , I truſt there is no canſe why J ſhould 
miſtruſt vou: aud therfoze relying vppon the truth of that which 
you haue ſaid, I will tell my father you are wounded, and defire 
rather to go to your Chamber, then to the feaſt, who J knowe 
will denie me nothing. This ſaid, ſhe went to her father, and (a 
pꝛeuailed with him, that he was contented (hee ſhould haue the 
tending ol hun: whom ſhe toke to a chamber , ſuffering none to 
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come at him, but her maide, whom ſhee truſted: and well might 
truſt fo2 her fidelitie, Afterwards Lucida came to Ornatus, to 
determme how ſhe might come to ſe Alprinus, being meſt carcs 
full of his health: and amongſt many other ſpeechee, they coriclus 
bed, that Ornarus the next moꝛnung ſhould depart towards the 
Foxreſt,to Alprinu, and that ſhe by ſome meancs would come 
thither the nert day after, i hee would mertc her, to giue her dt s 
rections where to finde hun, which he pꝛonuſed to do. Accoꝛ⸗ 
ding to this agreement, Ornatu: very carly the next mo:ning, 
Armed hunſelfe, and as Lucida hadinſtuctcd him, tolic his lcaue 
of her father, who little ſuſpected he had beene any ether then Al. 
prinus,gaue his conſent, and ſo Ornatus in Alpriaus armour as 
game departed the Tone, being olad that he was eſcaped trem 
death, which he was ſure to haue indurcd, iu had vin any walcs 


knobonc that he had laine Alprinus. 


And beuig now alone by hunſelfe, hauing the wide wozld fo 
trauell into, vut ncuer a friende to go to, voyd of tfeare, but net of 
care : he ſtudied whither to direct his tourney:ſometimes his cen⸗ 
ſcience accuſing hum of tw much diffopall dealing towards luci 
da, in betraping her vertues by bis diffunuation , in telling 
her Alprinns was liuing, when ger knewe u to the contras 
rve. 

Then he contrarilie, thought it was lawfull o: him ts dif 
ſemble with her, to ſauc his owne life, and though he had flame 
Alprinus, he did it but in defence of his honour, 

Amonalt all theſe this cogitation ſeemed moſt to acquit him of 
diſhonour, that foꝛtun and the dee mes had by that nicancs oꝛ⸗ 
deined him to eſcape, TWhileft he rode on in theſe dape medita⸗ 
tions, he met with an ancient her nit, who conmeg tewal ds him 
ſaid: Diſcurteous gentleman. how cammecſt thou by that armoꝛꝛ 
and yet need not aſke thee , foꝛ I hncw thou ſlc wiſt the wozthp 
gentleman A lprinus which J beheld to my grerte. Father quoth 
Ornatu: ) ifthou didſt beholde the lame, thou canſt witncfle J 
did it againſt my will, and in mine owne defence: fo2 whole 


death J am as (o2y as thy ſelt, and would as willingly haue done 
any 
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any thing to pꝛeſerue the ſune as any man lunng. 

All you then lud the Hermitte do this ſoꝛ hun, vouch⸗ 
ſale to tome and ſpeak with hum, who is in reaſonable god cſtate 
in my Ccll, 

J wau'd to Gad ſaid Omatu: thy woꝛds were true: foꝛ it 
he be lu ig it will reiuue my heart with tov, that is almcſt van⸗ 
qquucht with care: defiring nothing moꝛe then to ſeehim, Vee rs 
luung laid the Hermit, and; pou will gee , J wul bung vou to 
him pzclently, 

O:naru\ being come to the Cell, accoꝛdingly found Al pri- 
nu bery weake. by reaſon of his greuous wound, to whem Or- 
natus 2cclarco all that gappened between hun and Lucida: which 
added no little comme zt to Alprinu heart, that he thought hun⸗ 
ſelfe of ſuſticient ſtrength to go and mate with her: and there⸗ 
ſoꝛe told Ornatus he would go and meete with her, and withall 
prelded han ſo many thanks, as ik by his meanes, his lic had bin 

zeſerued. 

In the meane time they continued in the olde Hermittes 
Caue, Alpiunus in great com oꝛt, and Ornatus in no leſſe care, 
fo2 the abſence of his deare Artel:a , bꝛeathing fo:th many a 
ſcalding ſighe, and vttering many a fad and mournfull lamenta⸗ 
tion:ſometunes vtterlp diſpairing of attaining her loue, and then 
a game by rememb ung her vertues , growing into ſome better 
confidence of her conſtancie. Yet moſt of all, fearing that 
Lenons loue to her , migyt eyther by pcrſwaſion of his 
death, foꝛce, affec of digmtie , oz other meanes, winne her 
to conſent to him „ cſpeciallp foz that thee hadde no parents 
to gouerne her, noz hee neuer a faithſull friende to counſaile 
her. 

The nert day Alprinus and hee went out fo merte Lucida, 
whom they met at the entrance wits the Fozreft;and after many 
kinde ſalutations paſt betwixt the two louers, they altogither 
went backe into the Zowne , to Lucidacs Fathers houſe, wha 
that moꝛning was departed to a Hauen, about buſinelle ofum- 
poztance, b 
1 2 Ornatus 
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Ornatus was moſt kindly vſed of them, remaining there 
vntill Alprinus had wedded Lucida: but then hee thought it 
high tune ſoꝛ him to depart; And on a tune finding Alprinus as 
lone, who had howne ſuffictent tokens of his friendſhip, hee de⸗ 
clarcd vnto hun, the whole truth ofhis fo:epaſſcdlouc to Arreli i, 
requeſting his helpe, fo2 his paſſage into | Huy gig. 

Alprinus with great regard, attended the whole di! courſe, 
pꝛomiſing his vttermoſt aſſiſtance : which quoth hee none tau 
cffc ſo well as Lucida, whoſe fathcr is a marchart, and ſendeth 
fo:th ſhips into ſundꝛie Pꝛouinces, who onely may pleaſure vou: 
which charge J will vndcrtake : and cauſe her to deale ſo c ffcau⸗ 
ally with hum that you ſhall attaine your deſire, Ornatus conti⸗ 
nued in god hope, ſomcwhat abandoning his fozmncr dilpaire, 
whom ſoꝛ a time wee will leaue, attending the time that ſo me of 
the ſhips ſhould depart, to ſpeake of Ai teſia his carcfull Loucr.

| her m this ſoꝛt. Moſt faireſt Arreſia , my 
heart is ſo firmely inthꝛalled to your beautie and my affections ſo 
adnure pour vertues, that J am conſtrained to vtter my minde, 


and to tell vou, I loue out beautie, vertues, and other moff 
rare 
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rare pcrfections, where with you are adoꝛned. That 3 humbhe 
ſue to pou foꝛ fauour, and pꝛoſtra:e my ſelfe your thꝛall, deſiruig 
ko be inriched with thoſe Jewels of inc1mable pꝛice: which has 
ting once attained, I ſhall thinke J haue moꝛe wealth in inp poſs 
ſton, then all the world beſides my ſelfe, doth tonteme. Yerr vn⸗ 
kindc vnckles crueltie, vou ned not fcarc, no2 other milfoꝛtime: 
neither haue you any parents to ouerrule you in making pour 
choyſe: then vouchſale to accept my ſute, andyeeld conſent to 
my lcue, i 
Dp Lozd (replicd Arteſia J thanke yon foꝛ your god 

will, but J know not how to accept of pour louc, being yet fo ſar 
from knowing what it is, that if I ſhould but dꝛeame thercof, my 
heart would be out of quiet: beſides, manꝑ cares continually at- 

tend the lame, and my meane eſtate ſo farre vnwozthy thereof, 

with mnumcrable other diſcontents and cares that Ichuld make 

my ſelle ſubiea vnto: that had rather a thouſand times remain 

in the eſtate J am now in. Therefoꝛe, J intreate pou to ſcttle 

your louc elſewhere, moꝛe agreeable to pour eſtate and fancic:foꝛ 

A chall thinke my (clfe moſt fortunate, if J neuer fall into that las 
bo unth or diſquicts: but will during my life, labour to keepe my 

ſelfe (re from loues bands. Lenon would not take this fo2 an 
anſwer: but with many other ſpeeches, continued his ſute, whom 
Alteſia ſtill put out of hope: that he departed ſoꝛ that ttme excee- 
dingly diſcontented, leauung her no leſſe dilqtuc ted in her thoghts 
how to auoid his lone, 

In this ſoꝛt did he daily viſit her, ſtill growing moꝛe unpo2- 
tunate, amongſt many other, this conference paſt betwirt them: 
Arreſia quoth he how long ſhall J ſue , and be fruſtrated in my 
hopes, by your vnkindneſſe? ie pour heart hardened agauiſt me: 
Oꝛ am Jof ſo baſe conditions, that you cannot conceiuc well 
of me: ©? is it poſſible you beare ſo hate full a concert oflone as 
pou make ſhew fo2 2 then may Jaccurſe mine eyes, that haue 
betrayed my lences, in making them pour thꝛall: then may J 
thinke my woe began, when I full began to leue. O Arteſia 
be not ſo cruell, as to pumiſh me with this diſdaine. 
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Sy Loꝛd replied ſhe! J ſckc not your diſquict: foꝛ at the firft 
motion tolde you my minde, which ſhall ncucr alter, ncither is 
my heart hardened againfl eu moꝛe then others:foꝛ Jam deter⸗ 
mined not to loue: then ſeeing vou ſee my intent, it were a point cf 
luiſedome in you to ſhake of this fonde and foliſh loue , which is 
but a top, and an idle fancie, that is bꝛed by ramtic : anoTonct 
ſakc to make loue growoc without a rote, fo; in my heart it ſhall 
neuer take rote: Lut rather when it 1s toted, J will pull cut 
heart and all, but I will rote it out. Then qtioth hc) you are led 
by obſtinacie and not by reaſcn , fo: that cu are ſubic a to lene, 
you cannot deme: then why not me beloꝛe another, conſidering 
my loue is moꝛe futhſull then anp other? And J being meli wezs 
thy, why ſhould {not be firſt accepted: Arteſia was wearte of 
his ſpeches, hauung her conſtant thoughts onely bent cn Orna- 
tus: therefoꝛe to rid hun from her, ſhe laid It is in vane to vie 
many woꝛds, ncither am I like to thoſe that will at the firſt ſame 
coyc , but afterwards palde: but J delire yen to bee ſatil⸗ 
ficd with that which J haue alreadie ſapde , that J cannot 
louc, 

Faire Damolcll, hom can J be ſatiſficd with that vnreaſonable 
anſwere, when my life de pendeth en your conſent : which your 
demall will nu : then ame mee leauc to ſay , I cannot bee ſo 
ſatiſficd: but being extreamcly refuſed, I nuiſt grewe perfozce to 
be as vnrcaſonable in my requeſts. Coſider you not what digni⸗ 
fre might aduance you to, by making pou mi wife, conſider pou 
not the pleaſures oyes and abundante of all contents you might 
emoy with me, and how fauhfully J loue you, and with what hu⸗ 
militie I ſecke your loue, and pet notwitftanding you remaine 
obduratc? My pobocr is great, that whereas I ſue , J might 
tcommaund, and by authoꝛitie cempell you to conſent: then bee 
not ſs ouertonceited, as ſo obſtinatelie to reiect your god. And 
thin, that i my loue were not conſtant, I might vſe extreames, 
which would (one alter your minde. 

Suppoſe xeplicd Arteſia J were ſo pœuiſh as vou terme 
me, 
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me, vet being boꝛne free. I am not to be made bond by conſtrain? 
and were you the greateſt ling in the word, you tould not rule 
the heart, though you might by imullice puniſh the bodie: fo2it 
is not Bingdo:nes, wealth, noꝛ crucitie, can turne hatred to lout: 
but it m. toner turne loue into hatred. But by vont ſpeeches 
F may partiy know your thought, and the lippes vottcr what the 
heart intendeth: do with mee what you wiil ,, T cannot louc: 
n über will J lon? yeu , were you Ponarchc of all the 
wo!ld, 

Lenon was ſo much grerued and vered at her ſpeeches, 
that hee was readie to tare his hayze , his lcues extremitie 
mating him rather madde then ſober , that pꝛelentlp hee de⸗ 
partcd , ſaping no moze but this ; farcwcil hard-harted Ar- 
teſia. i 

Sher was glad her was gone, pꝛeſently telling Adellena, 
all that had paſt betwirt them: and how peremptoꝛulie Chee had 
anſwcred his unpoꝛtunate inte, telling Adel lena, that ſince Or- 
natu; Was fo2 her ſake bamiſhed, (ce would neuer leue any 
but hum, and pꝛeſerue her life in hope fo ſor hun agamc: but 
the firſt knowledge of his death, ſhould bee the lateſt date cf 
her life : both ſhe and Adellen i thinking that Lenon weuld 
neucr returne to pꝛoſecute his lcue. But hee being come to 
the Pallace , bctoke hunſclfe to his chamber , raging moze 
luke a mad man, then a paſſionate lcuer, temetimes lwearimng, 
curſing, and ſtamping yeiding lo much to that mad fant ie, that 
in the ende, he vowed to obiemc Arteſiaesleue, theueh he hazar⸗ 
ded his lift, honour, and god name: that ranging m this dort, vp 
and downe his Chamber, hee cſpied an ode Gentlewemen, 
named Feri, going by his wintewe , uhem hee called vnto 
hem, and ihus ſatde. Fera, betauſe IT have cured ce nſi⸗ 
dence in thy fidelitte , and purpeſe to reward thee liberale, 
F crave thy counſatle, aid with it thy cenfert , to be faiths 
full in conccaimg my fecrets , and dilzgent in deing mp 
commaunde. The olde hagge waking an cull i. Hhioned 
lowe curte e, ſaxde: my deare ioine Lenon, be u to de vcu god, 
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J will hazard my life „ and rather bee tone into a thouſerd 
pæces, then reneale what you ſhall vouchſafe to tell me. Then. 
quoth her counſaile me which way Þ ſhould begin to win a faire 
Danmoſels loue. Marrie my Loꝛd quoth ſhe giue her knewledge 
thorcof ; and then with faire ſpeeches woe her: if that will not 
pꝛeu ule, giue her gold, and there is no doubt, that faire baytc will 
catch her. 

No no quath hz) theſe are of no foꝛce, i haue made my love 
knowine to her, by humble ſutes, ſubmiſſc behainonrs, and by all 
kinde of curtcous meancs, uitreated her conſent: pet fo? all that, 
ſheremaincth obſlin ate: ſhe is rich and therekoꝛe gold with her 
is of no foꝛce: ſhe is fap2e,vertuous, noble, and chaſte:then what 
engine haſt thou to vndermine that chaſtitie? Meanes mough 
(quoth ſhe peraduenture ſhee is ruled by others counſell, which 
may pzcuaile moꝛe then pour ſute: but might haue acceſſe vn- 
to her, I would not doubt but to alter her minde: toꝛ being faire, 
young and rich, he cannot chuſe but delight to be pꝛayled: ſubic 
to loue, and therefoꝛe yeld to deſire, Doſt thou thinke/quoth he 
thou couldeſt winher, wert thon her keeper: Jwarrant pou quoth 
ſhe, J would do it. 

Then ſhalt thou bee her keeper, ſee that thou becſi to moꝛ⸗ 
row at my fathcrs Caſtle in the arcene foꝛreſt, where to mozrow 
by night this D.amoſcil ſhalbe , wyzoſe name is Arteſia, daugh- 
ter to Arhaſtus lately dead:vic her kindly, let her want nothing 
noꝛ be not in any wiſe knowne, that thou knoweſt me: no2 that 
the Caſtle belongeth te my father: no2 ſpeake not of louc in any 
caſe : vſe her in this ſoꝛt vntill J ſpeake with thee , foz thou onely 
halt haue her cuſtodie. Flera being gone about her huſmeſſe, he 
fold out two of his truſticſt ſeruants, to whom he imparted both 
his mind and intent: willing them the next moꝛning with ſped 
to go to Adellenae; houſc, and either by fozce oꝛ faire meanes to 
take Arteſia from thence, and carrie her vnto the greene foztreſſe 
in the greene Fozreſt, where they ſhould finde Flera,to whoſe cus 
ſtodie they ſhould commit Arteſia: and themſelues ſhould re- 
maine there to pzomde all things neceſſarie vntill his — 
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Carlp the nert moꝛning, the ſeruants rode to Adellenasho':ſe, 
wherinto they boldly entred, and comming to Arteſia firſt ſpike 
her faire, but afterwards tolde her ſhe muſt goe with them, in not 
willingly by conſtraint. Arteſia then began to burſt into tearcs, 
weeping and lamenting crecedmaly , vpon her knees intreating 
them, not to offer by violence to carry her from thence , but if 
they would nodes, that they would take A dellena with them: 
but all was in vaine , fo2 they conſtrained her to mount vp be⸗ 
hinde one ol them, and away they rode in great haſtc: this heaue 
parting was lo ſuddaine, that Arteſia could not bid Adellena 
adue but with tearcs, noꝛ A dellena ſpealic a wozd ſoꝛ griefe, 
their ſences being ſo farre confounded with care, that their harts 
were readie to burſt thercwith. Arret:a thought this was Le- 
nons doing, and therctoze ſoꝛrowed the moze : not that he died 
ber vnkuindly, but “ut he lened her, not fearing his crucltie, but 
his luſt: not regarviag what crueltie he could vſe by hatred, but 
fearing his loue would make hum ſecke her diſhonour, Being 
tome to the Foztrefſe, and committed to the cuſtodie of Flera, 
the old woman began to ſpeake her faire, and vſe her kindly, vet 
her verie wo2ds and countenance bew2aying her guultie conſc:- 
ence, to whom Arteſia would not ſpeake a woꝛd, lcaſt thereby 
ſhc ſhould giue her occaſſion to pꝛate: meate ſhe bꝛought vnta 
her, but ſhe refaſcd to taſte thereof, and when ſhe came to her 
Chamber, ſhe laie on the ruſhes, refuſing the bedde, koꝛmenting 
her heart with care, vering her head with thought, and buſying 
her ſences, 02 medifating to what iſſue this vſage would fozt, 
ſomctuncs calling on Ornatus name fo2 comfozt, ſometimes ac⸗ 
cuſing Lenon ot barbarous crucltie, and curſing her croked de- 
ſtenies: vttering ſuch plaints as would haue turned tyꝛants to 
ruth, weeping her eyes dare, and her garments wet, tearing her 
haire, and tozmenting cuery one ofher ſences with veration, re⸗ 

fuſing loxpe, reſt, caſe, oꝛ quiet. 

The next day Lenon came thither , aſking Flera hewe ſhe 
fared, who tolde him that ſhe would not ſpeake , cate no; ſlerpe, 
but farcd like one madde and ſenceleſſe. But let her alone 2 
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che and you (hall ſee this fitte will ſone be oner , the crtrenutie 
whercef, being once paſt, I will vſe my kill to trie her. 

Lenon giuing oꝛder to haue all things neccſlarie pꝛouided, 
departed. Dinner time being come, and meate ſet befoze Arte- 
ſia, ſhe refuſcd to cate: likewiſe ſupper tune being come, ſhe des 
termined to do the line. TWhich Flera perceuung, ſaid: Fay ze 
gentle woman, to behold your autward appearonce, would make 
onc iudge your nunde harbozed many hidden vertues , but J 
comparing your actions with your apparant (hc we, ſuppoſe that 
you are cither mad 92 careleſſe: this behamour,to ſæme dumbe, 
to reftiſe ſuſtenance, and to refraine from ſlecpe, are inſtances 
of follie, not of wiſcdome What if you ſpeake, what if you 
did cate, oꝛ take reſt , ſhould yeu be cucr the wozſe 2 oꝛ reſrai⸗ 
ning, can that do you god, 02 banniſh griefe, and not rather 
make pour cſtate wozſe 2 do you thinke to pꝛeuent any thing 
by dwing your ſelfe harme 2 no fonde childe, cats thy mcate, 
and pꝛeſerue thy lite : fo2 liuing thou mateft attaine thy de⸗ 
ſires,but dying thou art paſt hope, With that ſhe departed ſmi⸗ 
ung. 

Arteſia hearing her ſperches, beganne to conſtder indeedg 
Wyat follie it was to refuſe her meate, and fo2 feare to ſhoꝛ, 
ten her life by diſtemperating her ſelfe, which nught bee the 
meanes to further Lenons intent, whome ſhe kncwe would 
ſorke her life, if he could not winne her (ue, ſhe pꝛeſently 
left off ſuche deſperate behauiour, and with well wayed con⸗ 
ſideration, attended the cuent of the woz2ſt muſfoztume , that 
from that time ſher both cate her meate , and did all that ſhe 
could to comfozt her ſelfe , Chill lining in god hope of Orna- 
tus returne. 

Some fewe dayes after , Lenon came to the Foztreſſe 
againe, enquiring of Flera holde Arteſia fared, UUell quoth 
che, but you willed me fo conceale that it was pour doing 
to bzing Her hither, and ſome bodie clſe hath tolde her there- 
of, foz ſhee knoweth the truth as well as your ſelfe oz J, and 
therefoazz J would wilhe you to viſite her, and after that let 
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me alone to perſwade her, 

Lenon was ruled by the olde woman, and came whcre 
Artcha was, laluting her, but che diſvaining either to {wks 
on him, o2 heare him {peake , withd2ewe her ſelfe from his 
pꝛeſence. TMlhercwith he departed , willing Flera to do that 
which ſhe had vndertaken, And Flera finding her as ſhee 
thought in a fit mode, beganne to commune with her of may 
ny things, amongſt which lone was one. Arteſia a while heard 
her, but in the end, perceiuing her dzift, cut her off with theſe 
lpecches, 

Olde iniquitie, X knowe whereto thy falke tendeth : thinkeft 
thou J will euer harbour a thought of Lenon, that hath vſed 
me thus diſhonourably ? no rather will J rent my wofull heart 
from out my bꝛeſt beioze his fate: neither needeſt thou tell me 
that he hath intreated ther to ſpeake ſoz hun, 'fo2 J kr owe to 
well both his and thy intent, which ſhall nothing pꝛtualle / but 
harden my heart againſt hun. Therefoze do not ſpeake to me, 
fo; J will not heare thee, no2 anſwere thee: but hate hun, ther, 
thy counſell, and remaine ſo conſtant in deſpiſing him, that a 
thouſand deathes ſhall not alter me. Is it loue hath made 
hun with violence catrie me from my ſtiendes, make me apꝛi⸗ 
ſoner, and commit me to the cuſtodie of ſuch a helliſh hagge as 
thy ſelfe? If that be his loue, let him turne it to hatred, and ne⸗ 

uer trouble me, but with een foʒ W he ſhall 
deter pieaſome, 


©ten Fles a would * mi, but A 11 would not 
(uffer her, that ſhe beganne to ware angrie, and in the ende 
to plaine furte , chat runmng to Arteſia, ſhe caught holde on 
her, and beganne to teare her garments from her kodle, and 
withail, caught ametanes fuch firme hee on het pure tu ſhje 
with her nayles, that the blond fellowcy : chat Arte ia began 
to cric and ſhake loꝛ feare, and ſmart. | 
(hen the olde Beldame had erecuted ſeme part of her ins 
tended reuenge and crucitie vppoa her in this ſoꝛt, ter: ſave; 
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Pꝛond girle, thinkeſt thou to beare it away withoutfacing me? 
No, do not thinke J will leaue ther thus, but thou ſhalt repent 
that euer thou cammeſt here, and beſoꝛe 3 goc, 3 will haue my 
made of thee; then puld ſhe ont a knife, and catching holde on 
her, ſwoꝛe, that vnleſſe ſhe would p2onuſe to vſe Lenon kindly, 
when he nert came, ſhe would cut her thꝛoate: which dꝛaue Ar- 
teſia into that frare, that ſhe began to untreate her and ſprake 
faire, pꝛomiſing to condiſcend to any thing that agreed to her ho⸗ 
nour. Stand not vpon thoſe nice tcarmes with me quoth F'era, 
but here ſweare to peeld to loue hun, fo2 ſo thou maiſt delay him, 
and fruftrate his hopefull expectation, whom thou art net wozs 
thie to touch, much leſle to beare ſuch a pꝛeſuming minde as thou 
doeſt, in ſcozne of his loue. Thereſoꝛe peclde to that which J re⸗ 
queſt o; ſtand to my mercy. Canſt thou be ſtowe thy lour better 
then on ſo hononrable a Pzince 2 Canſt thou attanze moꝛe digni⸗ 
tie, reape moꝛe content, oꝛ enioy mozc quiet with any then with 
hun: Chen do not deny me, foꝛ J purpoſe not to be denied. 

Arteſia trembling fo2 feare, made this anſwere cncly to (as 
tiſfic her, Jam contented ta be ruled by Le non, whoſe meaning 
J know is hanourable. Theretoꝛe J pꝛap do not offer me this 
outrage, but ſuffer me to liue in quiet vntil his comming. Ik this 
will not ſatiſfte pou, then do the wozſt you can: ſoꝛ death is moꝛe 
welcome to me then life in theſe extrenutics, Tell quoth ſhe, J 
will trie you, but if you dallp. bewarc what will enſue, foꝛ J am 
reſolued what to do. Atteſia was glad ſhe had ſatiſficd her, 
though it were with vttering woꝛds which ſhe neuer intended to 
perfozme, 

Adellena ſeing how ſuddenly Arteſia was taken from her, 
cauſed one of her ſeruants puuilie to followe them tothe greene 
Foztrefſe, who returning, tolde her what he had ſ@ne, Then 
Adellena began to ſtudie how to relcaſe her from thence , and 
with all haſte rode to Allinus houſe,whcre being arriued, ſhe de⸗ 
clared all that ſhe knew asconcerning Ornatu;,and how Lenon 
bad earricd Arteſia by violence into the greene Foztrefſe, Alli- 
Als being glad to heare that Ornatus was aliue , pzomiſed to re⸗ 
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dieme Arte ſa from Lenons cuſtodie, and that to effect, the next 
euening cauſcd his men to mount themſetues, and himſclfe with 
ſome ftuc of them, diſguiſed from being knewne, came to the 
grœne Foꝛtreſſe, and one of them knocking whileſt the other hid 
themſclues, the ſeruants little ſuſpectiug any ſiich ambuſh o2 ins 
tent, opened the gate, when pꝛeſently they ruſhed in, and ſwite 
form? out Arteſia, whom Allion told who he was, and to what 
intent he came: Artelia was glad thereof, and wulingly peelded 
to 10 with hun, but the olde woman made ſuch an outcric, that 
all the place rung there: one of Allinus ſcruaunts ſeeing ſhe 
would not be pacified , d2ew his ſwoꝛd and thꝛuſt it thꝛough her 
bodie, and ſo with a pclling crie, ſhe gaue vp the ghoaſt. Then 
p2eſently Allinu; departcd with her, intending to carry her to 
his owne houſe, to keep her there vnknowne, vnti he could heare 
of Oraatus. Andremembang that the two ſeruants were fled, 
and would no doubt certiſie Le non what was done, would not 
go backe the ſame way he came, though th: readieſt, fo: then he 
thought he ſhould merte them, but went a moꝛe ſectet way, thin⸗ 
king by that meancs to palle vnſeen, and entring into the plaincs 
where cattell fed, Allinus eſpied acompany comming towards 
them, whom he pꝛeſently ſuſpected to be Lenon, which in reaſon 
he could not thinke , but that fearc perſwaded him thereto ; the 
company likewiſe cſpying them (who were ccrtaine Pyzates 
that were wandzed from their ſhippes to ſteale cattle) wondꝛed 
what they ſhould be that were ſo late abzoad, and being readie to 
any miſchiefe, ſet vpon A linus and his company, who thinking 
ut had bene Lenon, would by no meanes yeld , noꝛ ſpeake, fras 
ring he ſhould deſcrie them, but reſiſted the Pyꝛates, who being 
vſcd to many ſuch meetings ſ one flew two of A linus ſeruants, 
and had giuen himſelle many aretuous wounds, enfozcing him 
to yield, MNho taking from him all that was god, eonſtraining 
Arteſi to go with them, and haſted to their ſhips, when hauing 
tonueyed her abo ꝛd, to pꝛeuent the wozſt, hoyſed ſaile, and laun⸗ 
ched into the derpe. Then was Allinus left in moſt mier able 
u all ſpeed haſting to his 2 Lenons ſeruants — 
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wiſe were by that time it was midnight gotten to the Pallace, 
and called their Lozd out of his bedde, to certifie hun what was 
happened, Who pꝛeſently mounted himſcite, and with aſufficient 
company rode to the Foꝛtreſſe, and entring, found Ficra flame, 
and all elſe fled, then began he to muſc who ſhouw do that ved, 
and what they ſhould be that had carried away Atteſia: by this 
time it was day-light, and Lenon reftcd in cxcœding veration to 
be diſpoſſeſt of his bewtifull Loue, yct he commande his men to 
polte by companies ſeueral waies,ifit were pe ſubic to nde thole 
that had done that deed. UUHilſt he hunſelf remained there bewiu⸗ 
ling that miſfoꝛtune, his ſeruãts had net rode far but by the light 
ok the day, which diſcouercth things don in darkneſſe they kound 
A llinus two ſeruants, wheſe dead bodics they carried back to the 
foꝛtreſſe.Lenon (eemg them, pꝛeſently aſſured humſciſe that Alli- 
nus was a partie in this action, and that he had taken away Ar- 
teſia to (ork her death. To pꝛeuent which muſchiele as he thought 
then oz neuer to be done he pꝛeſentip rode heme to the Court, 
and heimwly vpon his linee, intreated his father to graunt bun li⸗ 
tente with a ſuffictent power to reſtue Arteſia from Allinus, 
who intended to murder her, declaring how he himſelf ſoumd her 
in Adellenas houſe, and how that he had placed her in the greene 
Joꝛtreſſe, ta defend her from Allinus and others crueltie, being 
left fatherle ſſe: and how that night Allinus had taken her from 


thence by treaſon,and intended no leſſe then her rtyne.The king 


hearing his fonnes ſpceches, granted his requeſt; Zhen pꝛeſent⸗ 
iy diners to the number of ther hundꝛeth men, with as much 
ſpeed as could poſſibly be, armed themſelues, and in haſte with 
Lenon, went to Allinus Caſtile, into which they violently and 
vnawares to any within, entered, Lenon pzeſently [aide hands 
on Allinus, whom he found ſoze wounded, aſking him to Ar. 
teſia, who thinking lone ol his ſanaunts had befpze brwzayed 
what he had done, peeſently confelt the truth of all, both of his 
intent, and how Arteſia was reſcued from him, but by whome 
he knewe not, andhow at that time two of his leruants were 
aine. 4 | R ; 17 
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Lenon gunng no credit to his ſpeeches, neuer left till he had 
ſcarch:d the whole Caſtile thꝛoughout, bat not finding her, accus 
ſed Allinu that he had murthcred her, tommaunding his men to 
binde him, and carry him as a Traytoꝛ to the Court. TUho bes 
ing tome befoꝛe the ing, conſeſt the truth as beloze he had done, 
vtterly denying that he neuer ſought Arteſias death, but her 
ſHetie: but pet notwithſtanding the King was ſo oucrruled by 
Lenons actuſations and perſwalions, that he committed him to 
puſoa, his gods and landes were ſeized vppon as a Traytoꝛ his 
Ladie wife turned out of does in poꝛe arrav, and al crueltie and 
outrage committed againſt his ſeruants and kinſfolkes, and 
commaundement giuen, that none ſhouldſuccour them. All:- 
nus being in pꝛalon laden with vꝛans, and hardly bled, yet endu⸗ 
red that aiflicton patientlp, but hearing of his Ladies calamitie, 
and how ſhe was vmullly conſtrained to beg, that all her life long 
had bene tenderly bꝛought vp, thought thoſe ſoꝛrowes waulde 
ſone bꝛing her to an ende, and entered into many bitter lementas 
tions foʒ her and his owne nuſfoztume, which were to tedious fo, 
recite. Bis ſeruants were tonſtrained to diſguiſe themſelues, and 
trauell into farther places of the Countrey to liue vnknowne, o⸗ 
therwiſe none would haue entertained them. Mis Ladic was 
compelled to ſeek out a kinſwoman others, that liued in the coun⸗ 
trey, of whom ſhe was entertained , and there liued a poꝛe life, 
far differing from her loꝛmer life , which ſhe take moſt patient⸗ 
ly. And thus was Allinus houſe defaced, his gods and lands (ct- 
zed vpon,hinſcif impꝛiſoned, his wife in poze eſtate, his ſeruants 
dawn to wander from place to place, readie oſten to periſh fo: 
want of ſuccour, and all his dignitie turnd to miſerie, onelp by, 
Lenons malace:who had no ground fo2 thoſe accuſations he vſed 
againſt hun, but onely of a vaine ſuppoſe, and mad franticke afs 
fection that ouerruled his heart, which ſo much pꝛeuailed with. 
him, that he ſought by all meanes he could, his death. 
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CHAP. XI, 


How Ornat»: gatte ſhipping into PH]. .. How Ait was 
ſet at libertic : and how the Pyrates caſt lottes who ſhould 


poſſeſſe Arte ſia. 


Nnatus all this while remained in the corm- 
4; trep of Natolia, with Alprinus and Luci- 
da, in great gricke, fo2 want of meancs to 
depart into Phry gia, to ſo what was be 
come of his deare Loue Artet:a : but being 
a long time fruſtrated by reaſon nene ofthe 
(hips that were at ſea came home, he began 
to diſpaire, thinking that Arteſia ſ:ppeſing 
hun to be dead by reaſon of his long abſence, weuld new marry 
Lenon,which griefe, and many other doubtfull thoughts oppꝛeſt 
his heart with ſuch paſſion, that he began to ware ſicke, and af; 
terwards fel into an cxcording feuer, which held hum fo2 the ſpace 
of thꝛer moneths in great cxtremitie, which ſurcly had abꝛidge 
his dayes, had he not bene moſt carcfully nouriſht by Lucida, 
who had an cſpeciall care of his god. During Which tune of his 
ſickneſſe, certaine ſhips of Phrygia arriucd on the coaſt of Na- 
tolia, ſome fourteence miles diſtant from the Towne, where Or- 
natus was, of which he had intelligence by certaine Factozs be⸗ 
longing to Lucidas father, which newcs remucd his ſpirits with 
iop, befoꝛe dꝛouping with care, hat within fewer dayes he recoues 
red his foꝛmer health, which greatly reioyced Alyrinus and Lu- 
cida, whoſe hearts were linked vnto him, in Lands of vnſepara⸗ 
ble friendſhip: who likewiſe dealt ſo cffectally fo2 hun, that they 
attained warrant foꝛ his paſſage , and furmſhed hun with all 
kinde of neceſlaries, and ſufficient ſtoꝛe of gold to beare his chars 
cs, 
l Lucida likewiſe intreating her father to agret with the hry- 


gian Parchants fo2 his conuoy , fo2 that hunſelke would not be 
| knowne, 
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knowne, diſguifing himlelfe into the habit ofa Pilgrime, which 
kinde of people, might without diſturbance paſſe vncramined, 
and without moleſtation, And the time of his departure being 
come, he toke his leaue of Lucida. Who teke his departure with. 
ſuch exceeding ſozrow, that the abundance of her flowing teares 
ſtopt the paſſage of her ſpeech. A lprious likewiſe with many 
curteſies bad him farewell, and withed his pꝛolperous ſuccelle, 
Chus departed he the confines of Natolia, where he was in ſo 
ſhoꝛt ſpace ſo well bcloucd , and ſo kindly vſed, that had not his 
loue to Arteſia, and hope to finde her in ſafetie conſtrained hun, 
he could haue bene contented to haue ſpent the terme of his life in 
that place. 

The Marchants of Phry gia hab not ſapled many daes, but 
they arriued in a hauen ſome ten myles diſtant from the Court. 
whither Ornatus determined to trauell, and hauing taken his 
leaue of the Marriners, and paide them their due, ſurniſhed with 
all things fit fo: his diſguiſe, he toke his icurney, and the ſuſt 
night lodged at a village naare adioyn ing to his fathers Calle, 
the cuſtome of which place he well knewe befoze , and therefoze 
framed his behamour accozdingly, And being let at ſupper a- 
mongſt ſuch gueſſe as lodged in that houſe with hun, the Hoſte 
named My lo ſuddenly fight, which one of them noting, deman- 
ded what inward griefe dzaue him thereto, ory fir quoth he, il 
you haue not alreadie heard the newes,J will tell pou ſo much as 
IJ knowe, which J would Jhadneucr knowne. Within fewe 
dayes there dwelt an auncient knight hereby named Allinus, 
exceedingly well beloucd of all men, who is lately fallen into great 
miſerie, the occaſion whereof was this; then did he declare the 
maner of all that had happened to Allinus,how Arteſia was tas 
ken from him, but by whom no man knew,himſelfe in paiſon,his 
gods conſiſcated, and his wife and ſeruants turned out ol does, 
with commaumd that none ſhontdſuccour them. 

-  Ornatus heart was ſo pmcht with this ntwes, that he was 
readie to fall vnder the Table. which ode y jo and the reſt no⸗ 


ted, yerceiung ſuch a cheungoci * in him, that 9 
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all denied him ts be cxcerdingly ſicke: but hes fearing to viſcencr 
bunſclfe , tolde them it was but an oꝛdinarie courſe with hun, ts 
be ſo troubled: but being vnable to mittigate that paſſion, het 


. roſc from the table, and gat to his chamber, where being alone, 


be began to meditats the depth of theſe nuſchances,1mputing the 

2tginall thereof, to pꝛeceed itim hunſcife, £ hat be cntrcd into 
theſe bitter plaints. Py umiſkfoztuncs are without cemp.re, and 
J moze miſerable then any w2ctch liuuig: By my cmi deſte⸗ 
mes, Arrelia was firft left in nuſerie, afterwards unpuſoned, 
and now ſurpaſcd by thoſe that will intend her rume,o2 viſhor oz, 
My father impaſo!1e; my mother bannithed : all his latides, 
haings, ſeruants, and friends, taken fre in hun, and he ſubicc ta 
Lenons mercie, that is mercileſſe, crucll, decenfull , and mas 
ltious. 

Onelie by myfollte, are theſe miſchaunces befallen. Cary 
there then be any moe etched then my ſelfe 2 hath not my fas 
cher cauſe to wiſh that hec had neuer begotten me, and my mos 
ther that ſhe had neuer beine me: hHath not Arteſia cauſe ts acs 
cuſe me, hate me, and fozlake me: Wihen fo my ſake, by my fol⸗ 
lie, and want of wiſedome, ſhe is bꝛought to ſo many miſeries: 
What ſhall J do: 02 what remedie ſhall J ſerke, when all things 
is paſt recure ? Whom may blame, but my ſelfe: Is there any 
that is interreſſed in the cauſe ol theſe woes, but my lelfe e Le- 
non, Lenon, as well as my ſelle, hath pꝛocured theſe cuils: his 
affection to Atteſia, hath cauſed mp banniſhmẽt, my parents wo, 
and her loſe. To trancll in her ſearch, and leaue my father in pꝛi⸗ 
ſon, che one would be in vaine, when J know not whither ſhee 
is conucied,and the ether dangerous ts his (afctic; fo Lenon no 
doubt of malice will ſecke his death, 

* theſe and ſuch like plaints hee ſpent malt part of that 


Earlie the next moꝛning comming out ofhis Chamber, he 
heard a great tumult in that Wilage : the occafion whereof, 
was this: Such as were Tenaunts and friendes to Allinu*y 


hearung of his r mot ne what crualtis Le» 
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non ſought his oncrthzow, aſſembled themſclucs fomthcr, loith 
purpoſe to intreate the Liang foz his releaſe : that in the end there 
was thꝛer hundꝛed of them aſſembled, The common pe oyle and 
ſuch as were idle perſons, and readie to any attempt, miſconcet- 
ung their intent, and bearing a minde deſirous of libertie, which 
they thought they were reſtramned from, by certain ſtrickt lawes 
the Ling had made, gathered vnto them, that contrarie to the pz 
expecation, there was a multitude: the intent of whoſe allem⸗ 
blie, being demanded, they anſwered , that they ment to rederme 
Allinus : amonaſt whom, Ornatu: in his dilguiſe, tbzuft him⸗ 
ſelfe, vſing many ſoꝛcible perſwaſions to b:ge them loꝛwardes 
to that attempt. That they were readie to runne contuſedlie to 
the Court, not regarding daungcr , noz the diſpleaſure of the 
Ling. 

One of Allinus friends named Traſus, ſanding vype as 
monglt the refk , craued audience „ ts whome ther all liuned, 
Wwhileſt he (aid. 

J perceiue pour intent, is to releaſe Allious, wherein you 
ſhall ſhewe pour loue to him, and do a derde wwzthie to be cter⸗ 
nized, fo2 that hee hath not at all deſcrued to haue ſuch intuſtice 
miniſtred vnta hun: therefoze be wiſe in this attempt, and firſt 
know againſt whom you beare armes: that is, againff your 
lawfull Ring, who map punth this fact with death: foz that we 
bndertake to b2cake thoſe lawes which he hath oꝛdamed. 

But followe my counſell, and 3 will ſette you downe a courſe, 
Whcreby you ſhall attaine your dcſire , and bee voyde of any 
ſuch daunger , which is this, Fuſt lette vs all repaire fa 
the Court, and humble intreate the King fo2 his releaſe , if 
her will not graunt that, then that Hee weulde haue bis 
cauſe tyed by the reſt of the Joterts of the land: Which if 
hee allo dene; then may ute with g@d cauſe venture our 
lines in his rescue. The multitude hearmg Traſus , in 
ligne of conſent, all cryed, Tiaſus, Traſus, Gall ve our Caps 


tame. 
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Tycn pzrſently euerie ons with ſuch furniture as they had, 
haſted to the Court, and comming togither , would not ſ&me to 
enter by foꝛce, but with a full conſent perlded to Traſus dirt ai⸗ 
ons, Who deſired one ol the guard to certifie his Maic ſtie that 
there were a number ol his ſubieas gathercd togither , with no 
intent of enil, but onclp hinnbly to craue a bone at his highne (ſs 
band. Thc Bing being certified hereor, was much troubled in his 
minde what the thing ſhould be they would demaund, and be⸗ 
ing perſwaded by Lenon, would not himſelfe come out, but ſent 
one ol his nights to demaund what was their requeſt, Thi aſus 
declared vnto hum the cauſe of their comming, and what they des 
maunded. Which when the King vnderſtod, being exceedingiy 
inraged at their boldneſſe, bad the knight make them this aun- 
were, that he was not by his ſubieas to be controlled, and there⸗ 
foze denied to perfozme the leaſt of their demaund : commaun⸗ 
ding them p:eſently to depart cuery man to their ſeuerall place, 
leaſt he puniſhed their pzeſumption with death. The meſſenger 
dad not ſcarce ended his wozds , but pꝛeſentiy the vnrulp multi⸗ 
tnde began to ruſh in at the Court gates, ſome carcleſly ruina⸗/ 
ting whatſoeuer came next hand, ſome bzeaking downe win⸗ 
dowes, ſome allayling ſuch as refifted them, and every one bent 
to do miſchiefe. The King fearing the peoples vnrulp rebellion, 
would turns to ſome greater miſchiefe then could ludde inly be 
pꝛeuented, and might alſo indaunger his perſon, not knowing 
wha had inſttgated them thereto , with the Querne and Lenon 
fted. Which when Thraſus knew, calling to the multitude, he 
willed them in any wile not to deſtrop the Kings houſe , no; at- 
tempt any thing moze to diſpleaſe his Paicſtie, fo; that the King 
was departed, and he had Allinus at libertie. But notwithſtan- 
ding ſome bent onely to inrich themſelues, ſpopled the Kings 
treaſure , and vtterly defaced the honſe: by which tine the night 
dzew nigh, and enery one began to withdzaw themſelues. All:- 
nus ſeeing what exceeding milchiefe this attempt had bꝛed, which 
was done contrary to his thought, and without his conſent, yet 
thought it belt not to truſt to the kings mercic , though he were 
REUET 
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neuer ſa innocent, foz notwithſtanding that he would ſuppoſe it 
was done by his pꝛocurement, therefoꝛe after Ihraſus had wil 
led the v;iruly multitude to depart as ſecretip as they could, cue⸗ 
rp one to his houl?, te pꝛeuent further daunger t ſane their lines, 
by kœ ping themſelues vaknowne he and Thraſus that night 
without delay diſguiſed thamſelues, and lied towards the coal to 
get ſhigping foꝛ Armenia, Whither they intended to traucll. 

Orn:tus was by and beheld all tgie, glad of his fath ers eſcape, 
not purpoſing at al to diſcouer himlelfe, vntill he had found Ar- 
teſia, in whoſe ſ:arch he ment pꝛelentip to trauell: but ſuch con- 
fuſed thoughts, whither to dirca his ſteps, did ſo ouerwhelme his 
conccits, thæ he teſted like one m:tamo2phoſed, not knowing 
whether he wauld ſeeke her by ſea oz by land. Vy ſea he thought 
bis labours would be in vaine, and it he ſhould go to finde her by 
land, he knewe not whether ſhe might be at ſea, and ſo conueped 
into fozrain? Countries, At laſt remembzing he had heard Mylo 
ſay (2 was reſcued from Allinu in the d:ſart where his Cattle 
f23, he determined to trauell thuher, though he had bttle hope to 
finde her there. And being come thither , ſometumes bewayling 
her abſcnce, accuſtag his hard foztun? , b:cathing foꝛth bitter 
ſixhs in rememibꝛance ofher lofle,andrenaing the remembꝛance 
of their loue, he ſpent ſome thzee daies in that place, vttering thoſe 
plaints to the tres and birdes, foz otherwiſe there was none to 
heare hun. Ahere fo: a while we will leaue him. 

The Pyzates hamng as is beſoꝛe ſaid, taken Arteſia from 
Allinu;,and with her ſuch wealth as they could find about them, 
hunaz withall furniched themſelues with the ſpoyle ol ſuch Cat⸗ 
tell as fed in thoſe places, returned to their chip, and with haſts 
hoyſcd ſaple, the night being now paſt, One that was chiele a- 
monglt the reſt,named Luprates, went downe to view Ari eſia, 
bauing as pet not ſane her bewtie by reaſon of the night, and 
now comming aear2 her, and beholding her diuine fozme , his 
minde w3s pꝛeſentip rauicht with that ſight,and he thought that 
none but himſelfe ſhould emoy her, which toke ſuche efficacie, 
that whereas beſozo he intended nothing but her diſhouour , his 
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minde was now altered, and he intented to vic her in meſt reuc⸗ 
rent and decent ſozt, and not by crueltic, but curteſie, to winne hir 
loue. But bcholding her teares, and excœ ding lamentation, and 
how impatientlie ſhe indured the ertremities ſhe was duuen vn⸗ 
to, comming towards her with a moſt (tbin:fle geſture, friendlie 
countenance, and gentle ſpeech, he ſatd, Faire Lady, be not any 
thing diſqincted that you are made captiue to ſuche as delight in 
ſpoyle, ſoꝛ though our mindes arc othcrwiſe bent to all incunlitic, 
yet to pour ſelfe (hall no wꝛong be offered, ſuch ver tue hath bew⸗ 
tie unpꝛunted in my heart, and whereas herctotoꝛe without mer⸗ 
cie , both J and the reſt of iny conſc2ts haue not regarded the 
plants, diſtreſſe, no: what wꝛong wee hauc eff. red cither to Lay 
die 02 da mo ſell, pet towards your ſelfis my heart altered, and my 
meaning honeſtly bet: that J aſſure you not oncly of quict, and to 
be voyd of all wꝛong by vs to be donc, but alſo,whercin ſocuer J 
may woꝛk pour wil, quict, caſe, oz deſire, 5 wil moſt willingly um- 
ploy my vttermoſt indcuoꝛs. Chen I beſœch you mittigate theſe 
cares, banmſh this ſozrow, x dꝛie vp your tcarcs: fo2 you haue no 
cauſe ofcarc,no2 occaſion of ſoꝛrow: but rather toſay,this vertue 
reſteth in me, to alter rude and barbarous mindes, to ciuill 4 vers 
tuous behauioꝛ.Arteſia loking carneſtly vpon hun, being indued 
with an exceeding wit, and thinking it beſt to ſpeak hem faire that 
vled hir ſo kindly, ſaid. Sir J know not how to mitigate my grief, 
when it increaſeth: oꝛ how can I be voyd of cart, vnleſſe I ſhuld 
crow altogither careleſſe, being only ſubiett to woe, 1 none ſo vn- 
foztunatc as my (cif, hauing indured ſo many afflicttons 4 croſſes 
in all rcſpects,that J know not how to aſſure my ſelfe of the leaſt 
quiet? Zhen awe me leaue to continne my endleſſc plaints, 4 do 
not blame me of impatiencie, noꝛ think J ſuſpect your ſpeeches,0z 
diſtruſt your fidelitie, if in ſome ſoꝛt I contumue my ſoꝛrowes: foz 
J haue ſo long continued in them, as J can better away with the 
then mirth: foꝛ that to me is a ſtranger. Vet notwithſtanding my 
heart will harbeur ſome quiet, if by your curteſie q map reſt in ſe⸗ 
curitie, and be ſhellred from wong. By this tune they were 
arrived at thei place ot harbour, which was betwixrt the _ 
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of two Rocks, 02 rather rockie Jlands,whece their Cp lay ſat 
from weather, and ſo farre vnder their ſhadowe, tht it ccd not 
be (ene. Themſelucs conucying ſuch wealth as they from tunic 
to time got into hollow Caues, of great largeneſſe, where was aal 
things neceſſarie, and the reſt of Luprates fellowes cauſcd hun 
vp. Ahen hauing faſtned their ſhip, Luprate bought Arteſia 
into the Caue, who beholding the fame , was ſurpꝛiſed with an 
exceding diſcoimfoꝛt, ot cuer getting trom thence, 

Some ofthe rudcr ſoꝛt king Arteſia, began their rude bes 
hamour towards her, but Lupratus ſtepping vato them, vttertd 
theſe ſpeeches. My maulters,thus long haue J liued pour Caps 
tame in this place , with care reſpecting your god as much as 
mine obune, and taking but an equall ſhare with you, ok ſuch pꝛi⸗ 
zes as we haut taken, and rather the leaſt part, now oncly in res 
ſpe of my futh and fidelitie, I requeſt to haue this Damoſcll as 
my pꝛize, the reſt of the wealth take you. In doing which, pou 
ſhall binde me vato you fo2 cucr . One ot tho reſt liking Arteli- 
ac; bewtie as well as he, and of a moꝛe tude minde, dildamuig 
that he alone ſhould haue her pollc ſſion, laid. Captaine all which 
you ſay we confeſſe to be truc:neither hath our care bin any way 
leſſe the pours:therfoꝛe, there is no reaſon why you ſhuld claims 
any peculier pꝛiuiledge aboue any of vs: beſides you know wee 
made a lab, and bound our ſelues to perfoꝛme the ſame by oath, 
which was, that none ſhould poſſeſſe any thing without the genes 
ral conſent of vs all, Then perfozme thoſe conditions, and let her 
belong to vs all, o to the chiefelt of vs, i in ſo doing, neither gf vs 
ſhall ſuſtaine w2ong : thus began they to coritend about Aitelia, 
eucry one deſirous ta poſſeſſe her, 4 vet neither willing any ſhuld 
hauc hir but hunſclf,that they were likely to mutinie and fal out, 
till at the laſt they chcluded to caſt lots, x ſhe fel to Luprates ſhare, 
that was the moſt woꝛthy of that pꝛiuiledge, ſoꝛ that he bare the 
molt vertuous mind, Thus foz a tune this ftrife was ended, and 
Arteſia was by Luprate: kindly vſed foz many daies: in the end 
their victuals begã to waſte, x they thought it high time to ſerk fog 
moe, p they determined to fetch in ſome as befazz they had — 
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But then began Luorates ts take tare in whoſe cuſlodie to leaue 
Arteſia, leaſt in his abſencc they ſhould do her w;eng. Arr onglt 
the reft he choſe out one whom he thought fitteſt , and to hun he 
committed her, by whoſe mcanes A rre('a reſted voyd oft diſlur⸗ 
bance,though not void of exceeding care that continually toꝛmen⸗ 
ted her, fearing neuer to ſes Ornatus againe, noz to be releaſcy 
from that place of bondage, 


CHAP. XII. 


How Otnatur found Arte/ia, and preſerued her life : and how 
ſhee was agame taken from him by Lenos, and what after- 


wards befcll. 


XZ] \'prates and the ref, being landed, came in 
the night into the plaines to ſteale Cattle, 
and by chaunce lighted on the place where 
Ornatus haunted , being directed to hun by 

& >| the ſoun d ofhis lamentations: | vp: ates de- 
N <4 76 ©| niaunded what he was, Jam ( quoth he) a 
D mioſt miſerable fozlozne creature, by miſſoz⸗ 
ture dzawne to all extremitie. Then queth 

he, art thou not foz our company: and with that they de parted, 
leauing hun there. Ornatus heart began pzeſently to miſdoubt 
that they were the verie ſame that had taken Al teſia tem Alli- 
nus, which made him pzeſcntly ſtudie how to haue them appzes 
hended: remembzing that he had heard many cemplaine that 
their cattle were often ſtolne , he ſuppoſed verily them to be the 
theeues, that with all the haſte he could, he ranne to the next vil- 
lage and raiſed the Towneſmen telling them what he had ſeene, 
who p2eſently iſſued out, and with ſuch weapons as came next 
hand followed the Pyꝛates, and ſone found them, ſetting vppon 
chem, toke two of them, and the reſt ſome ſoꝛe wounded t hurt, 
fled to their ſhip, and with all the haſte they could gat to theu har⸗ 


bour, 
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Carly the next mozning,the inhabitants conncied the Pyꝛates 
to the Court, who being come beloꝛe the Bing, conte ſt the many 
ner of they life, and where they liued. Then [con p2eſentlie 
ſuppoſed, that they were the very ſame that had taken Alte ſia 
from Allinus, and demaunding the ſame of them, they telbe him 
that there was ſuch a Damoſcll in their Caue and that ſhee tolde 
them her name was Al teſia. Then Lenon without delay ftrog- 
ty accompanied, rode to the next Hauen, and there get ſhipping 
by the Pyꝛates diredions, to finde out their fozt  Ornatus likes 
wiſc,after he had raiſcd the ptople, ſecretlic followed the Pyꝛates 
vnto the place, wherc their ſhip lay, and amenalt the reſt entred 
the ſamc: who by reaſon ol their halle, and ercœding feare, xegar⸗ 
ded him not, who thꝛuſt hunſelfe into that vaunger , encly fo 
ſe if Arteſia were in their cuſtodie, not retung how his life might 
be indangered thereby, but the Pyꝛates by Luprate directions, 
haſted to the foꝛt, and from thence, toke Arteſia into then ſhippe, 
not daring to ſtay there, foꝛ that they new ſome of their fei.owes 
were taken, who might by compulſton be conſtrained to reucale 
the place ofthcir abode, 

Or natus no ſoner eſpicd Aiteſia, but he knewher , and his 
heart leapt within hun fo2 toy to ſee that happic ſight, but he durſt 
not ſpeake to her, noꝛ ſcarce ſcttle his eyes to behold her, ſoꝛ feare 
of ſuſpcd , foꝛ that Luprares maruailed how het came mengſt 
them: demaunding what hee was, and what hee made there? 
Jam (quoth her a poe Pilaran , that agamſt my will was 
by ſome ofthis company couſtrayncd to come aboozd, 

Luprates belæuing he ſatd true, made no farther queſtion , but 
with haſte ſayled from Phrygia, conucyuig Arteſia mio his 
Cabin, vſing many ſpæches to tom ſoꝛt her. 

Thep hadde not ſapled many hourcs , but a contrary 
windt vegan to ariſe, and the Ur vers were detkened with 
thicke Cioudes, and fuch a mahtie tempeſtateſe, that the 
ſhippe was by violence duuen backe, thry2 mate Palle 
bꝛolt n and th2owne cuerbo:de, ond all in dounger o; dc⸗ 
firucion , had not iht lard lanc rcore „ lo: the lhipye 9 n 
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by viclence cf the Sea, ranne a grounde, and there ſplit in 
ſuuider, aid the Pyꝛates with great hazard eſcaped dꝛowning: 
none of them noꝛ Luprates once regarding Arteſia, but Orna- 
us ſong n. what perill the was, caught helde on her, and get⸗ 
tuig on to a vianke,brmg withall fomewhat ſkilfull to l wunme, 
with much ado gatte en to the firme lalide, and pzeſcrucd her 
tm a miſcrable death by dzewning. 

Ve was no {ner paſt daunger, but Luvrates would haue ta⸗ 
kcu her from him, but O1narn> ſeing none but himſclf there, and 
all the reſt fled fo2 care, tolde hum, ſince he had fozſaken her in ex⸗ 
tremitie , he was not woꝛthie of her, and thereſoꝛe ſheuld not 
daue her. Thillaine quoth Luprates) ycelde her me with quiet, 
oꝛ elſe thy life ſhall not deteme her. Mith that Ornatu caught 
holde on a bod which he cleft in ſunder with his fote, and with 
the ſame gaue Lupꝛa: es ſo ſnodame and deadly a wounde, that 
the bꝛaiues ſell about the place, and he died. By this time the 
ſtoꝛme was quite ouerpaſt, and Ornatus (ging his deare Leue 
vene weake with fare and diſtcmpcrature, by the arme led her 
bato a moſſte banke , whcre the Sunncs bꝛight beames had full 
koꝛce to dꝛie her garments d2opping with wet. 

Arteſia ſæing howe tenderly this ſtraunger regarded her, 
and with what paine he had p2eſerued her, when ſhe was of all 
bnt him foꝛſaken, being willing to ſhewe that che was grate⸗ 
full, ſaid. Sir the paines you haue taken, and friendſhip yon haue 
ſhobone to me, deſcruc moze thankes and recompence then 1 
am able to giue: and therefoꝛe I deſire pon to thuike , that if 1 
were able J would rcquite the ſame: but my miſfoztunes are ſo 
excerding, that they withholde me from doing that J would: 
oncly thankes is the (mall requitall J can yalbe in token of a 
gratefull minde: being by pour meanes at moze quiet then 
many dayes J haue bene, though moꝛe diſquietted then yon 
would iudge: but now J relie vpon your vertues, with hope 
thereby to be pꝛeſerued, and not dziuen to further miſcrie, 

Faire Ladte (quoth O:narus) my life ſhall be ſpent in your 
defence, nepthcr will J part from you vntitl I haue bzcught 

you 
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ycu to the place which you deſire, requeſtizig you to make no 
doubt of my lopaltie. I ſuppoſe your namc is Arteſia, becauſe 
(quoth he in my trauels I haue mict a Gentleman of this toun⸗ 
trey named Ornatus, ef whome J learned the tructh of wony 
of your miſtoꝛtuncs: who I aſſure yeuts in cod health. bleſ- 
led newes quoch he then wil J hope once agame to ſur my 
deare O:natus, whoſc abſence hath beenc my onely cauſe of 
woe. 

She had ſcarce ended thoſc wo2ds, but Ornat us cſpied a ſhip 
tuen then come a ſhoꝛe where thetrs was caſt away, molt of the 
inen landed, which was the ſhippe 'wherem Lenon was, who 
beheld the other ſhippe caſt away , and the ſto unt beug crates 
atriucd there, Frem wheme Ornaeus hncwe not he to hide 
hunſelfe: and Arteſia not ſo nich as thuiking Lenon had bene 
it, but that it was ſome ſhippe that lit wic by the ſtoꝛme was 
dꝛiuen to lande there: Pꝛeſenmtlp the men begame fo ſpꝛedde 
themſclues cuery way , and ſeme of them ſame (ſpicd Arte- 
ſta, giting Lenon knewledne thercot, who ummediatly came 
towardzs her, moſte kindly ſaluting her, but ſhe being crcce⸗ 
dingly difiniped with his ſight, when the melt moꝛtally Has 
ted, fo; verie griete burſt into teares, that in abundance guſh 
fcom her epes. 

Lenon maxuelling thereat, and httle thinking hewe much 
ſhe hated hum, and how vnwelce me he was rather crpeang 
thankcs loꝛ his paines then repꝛote, fad ; y deere Arteſia, 
be not now diſcomfozted, ſince there is no further tauſc of care, 
J haue moſt diligently labourcd to releaſe you from griefe cucr 
fince Alhnus by treaſon tonneyced you from my cuſtodie: ta- 
king ycur abſcnce in great heaumeſſe, fo2 that it pinched my 
heart to thinke rou ſhould fall into ſuche dilrelle: kut new 
that all thoſe mil oꝛtuncs art paſt, J beſach you goe with me 
to the Court , where J will labour to pꝛecute your content. 
Arteſias hrart was v:rcd te heare his pathes, that ſhe made 


him this anſwere. 
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Moſt diſcurtecus Lenon, none but our ſelfe are cauſe of my 
woe, whoſe ſight moꝛe toꝛmenteth me, then all the afflictions 3 
cacr endured. Allinus carritd me indeed from the greene Foꝛ⸗ 
treſſe, not by treaſon, but to ſhelter me from diſhencur, which 
you did intend, elle would you not haue ſufft red me to endure 
ſuch miſcrie as J did by my helliſh keepcr, Zhinke you F haue 
cauſe cither to thinke you intend my god, oꝛ take any comfoꝛt by 
pour pꝛeſence, when you onelp diſquiet me, not ſuffering me to 
e moy my lbertie, but would perfozcc conſtrain me to that I cans 
not like. Bad you leſt me in Adellenas houſc, then had I net fal⸗ 
len into ſuch miſerie as ſince that I haue endured, noꝛ Allmus 
fo; his vertue haue bene bꝛought to pouertie, that being beloꝛe 
my p;ofeſſed cnenne, laing my miſcrie, it ſo mollified his heart, 
that he hath pittied me, and ſought my libertie,and oncly by cru- 
eltie, not by iuſtice, haue you ſought his oucrthzow. Then I be- 
ſerch pou leaue me here,fo2 J had rather indure the hazard cf my 
miſtoztune , then lwe to be tozmentcd with your impoztunacte, 
Lenon was ſo amazed to heare her vnkind reply, little thinking 
he had bene ſo much out of her fauour, that he could not tel what 
to ſap; ſometunes thinking to leaue her there and vtterly to foꝛ⸗ 
ſake her, but that thought was ſone overcome by his affection 
oz violent ling of deſire to emoy her loue : that once againe he 
ſaid ; Why Arteſia do pou regard my god will no moꝛe, then 
foz my paincs, to yerlde mc rebukes : and fo2 my loue, diſdaine ? 
That J cauſed you to be bꝛought from A dellenas houſe, was, 
fo; that being there pou were ſubtect to many miſſoꝛtunes. And 
if I imparſoned Al'inns , it was fo2 that J ſuppoſed him your 
enemy, and fcared he wold haue done you wong: ſo that whats 
ſoener J did with intent of god,you repay me with viſlike:4 con⸗ 
uert all my doings to the woꝛſt meaning: wherein you ſhewe 
pour ſelte to cruell, that will not pa d me the leaſt fauour foz my 
conffant loue. O Arteſia be not ſo hard hearted. Arteſia not- 
withſtanding many faire pzxomiſes,vowee, and pꝛoteſtations he 
made, would not yeeld to go with him, but defired rather that he 
wouldleauchcr there. Lenon tolde her, though not fo; his ſake, 

yet 
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pet fo; her lałetie, it were beſt foz her to got: which ſaid, he tom⸗ 
maunded his ſeruants to place her in a Lutter. Thich when ſhe 
ſaw: ſhe muſt needes do, ſhe called to Ornarus, ſaping: Gay 
Palmer go along with me, that fo2 thc kindneſle you haue ſhows 
en in pꝛeſeruing my life, map yeeld you ſome recompente. And 
(quoth ſhe, to Lenon, I requeſt nothing of you fo2 my (clic, but 
fo: this ſtraunge Pugrun, who when by the ſtone the thip was 
calt away, I readic to periſh, taught me out ofthe water and pꝛe⸗ 
ſerued my life: and do not foz his god will to me, vic him as you 
did my deare Syluian, whom you bantth<d,fo2 that ſhe pzeſerued 
my life from my vnkind vnckle , with that ſhe wept excerdingly. 
Then Len on aſked Ornatus what he was, Fam quoth he) as 
you ſz, a Pilgrim, that was fozccd to come aboꝛd the Pyꝛates 
ſhip, and (amongſt thc reſt was ceadie to periſh, but that by the 
dune pꝛouidence, J was oꝛd uned to pꝛeſcrue that vertuous 
Damſels life. Foꝛ that deed quoth Le non, J will reward you 
mot kindly : thereſoꝛe go along with vs Then they all departed 
to the Court. Lenon pꝛeſentiy cauſed Arrelia to be lodged in a 
molt ſumptuous place of the Court. appointing diuers Damſels 
to attend her, thinking by thoſe meanes to win her to conſent to 
lou: him: but all pzoucd vaine, his care was caſt away, his colt 
to little cff:t,and his kindneſſe vnregarded. Foꝛ Arteſia was 
lo conſtant to Ornatus, that ſhee hated Lenon: her heart was 
wholly imployed to wiſh his god, and Lenon ill. Foꝛ ſhe deter⸗ 
mined neuer to loue him, though ſhe were aſſured of Ornatus 
death: that ſhe ſpent her tune un continuall care 2 ſadneſſe, ſhews 
ing no ſigne oftop, no ſhewe of comfo:t, but euen as one that re⸗ 
garded no reſt, noꝛ toke felicitie in any thing, that Lenon both 
admired the ſame , and labourcd by many mcanes to alter that 
humour: but the moꝛe he ſought to pleaſe her, the moꝛe ſhe was 
diſpleaſed: and moze diſcontented at his kindneſſe then any thing 
elſe. In this ſoꝛt ſhe continued many daes, without the leaſt 
ſhewe of alteration. 

Ornatu; all this while remaining in the Court, making the 
caule ofhis ſtaie to recciue Lenons pzomiſed reward, whereas 
® 3 indxd 
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inderd he ſtaied to ſe what would become of Arte ſia o Ly what 
meanes to get her from thence. To cffea which, he ſawe no polſt⸗ 
ble meancs, noꝛ could in many dayts come to ſee Atteſia, which 
filled his heart with griefe: only comfoztcd hum ſelf with ri mem⸗ 
bang her conſtant loyaltic. And one day being by himſelie alone, 
he entered into theſe cogitations. Orne tus thou haſt remaincy 
many dapes in this place, kept from thy Leue, and ſaught no 
meanes to (ct thy heart at reſt,o2 her at ubertie. Dot thou make 
no moꝛe account of her loue, then to attempt nothing to attaine 
the lame: 02 are thy ſpirits of no moꝛe comage * then they will 
do nothing: thy wit ſo ſhallow, thou canſt deuꝛſe no ſtratageme, 
oꝛ thy mind ſo cowardly, thou dareſt not rcuenge the wꝛorg Le · 
non doth ther? NAhat though he be the Pꝛince and herre of this 
land, is not both he and his father hated, ruling by vſurpation, 
and with crucltie, not with iuſtice, hath ſought the downfall of 
thy houſe 2 Can Artctia thinke either valour oꝛ vertuc to reſt in 
the, when (he hall know how ncare thou art her for, but dareſt 
not touch hint? will ſhe not eſterme the a cotvard and viiwothte 
to emoy her loue? Na when ſhe kneweth this, will ſhe net alter 
her louc? Why ſhouldſt not thou ſecke thr owone content, though 
if be with his diſcontent 2 thou art cuery way as cod as he by 
birth, though he now rule the land: hath net thy ſather ſaid, that 
his father was but a Captaine in the lait Bungs daycs , and by 
treaſon put his lawfull King to death, and ſo wanne the 1nic ? 
Then Ornatusremuc thy fpirites , ſame not drfinated with any 
daumger, feare not miſioztune,ſocke to rclcaſe thy Loue, and ven» 
ture thy lite thercin: ſoꝛ lunng thus thou ſhalt be depꝛiul d ol her 
loue. Lenon will by foꝛte oꝛ faire nicancs ouerceme her, and 
then mailt thou blame this delaic. The Bing is ncw ſicke, and 
he being dead, Lenon muſt ragne, who then may do what he 
liſt. Then take the aduantage of the tune, and do rot fruſtrate thy 
bleſſtd hopes with ſlothfull delaie. Mauing ended this meditati⸗ 
on, he then vegan to ſtudie hew to perfo2me his wil: wherem he 
found many contrarieties. But pzelently he beheld Lene n ente⸗ 
ring the Court, beloꝛe whom he Cod lo oppoſite , that he cculo 

not 
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not chuſe but note him, and withall remenibꝛed hewe carncily 
Arteſia had intreated hun on the Pilgruns behalfe, whome he 
thought che cſteemed, and therfoze ſuddenly this cogitation aroſe 
un his fancie , to vſe hum as an inſtrument to win her loue : that 
calling Orna'us vnto him, he (ard ; Pugrime, J pay the blame 
m2not fo; foꝛgetting to prfozme my p2omiſe made to Arteſia 
as concerning the, which J haue not neglected foz want of god 

will, but by reaſon 07 thouſands of cares that daily tozment me, 
only pꝛocured by her vnkindacſle: but it thou wilt vndertake on 
my bchalfe to perſwade her to peld to my ruſt requeſt, fo2 that J 
thunne thou maiſt pzcuaile with her abcue any, J will not onely 
reward thy fozmer kindneſſe fo ſhewen to her, but alſo foz thy 
pai.1ts herein, pꝛomote thee to high dignitie. CThereldꝛe J pꝛay 
thx giue conſent ta follow my counſel herein. Ornatus was wil: 
ling to be imploped in that buſinoſle, which fell out accozding to 
his hearts deſire: and th :yſo2e made him this anſwere. Hy No- 
ble Loꝛd, foꝛ that I perceiue pour intent is god, 3 will be readie 
to follow pour directions, and do pou any ſexuite J can: wherein 
J know not whether J ſhall pꝛoue foztunate oꝛ no: but aſſuring 
you that J will deale both faithfully and cffecaally in that which 
I thall vndertake. 

Lenon was as glad as he, that he pœlded to do that which he 
thought leaſt to perfozme:and therfo;e pꝛeſentip gaue command, 
that the Pilgrim onelp ſhould haue her in cuſtodie. Arteſia mars 
uelled that her keepers were chaunged , miſdoubted ſome intent 
of hard vſage,but ſceing it was the Pulgrum that now had her cu 
ſtodie, her heart was comfozted,

f How Ornats: had the cuſtodie of Arteſia: how he diſcovered 
* himſelfe vnto her ; how Allhau and Traſus arriued in Ar- 
menia, and gat the King to ſend Ambaſſadors into Phry=

Rnatus at his firſt comming, found her ſit- 
4 | ting in the darkeſt coꝛner ofthe Chamber, 

bewayling her miſcoztune, with ſalt tearcs 
bedewing her purple chaks: her oꝛnaments 
diſoꝛderly put on, and her goldẽ trelſes han⸗ 
ging careleſlp downe, which added Lewtie 
to her ſwerte bewiie, and though diſoꝛdered, 
molt comcly. Leaning her arme vpron a 
Chaire, and her checke laide vpon the backe ol her hand: when 
he bcheld her ſifting in this diſcemfoztable ſoꝛt, his hart was rca- 
dy to melt with remozſe:and he bꝛeathed fozth ſo bitter a ſigh, that 
thc heard the lame, which he perteiuing came towards her with 
humble behamour, ſaying, Moſt vertucus Ladie, pardon my 
pꝛeſumption, in pꝛeſuming thus bumaunerly to interrupt your 
quict:Lenon the Pʒince hath appointed me to be your attendant: 
therefo2e I beſeech you, notwithſtanding J am his ſubſlitute, 
commaumd me in any dutiſull (ozt, and J wif moſt willingly un- 
ploy my vttermoſt mdcuours to purchaſe pour content. Ar teſia 
raiſing her ſcife from the ground, ſaid. Pilgrim J thanke you fo: 
your kinde p2ofer, and am glad you are my keeper, fo: two cau⸗ 
ſes, one, foꝛ that J truſt your vertues will not ſuffex mc to be in⸗ 
iured, the other, fo2 that I weuld heare out your diſccurſc of m 
deare friend Ornatus, which J was hindꝛed from by Lenons 
ſuddainc finding me. Ladie, quoth he) you ſhalbe aſſured ot the 
one, and heare moꝛe ofthe other, if firſt you will vouchſafe with⸗ 
out offence,to hear my ſperch, and ſtiffer me to crecute the charge 


' Lenon hath giuen me, and J haue vndcrtaken, Thy what ts 
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that /quoth Arteſia) IJ will not be cffended 2 Lenon hath made 
knowne to me his loue, and how long, and with what conſtancie 
it is grounded, commaunding and intreating me in his behalfe to 
become an humble ſuter vnto pen : he telleth me that ſtil you vn⸗ 
cently diſdam hun witheur cauſt , reaſon, oꝛ conſidceration. Ther- 
(032 Fhunvly difire, beth loꝛ that he is ton ſlant, a Pꝛince, and 
o god and vertucus gifts, veclde to his louc, oꝛ elſc to ſatiſfic me 
of the chiekeſt reaſons that with hold you from the ſame, Pilgrim 
qquoth ſhe fo; that my minde perſwadeth me, you in wiſcdeme 
will conceiue of reaſon, and will be faithfull in concealing that 
which J ſhall diſcloſe: J anſwere pon thus. Firſt,admit Lencn 
did loue ine (yet by his vlage I finde the contrary) n92 J cannct 
lancie hun, fo2 that J alreadic haue plighted my faith to another 
1102e woꝛthie then hunſelfe, which is that moſt vertrous 4 kinde 
Gentleman Ornatus, who ikewiſe cqualleth me in affe gion: 
and therefoze I ſhould diſhonour my name, bꝛeake my faith, and 
reape perpetuall infawy , it I ſhould ſhew m ſelſe ſo incenſtant. 
Theſe I thinke are reaſons to a reaſonable creature ſuftitient, 
and of ſuch loꝛce, as none can contrad iq: and thereſoꝛe no moze 
can be ſaid therein. Beſides were not all this ſo, yu haue no reas 
ſon to perſwade me to that which J hauc ſo often denied, and 
will neuer peeld vnto. Your reaſons indeed(quoth he are great, 
and the cauſe ſuch as ſhould no way be violated: but new ycu 
arc ſubica to his mercie : and he may infs:ce yon to that which 
you are moſt vnwillung to haue denc: then what remedie haue 
vou, but rather to yeelde, then indure ſuch crtremitie as he may 
vſe? Ves quoth ſhe when J can pꝛeſeruc my ſelle no lenger from 
his luſt, death ſhall rid nic from his power, which J will execute 
vpon mp ſelfe, rather then condiſcend to yeeld him ſo much as an 
outward ſhewe ol fauour. Therefoꝛe J pꝛay vſe no moꝛc woꝛds 
tending to the bꝛeach of mp faith, and further ance ol his leuc, fo2 
linew you but how hate full his name were vnte me, and howe 
odious to thinke ol his doting leone , you would of putie de ſiſt to 
toʒment me with the ſound of that omnious monſter, but rather 
lake to comfozt my dilireſſed tſtate, and poze pining 3 
N me 
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moſt dꝛowoned with ſoꝛrow : being moꝛe vnfoztunate, then euer 
any was by theſe afflicions, and the loſſe of my deere Ornarus, 
whoic pꝛeſence ſhould relcale me from this thꝛaldome, and labo- 
rinth ol diſcontent. Ol whom ik you can tell ine any tidings, bes 
leech you unpart them vnto me: thereby to adde comfozt to uutti⸗ 
gate my care. | 

O:narus was ſo rauiſhed to heare her vtter (ach heauenly 
ſperches, that he had much adw to refraiae from unbꝛacing her: 
vttering theſe ſpeeches. Dow happie is Ornatus by attaining the 
touc of ſo vertuous and conſtant a Ladie,wozthy to be admired, 
cternized, and foꝛ euer honozed? what comſoꝛt may theſe pleaſing 
wo2ds bꝛing to his heart: NAhat tozment can he not account plea⸗ 
ſurc, umdured fo2 ſo (weet a Ladies ſafctie 2 and what panes ſhuld 
he refuſe to pꝛocure her ſwert content: O Arte ſia, diuine Arteſia, 
Ornatus is not able to expꝛeſſe his content, noꝛ pour deſert: vna⸗ 
ble to retompence your kindnelſle, and eucrlaſtingly bound to you 
in all firme bands of faithfull lopaltie, In pour heart is the harboz 
of true lopaltie, grounded vpon vertnous loue. Then how happis 
is he by being inriched, and polſeſt ol ſuch a loue? Mis reward is 


greater then his paine : his pleaſure moze then euer his ſoꝛrowe 


could be:and his gaines a thouſand tunes beyond his lofle, Why 
ſhuld I then conceale the truth ol his ſafctie lrom you? With that 
he ſaid : Behold Arteſia, your Ornatus: with that he diſcouered 
himſclt vnto her, and ſhe perfectly knew him. Being almoſt ama- 
zed with that hcaucnly ſight: when with a ſweet behamour , they 
both imbꝛaced each other, intermingling their kiſſes, with teares 
of iop, that in abundance diſtilled from their eyes, lurfettung ſo 
much in that ſwerte delight, that they were loath to part, but that 
fear to be eſpied, compelled them. Taking ſuch exceeding comfozt 
in each others pꝛeſence, as is not to be expꝛeſt:withal, vſing many 
kindneſſes vſuall betwirt faithful friends, to expꝛeſſe their top,hee 
ſometimes imbzacing her, x ſhe ag une with a ſwert kiſſe, welcõ⸗ 
ming him, being ſo many, ſo kinde, and hartie, as wold aſk a ſkils 
full deſcriptiõ. At laſt haun ſomewhat recreated themſelues, and 
with lodaine toy banniſht ſome part of their care, they thought it 
time 
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time to ſtudie how to pꝛocure their happineſſe, leaſt y ſame might 
ag aine be croſt by Le non. Uho by that time expeded to heare 
from hun. Therfoꝛe Ornarus ſaid; My moſt deare and kind Ar- 
te ſia, by whoſe loue my life is pzeſcrued, am not able to expꝛeſſe 
the ioy my heart concciucth, by this foꝛtunate meeting , bering 
lilie wiſe as ſoꝛy to thinke of the miſſoꝛtunc ron haue indured by 
my careleſſe cucrſight, and how to get ycu from this place, and 
from Lennons affection , whom I know to bee ot ſuch vncuull a 
diſpe ſition, that he will lc aue no dio all meanes vnattempted to 
further his intent. 

Thereſoze in this vꝛgent ertremitie, i pou wil be contented to 
eſteeme me as your friend, and follow my dirccions, J will laboz 
ail that I can to get you from this place. My true friend Orna- 
tu ( ſud Atteſia 3 haue dedicated my felfto pour diſpoſition, and 
made my ſelfe all one with vou, both in heart, body and minde, 
that whatiocucr you would wiſh your ſelf, vou do to me, whatſes 
euer pleaſeth you, cannot diſpleaſe me,foz I am your (cif:therfoze 
Jconumt all things to your wiſedome , reſt to be ruled, counſcl⸗ 
led and oꝛdered by you, in whatſocuer you ſhal think conucnicnt: 
and will do any thing you ſhall counſaile me vnto, both foz our 
eſcape from hence,o; otherwiſe : accounting my bliſſe yours, and 
pours mud, your care mine, and pour quiet, my content, 

Lenons loue is moſt hatefull vnto me, and imuric to you, then 
what means can you wozk to ridde me of that, and re uenge your 
owne wꝛong, perfoꝛme, foꝛ mv conſent is readie to peeld to ary 
thing you ſhall thinke conuen ent. 

J moſt humbly thank you,ſaid Ornatus, and firſt J think this 
is the beſt courſc,to pꝛecure my god liking with hun, and to ru 
vs frem hence, that at his ncit tem ming, cu ſhjc we alittle moze 
friendly coumte nance vnto hum, then heretefoze rowhane don, as 
ſhali beſt agret with ycur wiltteme, and he peret nung tat my 
ſermice hath done moze fo2 him then cuer he could attaine , will 
not onely credit me, but alſo be ruled by nice in any thing J Call 
tounſaile him vnto. Which if yeu will perſoꝛme, (tm it thereftto 
me. S der Oinatus, at your requeſt 3 wil do this,whuch others ⸗ 
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I would neuer of my ſclfe yeelde vnto , fo; that my loue to you, 
and hate to him, would not luffer me ſo much diſlemble: but J 
pap God deliuer me well from fozth of his power, that J may in 
quiet eniop your (weete campany, Chtſe ſpeeches being ended, 
they part. d with a ſweete kifſe, he ſighing,and ſhe foꝛ griele ſheds 
ding teares. Not long after Lenon came to Orratus, tequt Qing 
to know whether he had pꝛeuailed any thing with Ar teſa in dis 
behalfe? y Lozd/quoth he { hane vſcd many peiſwaſions ts 
her, which in ſome ſoꝛt haue pꝛeuailed, but hereafter J do not 
doubt by my perſwaſions, but to winne her ſull conſent: if pou 
with wiſedome will be directed by me, and not with ralhnelſe 
marre all: thercfoze goe in vnto her, but not {© ralhly, and ſee rf 
ſhe be not altered. Lenon umbzaced hun in his ar:3:cs, ſaying : 
thou bungeſt me tydings oferceeding comfoꝛt, fo2 which 7 will 


reward thee molt bountifully. Mith that he gaue him a purle de 


gold: which Ornatu toke, thinking that ſhould be a mcanics to 
further hum, and hinder the giuer. Lenon entred Artctias cham 
ber,vfing many kinde ſpxches and ſubnufle behamours,whome 
ſhe vſed moze kindly then cucr ſhe had bcfoze done, which both 
flcd his heart with toy, and made him accoꝛding to the Pilgrims 
direcions, moꝛe carefull of his behamour, leaſt by any boldneſle 
he might offend her, that hang paſt ſome (mall time with her, 
he departed. 

Now was O-natu; ſludping how to lcleaſe Arteſia , fo furs. 
ther whole intent, the occaſion thus fell out. Ailnus and Traſus 
as is befo2e ſaid, gate ſhipping foz Armenia, and arriued there 
with (afetie + firſt directing their courſe to the Kings Pallace, 
where Al inus was moſt honourably entcrtamed , being ſome⸗ 
what allied ta the King, to whome he declared both the cauſe of 
his te, and the iniurie don to him by Thæon, bing of Phrygia. 
Twain the Armenian Bing xomfozted him all that he could, 
and bad hun withall, requeſt any thing at his hands and he wold 
gragnt if hun. Allinus alle dgung many things to perſwade Tur- 
bulus to yeeld thereto , requeſted hum to ſend Ambaſſadours into 
Phrygia, either to requeſt perfozmance of certaine articles, oz 
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clſs to giue him open de llance fo; war, The articles were theſe : 
that A llinus (ſhould be reſtoʒed to his lands, and rhe dammage 
and loſſe he had ſuſt ained, ould be repaicd to the full, that his 
wife ſhould be recalled from baniſhment, and that he ſhould perle 
bp Atteſia to Allinus, if ihe ſhould be in his cuſtodie, and that 
the Bing and Lenon ſhould be wo me to perfoꝛm all this. Tur- 
bu!us was eaſily wonne, and therecfoze pꝛeſently ſent ſoure of his 
Noble men as .\mnbaTavo2s,to requeſt the perfozmance of thoſe 
conditions. No euen at that inſt int were landed in hrs gin, 
and newes therco? brought to the Court, the Bing being hum 
ſelfe ſomewhat ückly, ſont Lenon to mecte them, and giuc them 
entertainment ; who was loth to go from Arteſia ſight, but al- 
ſuring hünſelle of the Pilgrims faith , committed her wholly to 
his cuſtodie. Ornatus thought it now the fitteſt tune to ſake to 
cſt ane, but he was hindꝛed by other of Lenons ſeruants, whome 
he h.d ſecretly appointed as ouecſecrs toloke into the Pilgrins 
aan : that it was impaſſible foz hum to attempt any thing that 
way, bur if muſk needs both be diſcoucred and pꝛeucnted. Orna- 
tu ſeeing hiniſelfe diſappointco of his purpoſe that wax, made 
Arteſia acquainted with what he intended, and how he was pꝛe⸗ 
nented, ſpending the tune of Lenons abſence continually in her 
company, But hauing met the Armenian Ambaſſado2s,b2oght 
them to the Court, where they were honourably entertamed, and 
hauing declared their Emballage, T hx»on the King, tolde them 
they ſhould recewe anſwere within two dates, 

Leuon hearing the articles, counſelled his father not to yeeld 
to perſoꝛme any ſuch conditions, but rather to fend Turbulus 
deflance. Fo2 (quoth he our Maicſtie are as abſolutely King of 
Phrygia, as he of Armenia, and then what diſhonour were if 
vato vou to ſiope to his commaund, and ſhew2 your ſelfe as it 
were affraid of his th:cats? foʒ to binde pour ſelfe to this, were to 
become his ſubieu: which would ſwne be publiſhed though the 
whole woꝛld to your diſhanour, The King being ouerruled by 
his perſwſions, gaue the Ambafſadonrs this anſwere , that he 
ment not to pertoʒme the leaſt of 7 articles thcy demaunded, 
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noz feared their Uings thzcats of warre, fo that hee was able to 
deale with a mightier foe then he. Uſing many other woꝛds, and 
ſome ot rcp2oach , that the Armemans denouncing open warre 
acco;dung as they were commanded, departed.

Hon kneb that the king of Arme niawold 
— 72 perfozme his woꝛd, and chercfoꝛe gaue Le- 
N : non charac to muſter vp men thꝛoughout 
che whole land: cõmitting the chiefe charge 
A ofthe Armie and oꝛdering of theſe affaires, 
= i! vntc hun, who moꝛe hardie bold, then wile, 
D vndertoke all, and within ſhoꝛt ſpace, had 
gathered an exceeding great Armie, and furs 
niſhed certaine ſhippes, to merte with the Armenians by Sea if 
it might bee pollibie, to vanquiſh them befoze ſhey ſhoulde 
lan 


d. 

Theſe troubles filled the Commons hearts with griefe, and 
their mouths with murmurings: foz they vaverftanving that the 
king of Armenia did offer warre to Phrygia, in the behalfe of 
Allinus that was acneralle bcloued : there was fewe of thoſe 
that were pꝛeſt to thoſe warres, but came vnwillinglie, and ra⸗ 
ther by conſtramt, being moze rcadie to turne their \wa2d points 
againſt I hæon, then againſt Allinus, 

Ornarus likewiſe hearing of theſe warres, by his wiſedome 
found out the opinion of the multitude, and with what vuwllmgs 
neſſe they came tothe warres , which when hee was in ſome 
ſoꝛt aſſured off, he came to the Campe, and amongſt all — 
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reſt ofhis Familiara, eſpied Phylaſtes, who alwaies foncd him 
molt dearely , him hee knewe to bee of a moſt farthfull and con⸗ 
ſtant reſolution, in pcrfo:ming his pꝛonuſe, and was by Lenon 
appointed one ofthe cherkeſt leaders. 

Ornatuꝭ finding hun remote from the Camp, came to him, 
and after ſalutation, ſaid: Sir Phylaſtes, I am ſent vnto you by 
a deare friend of pours, named Ornatus, who truſteth ſo much in 
your vertues, that he is willing to put his life into pour hands, 
which pou ſyall hazard, in denying him one (mall fauour , which 
with ſafetie you may grant, Fut therefoꝛe, I requeſt but your 
pꝛomiſe foz your warrantie, and then J will declare what J haue 
in charge. 

My friend quoth Phylaſtes thou telleſt me newes of won⸗ 
der, when thou ſapeſt thou comeſt from Ornatus, whom J fears 
is long ſince dead: but if thou knoweſt the contrary , and canſt 
reſolue me thereof, I pꝛomiſe and ſweare to perfozme whatſoc- 
uer thou ſhalt demaund : fo2 J am ſure Ornatus knoweth 
that J loue him, no2 makcth any doubt thereof, which if hee 
do, he iniurieth that loue aud friendſhip that hath paſt betweene 
vs. 

Then kinde lir ( quoth he) that Ornatus is not dead, but in ſafes 
tie, and J am that Ocnatus , that notwithſtanding my ſpeech, 
make no doubt of your loue. 

Phylaſtes beholding his countenance , knewe him well, 
and foz toy caught hun in his armes. Py deare friend Or- 
natus Kuoth hee) J am gladde of your ſafetie , and accur⸗ 
ſed bec? my ſoule if J do not any thing that von ſhall com⸗ 
maund. 

J thanke you (quoth Ornatus to enter into the tedious 
diſcourſe of my afflictions, would be tedious : but iu few woꝛds 
I will tell you all. J-loued Arteſia long, but faund no hope noz 
meanes ts-attaine my loue „ which made me-diſginte. my ſeife 
into womans apparell , naming my ſelfe Sylurtan , and was 
foztunately ente rtained by Arbaſtus , whoſe death J tounde 
to bee acted by Floretus, who lalling into loue with mee, tolds 
mL 
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me fo; my ſake he would poyſon Arteſ1a at the Lodge, whither 
he conueyped her, J fearing to haue her taken from me, and has 
wng wonne her louc, tolde her his intent, and conut ved her to 
Adellenss houſe: then Floretus and Lenon te me thither, de⸗ 
manding her of me, whom A told J had poyſoned her, accozding 
to his counſell: we firing, were bought befoze T haxon, who 
bamlhed me into Natoha , from wherice I cane backe, ad by 
god fo2tune haue the keeping of Arteſia in this diſaviſethe mans 
ner I will tell you at moꝛe leiſure. Ncw my deare friend Ih la. 
ſtes, my deſire is to chaunge my plc ce with you, vou to haue the 
cuſtodie of Arteſia M my Palmers weedes, and JF to match into 
the field in your Armour, which if yeu graunt, ou ſhall bind me 
vnto you fo2 euer. Phylaſles peelded to fuiful his rt que ſt, and lo 
fo; that time they parted, appointung to mecte the next dap. Orna- 
tus being come to Arteſ1a,told her where he had bene, and what 
he intended, which made Alteſia ſad , diſſwaving hun from his 
purpoſe in this ſoꝛt: Hy deart Leue, what ned you venture j cut 
perſon in the daungers that are incident to war: will you le aue 
me heare in doubt, and not rather ſtaie with me tomy comſoꝛt: 
there are inough beſides and two many in the ſild, and Phylaſtes 
is able to execute his owne place: then I beſach you do not leaue 
me in diſcom foꝛt, foz how can J be veyd of care, when J ſhall 
thinke you are amonalt ſo many enemics readie to be ſlaughte⸗ 
red? Py deare Lone quoth he that which J will vo ſhalbe with- 
out any hazard at all, but (hall pꝛocure both your and mine owne 
content. Then I beſech vou remit this care fo my late tie, fo2 J 
will pzeſcrue my ſelle from daunger foꝛ your ſake. Beſides Phy- 
laſtes vertue is ſuch, that you neede not once ſo much as thinke 
anifle of him: who J know would venture his life foz my ſake. 
Beſides, ni honoꝛ vzneth me, reuenge of iniuries done to your 
ſelle and me, and my fathers ſafelie, are reaſons ſufficient to pers 
ſwade your conſent : beides many other cauſes moꝛe foꝛcwle 
then theſe, to tedious to retite. Then J beſech you denie me not: 
fo; when it ſhall be knowne that my father was in armoꝛ in the 
feld, and J in this place not regarding to aide him it wil turne to 
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my great diſhonour : and thoſe which befoze did eſteeme well of 
me, wul then begin to hate me: then let not your doubt and true 
loue to me, hinder my determination: fo2 on that mine honour, 
pour ſaſctie, and my fathers life dependeth. Are: f1a ſeeing ſhe 
could by no mcancs diſtwade him, thcught not to let hun depart 
ſo ſuddemly, but claſping her tender armes about his necke, a 
thouſand tunes kiſt his liypes, while ſt with her abundant tcares 
ſhc bedeawed his manly cherkes, Ornatus toke arcat ſoꝛrow at 
het heauincſſe, and delight in her imbꝛacings, that the contrarie⸗ 
ties of his conceits, were exceeding : plealure it ſelfe la ming moꝛe 
pleaſant inte rmingled with care, and care a plcaſurt to be endu⸗ 
red with ſuch delight. Arteſia was loth to let Ornatus depart 
that night, koꝛ that ſhe deemed he ſhould be in daunger the next 
day, and he as vnwilling to leaue her in ſeꝛrow : ſhe on the ene 
ſide ſollaciug her ſelfe in his company , and he by her kinduc lle 
making him foꝛget to depart, that befoze they were aware might 
was come and wel ſpent, and Ornatu+ then bethinking hin ſclte, 
thought it was to late to depart. And Art. a hearing him make 
a motion to bs cone, dcfired him to ſtate, And yet my deare Or- 
natus quoth (hc) de not indaunger your (cite fozn v fake, fo; 
ſhould Lenons ſetuants finde pou here, it might redound to our 
great diſquiet. On. tu like wil: well conſiderung the inconueni⸗ 
ence, tone his leaue of her, and left her ſheading abundance of 
teares. Orna ue being gone, found the (cruants awake, and wat⸗ 
chung his comming out, one ot them ſaying; Pilgrim what mas 
keth thee ſo ſaw as to court my niaiſters Lcue : Is this a fit 
tune ofthe night to be in her chamber? my Loꝛd ſhall vi derſtand 
your beh. mour, and what familiar itic is betwirt you ; we take 
yeu to be ſome countertert, elſe weuld not ſuch behamiours paſſe 
betwirt you as we hauc beheld. Zherefoze here (hall you ſtaie, 
vntilt we gure hum knt wledge of 1 cur doings and fidelitic: with 
that they lockt faſt the roze, not ſuffering h m to goc out 02 i. 
O patus by that pertemed that they had ferne the kindne die be? 
twirt him and Arteſia, which he knew if TL enon (could vnder⸗ 


land, he w. uld ſinde out what he was: thele &cuchts tret bled 
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ks heart excoedingly,that he was aſſured vnleſſe he could bec rid 
of them, there was no meanes to eſcape death, if 1 enon ſheuld 
know hum. With theſc ſtudies he ſat a god while ſilent, till bee 
perceiued them inclinde to leepe,and caſting his cyc aſide, cſpicd 
a bill hanging by the wall, to which he ſtole ſccretly, and taking 
hold of the lame, he dꝛew towards them, enti ing into theſe medi⸗ 
tations. And (hall I now commit murder, and u danger my ſoule 
by ſo hamous a ſin? what will Art eſha ſay if ſht knew thou art ſo 
blodily bent ? and that thy heart is ſo hard, as to ſhcad thine cbn 
countrep mens blod:Ornatus be wel aduiſed be foꝛe thou do this 
deed,and bcthink of ieme other meanc:auoid the danger thou art 
readie to fall into. Other meanes Ornatus, yea but what other 
meancs haſt theu, none at all, doſt thou not ſe hew they hauc bes 
trayed ther, and made thee pꝛiſoner, what then needeſt thou make 
a queſtion, to ſaue thy ſelfe, and by their deathes pꝛeſcruc thine 
owne life: which they lunng, will be indangered, and being once 
done, thou art ſafr, but by delap, thy owne life may periſh. UWith 
that litting vp his armes with moꝛc then woonted foꝛce, he ſmote 
the one on ÿ head, z beate out his bꝛames: whercuuth p other be⸗ 
gan to awake:but in his awaking, he ſtroke him ſo ful on p bꝛeſt, 
that thc bill pierſt his heart, and he laye bꝛeathleſſe ſpꝛawlung in 
his goꝛe. This done, Ornatus foũd a vawte,and into the ſame he 
tonucied their dead bod ies purpoſing neuer to rcucalc what hee 
had don. Then returning, he bethought humſelf ol keis of p dozes 
that he had th:own into p vawte with their bodies, deuiüng how 
to get out, without ſulpition of the derd he had done, y he was ins 
fo2ccd to take the bill, by maine ſoꝛce, and often ſtriuing, wong 
aſunder the locks, His minde being exceedingly afftighted with 
theſe taxes, he entred into Arteſias chaber, to ſ whether he had 
diſquieted her oꝛ no with the noile, her he foũd in bed faſt a ſlerp 
with the light ſtill burning by her beds ſide, her bet vncoucred 
downe to the waſte, and nothing to ſhzowde her from his perfect 
new, but the ſingle ſhoete, that lay careleflp caſt oucr het tender 
bodte, her armes caſt to either ſide ofthe bed, and her head lea⸗ 
ning on the one ſide, with fo werte an aſpect, as would — 
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urched a thouſand beholders, Ornatus heart was reuued to be⸗ 
hold this (wet ſight, that the remembꝛance therof had banniſhed 
all remembꝛance of his troubles paſt, and affectcv h. heart with 
incomparable delight:that he lod like one amazed, to behold her 
ſwert bewties,and to take a ſurfetting vie w ol thoſe her perfect 
ons, ſo anuably laid foꝛth. Arteſia ſedainly awaking blrſht to ſee 
him ſo nie, yet therwith moze comfozted then diſmaied ſhe caught 
he clothes and couered her ſelfe, whilcit hee fold ung his hand in 
hers, deſired pardon fo2 his boldncfle: but ſhe vic wing him well, 
beheld his pale and gaſtly countenance , which dꝛaue her into 
fcare, and rayſing her ſelfe vpꝛight in her bed, caught hun in her 
armes, aſuing what he ayled, to loke ſo pale: my deare Arteſia 
(quoth he) ſince J parted from you, I haue indured creat danger, 
and pt thꝛough a hel of calamitics, which new Þ fear not. Tlith 
that he let his head fal into her ſweet boſome, and there made the 
period of his ſpeech feeling her tender heart pant, with the moti⸗ 
ons of her troubled ſpirus. In which pallace he reſted it a god 
while , whuleſt ſhe with her ſoft had curled his tare, + with ſwert 
killeg, molliſied his lips. Aling many other kemuliarities, 4ſweete 
fauoꝛs, pꝛoceeding from the depth ot kinde (oue,wherwith Orna- 
tus Was ſo ramihed,that he not onciy tok heauenly comiozt ther⸗ 
i but alſo deſired a further content, ⁊ polle lion oi her loue, which 
he neuer befoꝛe aſked,no2 thoght ſhe wold grant, but be ing harts 
ned by the aſſurance of her loue, he vſed moꝛe bolde behatucur, 
which ſhee permitted: but at laſt growing me2e bolde then ſhee 
thougbt coucmient foꝛ her modcſſiie to pei nat, with a ki de and 
louchc behauiour, ſhe L<th blamed aud hindꝛe d him, but the mo⸗ 
tions of affcction ſo far pꝛeuailed with them leth, that he deſired, 
and (ſhe inwardlie yeelded, though cutwardiy ſher refuſed, but his 
b:hamorr , Hherowne lone, the pꝛeſent occaſion, ſo fitte opo:⸗ 
funitic,therr hearts vimtie, ard ethei Wweete intict ments, ſo forre 
pꝛeuailed, that thc ꝓceſbed vp ber viiſpotted body, pure chaſtute, 
to his poſicſucn. and the anpꝛe laon of his atic mt, diſlolued her 
Virgin zoane, giuing full intereſts of her heart cue and bodir, to 
him, that pur ſue d the poſiefſion of thoſe riches, with carnefincfe; 
Sometimes bluſhing , ſometime —_ and pet yeelding, 
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denping, and yet graunting , willing and vnwilling: yet at laſt, 
ſhe gaue that ſhc could not recall, and let hun poſſefſe her ſpotleſle 
virginttic, which being paſt, her heart panted with the nietion, 
and ſhe felt her ſences ſadde, a little repenting, pet not altogither 
ſozc : fighing fo2 ſadnelſe,and pet not (ad at all: whilſt he bathed 
bumſcife in that hauen of blifſe , paſſing the reſt of that r:1cht in 
ſuch vnſpeakable plcaſure as cannot be deſciphered. Carly the 
next mozning he aroſe , tauing his farcwell with aſweete aduc, 
leauing Arteſia ſad fo2 ſozrow , and lamenting his abſence, but 
pet with earneſt and heartie pzayers inuocating his happte ſucs 
celle: bathing her heart in lutic warme tearcs, thinkma ſhe hiv 
bene te pꝛodigall of her fauours to hun, and pet cltemng hun 
woathic of a thouſand times greater gift, if the had it in her poſs 
ſeſſion, with repentance reiopting though deenung her (clic me⸗ 
tamo2phoſe and other then (he was wont to be, being glad ſhe 
had no moꝛe company to conuerſe withall , leaſt her guilt (ould 
make her bluſh, and ſo bew2ay her fault. And when hoc us bes 
gan to lighten the Chamber with his ſplender, ſhc bid her ſelfe 
within the bed, as ik the day light had accuſed her ofthat ſhc had 
dont in the darke. Ornatus being come to the Campe, found cut 
Phylaſtes, and bꝛought him to Arteſias lodging, by the way in⸗ 
ſtrucing him how to o2der their buſineſſe when Lenon ſhould 
come. Where being entered, Pkylaſtes hauing ſaluted Arteſia, 
and a while conuerſt about their affairs , they chaunged their 
habits. Ornatus with inany a ſozrowfull ſigh taking his leaue of 
her, whilſt her heart bled warme dꝛops of blod, Ornarus againe 
tokc his leaue of At teſia, and entered the Campe, framing him⸗ 
ſelfe to ſuch kinde of behanour,thet he was of all taken foꝛ 1/1: v- 
laſtes. Acwes came that the Armenians were landed, and had 
bꝛought their foꝛces within a dayes march of Thxons Campe, 
the King aſſembled all the chiefe Leaders togither , to appoint 
cuery man his charge, and conſult what todo, Ornatus in Phy- 
laſtes ſtead, had vnder his charge foure thouſand men, whom by 
his owne ſeeking he was appointed to conuoy into a wod that 
Tod fitly to offend the enemy, and the reſt appointed tc — 
its | es 
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places that ſeemed fo: moſt aduantage, Ornatus hauing his ſcul- 
dtcrs alone, thought it tune to execute what he intended, end 
thcreſoze called vnto him ſuch as were Captames and chiefe vn⸗ 
der him,vitcring theſe ſperches. Fellow ſouldicrs, J would wil: 
lingly vtter my mind which is troubled in ſome ſoꝛt with remem⸗ 
b ince of the iniuries Allium hath alrcadic cauſcleſiy indin ed, 
againſt w om now we addꝛeſſe our (clues to fight : wherein in 
my nnad we deale vmuſtly:foꝛ he was neuer traytoꝛ to his coum⸗ 
trey, noꝛ now comm-thto diſturbe the land with opp2: ſſion, but 
only to clume his own inheritance and nbertie, which our (clues 
do permit: therefo:e J thinke it beſt befoze we d2awe our wea⸗ 
pons, to conſider againſt whom we dꝛawe them, and whome we 
offend, one that toucth vs, his Countrey and people, and would 
not willungly (head a dꝛop of our blod, Now if J could find a res 
medic foꝛall tij:, which ſtandeth with cquitie would you follow 
ind directions: Whth that they all at once ſaid, they weuld be ru⸗ 
led by him. Chen he ſaid, I h:eon that is now our Bing, deſtroy⸗ 
ed all his kamilie, and ſuch as are in any degree neare to hun in 
blod, the laſt of whom 13 Allnus, whoſe btter rinne he now ſer⸗ 
keth, not by iuſtice, but that neuher he noꝛ any of his pꝛogenie 
ſhould hinder his ſucceſſion, Therfoge if you wil follow my coim⸗ 
ſell, wFen the arnucs are met, let vs not offer to offend the Ar- 
meaians, but keeye our ſelues from fight, vntill Lenon affrigh- 
ted therewith , and fearing the peoples reuolt , wall peraduen- 
ture yo&!d to perfozme the articles the Armenian Embaſſadoꝛs 
demaunded : and by this meanes ſhall wee reſtoze Allinus 
to his right, ſaue the cffuſion of blood, and pet not wꝛong our 
reputation The people hearing his ſpeeches, generally gauc their 
conſent: crying, Phylaſtes, Phylaſtes. With that Ornatus be⸗ 
ſtowed the golde among them that Lenon had befoze giuen him, 
which pꝛeuailed with the multitude exceedingly, Ornatus hauing 
effected this accoꝛding to his deſire , went vnto the Armenian 
Campe, deſiring to ſpeake with Allinus the Generall, to whom 
he declared wha! he intended in his behalfe, not diſconering hun 
to be other then Phylaſtes. Foz which Allinus yeelded himmany 
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hartie thanks. VAhueſt Ornatu was abſent, a Captaine named 
Ortonus,dzawne by deſire of reward, and aboue the reſt faucu⸗ 
ring Lenons partie, ſtole from the wad, and temming into the 
Campe to Lenon, bewꝛaped what Phylaſtes intended, and hew 
that hee was now gone to the Armenian Campe, to conter with 
Allinus. 

Lenon hearing that, thought it beſt, not to ſend fo2 hum by wears 
rant, but amonaſt the reſt, to aſſemble hum to councell: and lo that 
eſfea, ſent a Herault. Ornatus being returned, had krowledge of 
the generall allemblie, and willinghe went, little ſuſpt cing what 
Lenon intended, and being entred the Cap, and Lenons tent, he 
was beloꝛe all the eſtates, by a Herault arreſted of high treaſon, 


Ornatustht thought his intent was bewꝛaied, demanding what 


they could lay to his charge: N here vpon Ortonus befoꝛe them 

all, declared wha he had done, which he could not denie, vppon 

which accuſation, he was pꝛeſently ſent to the Court, and there 
unpuloned, 
CHAP. XV. 

How Ornatas vas delivered out ot priſon, and carried Arteſia 
fromthe court. How Ornatas in a ſingle combat ouercame 
Lexon,and cauſed Theons (hight, And how Arteſia to elcape 
Thon, ſled to Adeſlenaes houlc. 


The newes of Ornatus impꝛiſonment was 
7! (one blazed though the whole camp, court, 
and country,+ atlaſt came to Arteſias heas 
ring, who with excerding lamentations bes 

I wailedhisnuſfoztune, but Phylaſtes coms 
ming vnto her, cõſoꝛted her all that he ceuld, 
> pꝛomiſing to ſet O1natus at libertie ifquoth 
he\at — nert comming, vou will requeſt his ſignet, to keepe 


as his warrant fo2 your ſafetic. The next day the ui mies ſheuld 


meete, and therefoze Lenon that night viſited Arteſia finding het 
verp ſad, demanding the cauſe thercek: my Loꝛd quoth ſhe, how 
tan 
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can I be otherwiſe then (ad,when J am ready cucry houre fo fall 
into moꝛe miſerie, not knomuig whither your life map be uidan⸗ 
gered by thele warres, and J thereby ſubicet to ſome miſcoꝛtune. 
Tyeretoꝛe in ſigne pou loue me, grant me pour ſignet, ſo bec in 
warcant and pꝛunledge, againſt all imuric i may be effered me: 
with v ſhe kuſt him, which (he had neucr befoze done, not dꝛawne 
by an? 422 vill, but with deſire to helpe Ornatu. Lenon heart 
w is ſo cucrcome, that he pꝛeſenily gaue her the fame , LTaring 
ſometime with her, intreaung her con ſent to his louc. He was no 
ſwier gone, bnt Phy laſte taking the ring of Arteſia, went vnta 
the plate where Ornatus was, ind comnung to the Gayler tolde 
him that he muſt debucr Phy'aſtes to his cuſtodie , ſhewing him 
th: Punces ſig et, as his warrant, the gailer ſoring the ſame, and 
knowing thr! the Pugrum was ok great credit 4 truſt with Ic: 5, 
m e no doubt, but pzeſentp deliuered Ornaru; vato hunt: both 
departing togither, to Arlelia, who ſceing her beloucd ſo foztus 
natelp deluered, ſhead tearcs ol iop fo2 his cſcape. Aſter ſalutati⸗ 
is in the kind eſt ſoꝛt paſt, Ornatus declared what he intended, 
and how hc was betrayed by Ortonus. Phylaites then counſc!s 
led Ornacucy that night to canucy Arteſia from thce, vnto ſome 
place of better ſecuritte , who ſomc times thought to carrie her to 
Adellenaes houſe, but he thought Lenon wold miſdoubt 5; place, 
at laſt he concluded to conney her to her caſtle, where Arbvaſtu; 
het father dwelt which was ſtill kept lo her vle, by certaine or her 
tathers ſeruants. Both Arteſia Phylaſtes liked this well, and 
therefoꝛe leauing the court, thep departed thitherwards, Arteſia 
not wynted to trauell, caulo (ſcarcely indure to holde out, but by; 
their help, they arriued there at midnight, knotking, awaked the 
poꝛʒter, who lw'itng ouer the battlemets, demanded who was be⸗ 
low at that varcaſonable time ofthe night? Py friend quoth Or- 
natu it is Atteſiathat commeth in time of her moſt nerd, foꝛ har- 
bo2 in this place. The Poꝛter viewing her well by the bꝛight 
light Scyithia, new her, aad calling vp the reſt of his fellowes, 
came runnuig dobon, and opened the gate, where he and the reſt, 
recctued her in with great top, 
Ornatu: 
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Ornatus was glad of this happi6 cſcape, but yet erte ding ſad 
that he could not aſſiſt his father againſt Lenon, but that he niuſt 
perfoꝛce be abſent from his reſcue, which filled his hart with ſuch 
care, that all that night he could take no ri ſt, and though hc cn- 
toped Artelias company without controll, he could hart oꝛ ro reſt 
oꝛ quact to his diſtempered thoughts: that Phylaites demar;d-o 
the cauſc of his ſadneſſe. My aſſured friend hy laſtes quoth he) 
the remembꝛance of my fathers eſtate, and fearc of his miſhap, 
maketh me thus ſad, and griefs excerding tounent pc ſſe ſeth me, 
that 3; cannot be pꝛeſent to aide him agunſt Lenon, that by co⸗ 
wardly malice, not with valout , will ſecke his rune befoze ep 
others. O were J but pꝛeſent to defend him, theugh I ended 
none, my heart would be at quict. Arteſ a heat ing his ſpeches 
ſaid; God Ornatus do not againe hazard pour ſelfe. as i cu late- 
ly did: foꝛ had not feꝛtune and Pky)aftes wiſetcme aſuſied vs, 
both your life, and with it mme, had bene call way, Pydeate 
Atteſia / quoth he that miſſoztunc hath taught me u iſeteme, 
and by remembꝛing it, | wil l: arnc to cſchue lich u iſchu c 
know whom z truſt : therefoꝛe I beſœch yeu, ararit J may ence 
againe go to do my dutie in ayding my fathcr, which I will ne w 
do without daunger , fo2 that J wil make r.enc pꝛuac to that J 
intend, no2 attempt moꝛe then 3 am able te perfeame, Aurchia 
ſeeing how fully he was bent to goc, p2tfird his wil! beto2 her 
owne drſire, knc wing her duue mot to contratact, but to ccumſell 
hum, and therefoꝛe ſaid; p deare Oru-. tus my ditic b indeth 
me to tonſent, but my louc vu illith me to denic: feare ot your mals 


- hap maketh me vnwulng , but will to lu fil your di fire, make th 


me giue an vnwilling conſent: oficly let me requifl this,that yeur 
Will take Phy'afte. m your cempany, and leauc we to the cuſto- 
die ol my ſeruants, whole fidelitic F am aſſured of: [c:h.uvng 
hun with you, his aide and ccunſcll may much avallc te p 2: (crue 
your life, which if you loſe as heauens fo;bid)u ith the ſane ſhall 
nine cxpire: fo21t is unpoſuble Arteſia ſhould L:cathe , Ornarus 
being bzeathlcfle, Ornatus with a frwe teares that ty excaTiiig 
greete were wzong from his heart, participated her (.r.crits, 
Tuff 
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Firſt requeſting the ſeruants tobe tareſull ot her god, and then 
without delate, both furhiſhing himſelfe und Plrylaſſes, with rich 
armoꝛ and hoꝛſe, of which there was great choyce in that C Alle: 
and fo: that the day began to appeare, they thought it time tu de⸗ 
part, leſt their comming from thence might be viſconcred, There 
might one behold ſozrow at parting in his right ſo me, hart· bꝛea⸗ 
king ſighes, b:eathing ſad farewels, and (ozrowfull teares at ſo 
lad aparting , when their lips were parted, their hands Cill faſt, 
their hands diſiopnd, then their voyces oſtentunes bttering that 
woful woꝛd, farewell: and when they were paſt hearing, their 
epes vnwillinglp leaning each others light, he being without la⸗ 
king backe, and ſhe within loking after, ſo long as ſhe could per- 
ceiue the glimering glance of his bzight armoꝛ, and he being paſt 
ſight ol her, with watry eyes behsldig the place of her abode, 
thus parted they, as if they had parted neuer to mecte.D2awing 
nigh the armies, they beheld them met and in hot fkirmiſh, ſtan⸗ 
ding ſtill a god ſpace to fee to whether partie it was likely the vic⸗ 
fqzie would incline : and in the ende they beheld the Armenians 
begin to retrait, and Lenon with T hxon his father in the midſt 
of the thꝛong, making exceeding laughter,and p2oud of their der⸗ 
med conqueſt : which let Ornatus heart on fire , that he ruſht a- 
menglt the thickeſt of his Countrey men, vet not once offering a 
blow,no2 ſheading a dꝛop of the blood he loued, but onely making 
way to come to Lenon , which made them not offer to ſtay his 
paſſage: but admiring what he was, let him go free; after whom 
Phvlaſtes haſted. The ſonldicrs ſeeing theſe two newe come 
Ln:ghtes offendnone, admired what they ſhould he, not one of 
them all offering a blow becauſe they offered none. By this time 
Ornatus was come to the place where Lenon was, who euen 
then 4not befoze had met A llinus, betwirt whom many blowes 
and ſome wounds were giuen and reteiued, but Allinus had the 
wozft by reaſon of his age. Ornatus knowing his father by his 
armour,came betwtrt them with his ſwoꝛd dzawne,ſaying; Le- 
— hank let age goe free, and let thy youth cops with 
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Therfoze as thou art the kings fon, a knight, and honozell arma, 
gine o2der by thy Yeranif , to ſtay the furie of the battailes , till 
thor and J haue tryed our valours, otherivile this knight and J 
haue vowed to hunt ther from place to place, and ncuer giue o⸗ 
uer, vntill we haue ſpilt thy blood. 

Lenon hearing this champions pond challenge, ſaid: It 
thou art a knight, a gentleman as J am, and canſt ſhew wherein 
IJ haue wꝛonged ther, J will anſwere thee, otherwiſe know, that 
I ſcoꝛne ther, although J know my ſelfe of ſufficient ſtrength to a⸗ 
bate thy haughty pꝛeſumption, were it neuer ſo great. With that 
two heraults were (ent from either general, to part the ſouldiers, 
which done, Ornatus befoze the open aſſemblie ſaw, Lenon,firſt 
Aſay Jam a Gentleman, as abſolute and as god as thy ſclfe; 
Paince Jamnonc,netthcr art thou by right, but that by tyꝛannie 
and vſurpation thou holdeſt the ſame, J come as Arrcſias cham 
pion, to challenge thee of dillopaltie, as the outrages thou haſt c6- 
mitted, by deteuung her libertie, do manifeſt, I challenge ther fo; 
doing ininſtice againſt Al mus, whom thou withholdeſt frb his 
right, vy trecherous malice. I challenge ther, as a partaker of Ar- 
baſtus death, fo; that thou ſaffereſt and vpholdeſt his murtherer 
Floretus Þhath deſerusd death. I challenge the ſoʒ oppzcfli laid 
bpon this whole land. And laſtly,foz detaining Ornatus lwing, 
Who neuer was impeached of treaſon: and therfoꝛe, if thou dareſt 
anſwere my challenge, I am here readie , otherwile, J here pꝛo⸗ 
nounce thee foz a toward, miſcreant, not woꝛthie to bear arms, 
Lenon made this replie. Being accuſed by a ſtranger, without 
cauſe,J regard it not, and being iudge my ſelfe , will not by thee 
be aduwged: but ſoꝛ thy pzoude challenge, J will anſwer the as 
little regarding what thou canſt do, as thou boaſtingly doſt vant 
of thy valoz.Therfoze euen now befoze J depart, J will without 
delay, abate thy haughtineſſe, though thy accuſations are mani⸗ 
feſtly falle: fo2 3 both lone and eſteeme Arteſia as dearelie as 4 
do my lclfe : my title to the crowne.4s wit : fo A llinus he is both 
a trajtoz at home, aud abzoad ; firſtin cauſing his complices to 
lache my fathers life ; and laſtlie, ISA

bands, to deſtrov this country, Fo2 Floretus pardon it is mertie, 
not muſtice. As ſoꝛ cpp2ciſion don to Oinatus, all know, I neuer 
unuried him: but it he take the witice that is don to his trautorbus 
father, as done to him, J cannot helpe that: but reuenge it thou, 
ſince thou art his champion. Ornatus had much ado to ſtay to 
h:arc out his ſpœech, which galled him to the very hart, that wth- 
out ſpc aking a woꝛd moze, he ſmete at Lenon, and Lenon with 
courage, anſwered his blowes, beginning a meſt ficrce and ſoꝛce⸗ 
able incounter, and with like furic continuing the ſame, till both 
had rccciued many wounds, and their fads began to be furious 
and madde, with the (mart of ſome ſtrokes that uuſt their righf 
ayme. 

Ornatus calling to remẽbꝛante, ſirſt the iniuries he hadrecemed, 
andy Leno and none elſe, could diſpoſſeſſe him of Arteſias loue, 
and mann other wꝛongs he had done hun t his parents, thougbt 
now to reuenge them all, and diſpoſſeſſe Thxon ofthe Crowne, 
by Lenon death, reuiued his ſpirits with ſuch courage, that he 
began with reunued ſtrength to aſſaile Lenon, who euen then, be⸗ 
gat to ſaint, t would haue yeeldcd, but that ſhame withheld him. 
Thhich when Ornatus percciued, he thought at once to ende the 
ſtiife,th.it with one foꝛceable blow, he gaue hun ſo deep a wound 
on the right arme, where the armoz was bꝛoken away, that he let 
fall his (wozd and fell ſencelefle in his hoꝛſe necke. Ihæon per⸗ 
teiuung his ſonne in that daunger, wich his guard came ruſhing 
in z reſtued him from Ornatus ſwoꝛd, which other wiſe, had pars 
ted his head frõ his bodie. TUith this, both the armies toyned bats 

again: the Armenians with new courage ruſhing vpon their 

n:mcs,whoſe harts began lo fatle, ſeg Lenon ſoncardeath, 
which made ſuch a coniuſton among the , that they were readier 
to flie 02 pceld to Allinus,then to fight it out:that of a ſodame, the 
Armenians had ſlaine an inſinit number ot them, and all p earth 
was dyed to a purple colour, with their blood. Ornarus heart was 
vexed to ſe ſo much of his countries blod ſhead, that hee intrea- 
ted Phylaſtes to perſwade i ſouldiers to gine auer, andhunlelfe 
rode betwirt the two armies with * 7 * 
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ſtaie their furie fo; a while. Long it was befoze they would giue 
ouer, but at laſt by the Dꝛums and Trumpet ſound, having cal- 
led backe the Armenians, Ornatus placing hunſelte in the mivſt 
ol his Countrep men, that a multitude might heare him, ſaide. 

Renowmed people of Phrygia, heare my ſpech that am toꝛmen⸗ 
mented to ſee ſo much of pour blod ſhcad, the effufion whereof, J 
ſceke by all meanes to ſtop, hauing as you ſee foz the loue J beare 
fo you, not l ſted my hand againſt any of you, but onely Lenon: 
the cauſes that vꝛge me to challenge him is the mamfeſt wzongs 
he and his father hath done to your ſelucs,this Countrep, and all 
the Nobilitic : fo; the true teſtimony whereof, let euery one in- 
wardlp examine his owne conſcience, and they will not deny my 
woꝛds, but finde themſelues exceedingly greened with his oppꝛel⸗ 
ſion. Do you not (& what deſtrumion he hath bꝛought vpon this 
land? Are not almcſt all the Robilitie flame and deſtroped:? Are 
not pour liberties, gods and friends, taken from you? Js not the 
whole land in an bp;oare,and euery one dzinen from his quiet af 
home, to venture his life in the flelde, and all this fo; ſatiſtadion 
of his will and ſelfe commanad, not grounded vpon lawe no iu⸗ 
ſcice:? Examine pour conſciences, is he pour lawfull Bing ? did 
be not murther your lawfull Ring, onelp to make vou his vaflcls? 
Againe, doth Allinus ſeke to do his Countrey wꝛong: doth he 
come to oppꝛeſſe vou: doth he ſceke to abuſe your libertie? No : 
he onelp commeth to claune his poſſeſſions, by ininſtice taken 
fromhim: he commeth as vꝛged by griefe, not to ine as a bani⸗ 
Ched man, being humlelfe,his wife,childzen and familie, dꝛiuen to 
kne in miſerie and llauerie, fo the ſatiſfaction of his luſt. They g 
deſtech you gad ſouldiers, conſider well what pou do, whom pon 
defend,a traytoz: and whom pou reſiſt, a deaxe friend, that loueth 
and tendereth your liues as deare as his owne: whole eſtate the 
Armenians pitie, to whom de was neucr gratious: but his own 
Country mens harts are hardned againſt him, repaying cruc itie 
fo: his loue, and reſiſtance to withhold his right. J could alledgs 
fo many reaſons to diſſwade you from follawing Thxon: will, 
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to conceiue the right: your hearts mercifull fo pitie him, and your 
mindes apt to do iuſtice: then giue him ouer, diſcharge your 
mindes ol care, and diſburthen pour ſelues ot his oppꝛelſlion. I 
ſtand here as an Aduocate to pleade fo2 A llinus right, that hath 
indured to much wꝛong. J ſtand here as Arte ſias Champion, 
that is unpaſoned by Lenon , abuſed by Lenon; and withheld 
from her libertie by Lenom, I ſtand here to intreat you ſaue your 
owne liues, to pzeſcrue pour libertie, to execute iuſtice, and to do 
Allinus right. Then J beſach pou, laie aſide pour armes taken 
in defence of wꝛong, and turne pour hearts to pittie mnocenae; 
whereby pou ſhall ſaue many of pour liues, ſhewe pour (clues 
men that are ruled by wiſedome,not by rage: and purchaſe hbers 
tie, freedome and peace, ſoꝛ cuer. Then pou that beare the true 
harts of D hrygians, follow me, and giue ouer to follow that tſurs 
per, and ſtate ſuch ruine and deſtruction as are hke to enſue by 
pour refuſall: and let the rightfullheire poſſcfſe the Crowne, who 
will loue pou, cheriſh vou, and ſecke his Countries peace, The 
peoples harts were ſo altered with bis ſpæches, that many came 
running to him, crying, Allinus, Allinus: and the reſt that were 
not yet reſolued, ſtod in a doubt what todo. Whilſt Duke T er- 
nus commaunded his fozces to follow hun, who withdzew him- 
ſelle from the Campe,eſpymg ſo fit occaſion,dctermmed like wiſe 


not to follow I hæon longer, whom he neither hated noz loued, 


but pet eſteemed as vnlawfull vſurꝑer of that kingdome : and ra- 
ther deſiring Allinus ſhould pollefſe his right of inheritance, then 
any way willingly contradicung the ſamt: beiug as many athers 
were, fozcedto come to thoſe warres, fearing T hæon: diſplea⸗ 
ſure, who cared not in what ſoꝛt his will was perfozmed. Ter- 
nus therefozc dzew hunſelſe apart with this polltcie,that if Thæ- 
on pꝛeuailed, pet he could not unpeach him: and if Allinus had 
the beſt, pet he could not alledge that T crnus withffod him, thin⸗ 
king it the greateſt poynt of wiſedome to kepe himſelfe vpꝛight. 
I hæon had no (@ner conueped his ſonne ta his Tent, and with 
much do retouered him to his lences, but there tame a me ſſen⸗ 
ger poaſting from the Court, 8 2 n 
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two daycs (ance eſcaped out of puſon. Aud p:cſcurtiy after him, an 
other bought newes that Areſia with the pugrun, was fled, but 
ns man could tell whuher. L enon heanng the newes, became al 
molt mad, and raged ſo extreamclie, that his wounds burſt mto 
freſh blading: and to fill vp his heart with ſoꝛrow and ve ration, 
an other meſſenger from the campe, came running in, crying, 
Fhe Thæon, flie, We are betrayed tothe encuue, the lcaders cap⸗ 
tamces and ſouldiers are reuolted, and the enemie is neare at hãd 
to ſurpʒſe thee: Flie and ſaue thy life, foz thine own ſubieas haue 
left thee,and refuſed thygoucrnment, Thxon was ſo amazedend 
terrificd with fearc,that without regard of Lenons life, he fled to 
ſaue himſeife.Cnery one ſauing thoſe that were fled with Thxs 
with haſte running to their ceuolting fellows to ſaue themſelues., 
Chis news was bought to Allinus, who hearing the ſame, ard 
being paſt ſcare of I hæons rage, ſent a Yerault to Turnus, to 
know whether he were his friend, oz ſtill continued thoſe bands 
to reſiſt hun as his loc: who returned this an{wcre, that he wag 
neuer foe to hun, but alwaies wilht his god. Afterwards dilmil⸗ 
ſing his ſouldiers, and ſending euery one well rewarded, to his 
ownehouſe, hunſelfe comming backe to his Tent, where he met 
Allimas , whome her kindty ſaluted, Thither were aſſembled 
the chiefſtates ofthe land, to whom Allinus ſaid, Hy lots, ſince 
Thæont Lenon are fled, t none left but your hononrs in place 
of taſkice,with right and cqualitic to miniſter the ſame to fuch as 
bauc ſuſtained wong : J as one that haue above the grrateſt 
tofſe,commit my cauſe to your wiſeboms : you know what intu⸗ 
rics J haue indured by his malice, onelic fo2 that J ſought to (ct 
Arteſia at lbertie, that was by Lenon impꝛiſonned, and badly 
vlede requeſting nothing of you, but that which by right is mine, 
and belongeth to me by inheritance. The nobies with a generall 
aſſent, granted that he ſhould cnioy his fozmer poficfſions ; and 
that his loffe ſhould be repaid out of the Rings treaſure. 
Ornarus ſtanding by, ſaid: Þolt noble peres, vou and 
here debating matters, Whileft the cauſe of pour woe is lining, 
and farre inongh tom pelding to that you grant, who now pers 
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auenture is muſlering newe fozces,tomake fruſtrate what you 
intend,and to wozke reuenge. Which to pzeuent,gine me your 
conſents to purſue him, and he being once taken, then may xcu 
without controll, either eſtabliſh him, oz chuſe a new, that ſhuld 
by right be your king. 

Co this all the nobles gane conſent , and Ornarus with 
th:& thouſand hoꝛſemẽ, followed T hon who firſt took the green 
Foꝛtreſſe, with flue hund: ed men, who continued ftrme , wonne 
by great rewards, but hearing ofthe Armenians app;oach, vn- 
der the conduct of the ſtranger, that flue Lenon, inthe night hee 
fled with a hundꝛeth of his neareſt friends and allies , to Arba- 
ſtus calle, where he thought to line ſecure and vnknowne , fog 
that he thought his enemies would leaſt of all ſuſpea that place. 
Ve arriued there in the dead tune of the mght:but knocking, was 
denied entrance, which made him almoſt deſperate , that hee 
afſaycdto enter by foꝛte, and pzeuailed ſo, that hee gat in with 
— company , making faſt the gates againe , after 

Arteſias ſernants knowing what he was, ſome ranne ons 
way, —ͤ hun, One amongſt 
the reſt, came running into Arteſias chamber, declaring to her 
what had belallen, holw that the king had taken the caſtie. Arte- 
fa hauing not pet heard of Lenons death; noz what ſucceſfe Or- 
natus had in the campe,wzinging her hands made this lamenta⸗ 
tion. Twite hath my deare Ornatus left me in this danger, and 
þazardcd his owne life, hoping to attaine gon ſuccefſe,but cruell 
foztune hath till croſt his laudable attempts, « left both him and 
my poꝛe ſelfe, in extreame miſcrie. Now am J aſſured he is takt 
paiſoner againe,and my lelfe am like not long to go freg,foz am 
ſure thc king hath heard of my bering here, which maketh him 
come thus late. Mell, might J but be made pꝛiſoner in the 
ſame place my Ornatus "lpeth inthzalled, that J might pet en⸗ 
toy his light , then Chould J thinke my ſeife happie in mi⸗ 
ſerte,but I feare mcc to much, they wilpzualie murther him,and 
neuer let mg knowe thereof, whereby J hall bee held with long 
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Fikrated hope to ſis hum, and in the end bodeeeined. Neuer was 
pmʒe mayden bzoujht to ſuch miſe rie, noꝛ I thinke true lc uc ne⸗ 
ner croſt with ſuch bitter aduerſities, Which both he ſoꝛ me, and J 
fo; him, haue bene coMinually ſubtec vnto euer ſince our firſt ac⸗ 
quaintante. As ſhelwas ſtill continmng her laments, the ſame, 
ſeruant whole name was T hiiſtus, came running in again,ſays 
ing: Dear miſtrcfe,J haue ſound a meancs fo; your eſcape from 
hence vneſpicd,ifpou will attempt the ſame, which is without a- 
my daunger at ail, Neuer tell mc what it is quot ſhc\but be thou 
my guide and 3 will follow thee: foz J will attempt any thing to 
eſcape from him, Then (quoth he feare nothing, but follow me. 
Thentoke he her by the hand, leading her cnt ol that rome into 
adarke entrie, where by reaſon ofthe night, there appeared not 
the leaft glimſe of light, and thꝛough that mto many back romeg 
and vnfrequented places of the Caſtie,vntil he came to a poſtern 
gate which he opened, and after he was ont , ſhut the ſame faſt 
againe,ſaying. Now miſtreſle yon are out ofthe Caſtle, and paſt 
fcare ofthe Ring, who litle knoweth you can paſſe out this way, 
therefoze J p2ay tell me whither J ſhall condnc you? J thanks 
thee god Thriſtus quoth ſhe, ſoꝛ this thy god aſſiſtance, foꝛ which 
JI will one day bethankfull vntothe, and now J p2ay ther direct 
me to Adellenas houſe, who is my faithfull friend, and wil rather 
die then diſcouer me. This ſaid chey began their iournep, which 
was but ther myles, and therefoꝛe they ſone onercame the ſame, 
euen by the moznings light arriuing at the wiſhed place. Adcl- 
lena hearing ſome knocke at the gate,commarmnded her mayd to 
to riſe to ſee who it was, the Damſel comming downe,befoze ſhe 
would open the gate aſked who was there? Arteſia knowing 
her voyce,ſaid ; It is Arteſia, god Anna let me in. Tlith that the 
Damlel opened the gate, conducting her to her miſtrefſe Cham · 
ber, who eſpying her, was ſo ſurpaſed with top, that ſhe unbꝛa⸗ 
cingher , ſhed abundance offeares,ſaying : Welcome my deare 
Arteſia, J was afraid Jſhould neucr hate ſcencyon againe,you 
haue bene ſo long time abſent, Jndeed(quoth ſhe)J haue bin long 
S 1 ol 
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-impoztance to tell thee, which J will fozbeare to ſpeake of vntill J 

haue refreſhed my ſelfe, fo2 care and trauell hath made me cxcex- 
dingly weary. Chen Adelle na bought her into a ſwel and pleas 
ſant Chamber, wherc ſhe lade her downe to reſt, 


C HAP. XVI. 
How Orvats: ſurpriſed T heon in Arbaſius Caltle , who was 
ſlaine by one of lus owne ſetuants. 


#=7] Rnatus hearing the Ring had taken ß green 
S Foꝛtreſſe, be ſet the ſame round with hoꝛſe⸗ 
men, who toke certain ofthe Bings follows 
ers, that being bzought beſoꝛe him, fold him 
the Bing was fled with ſome hundꝛed in his 
ccmpan to Arbaſtus Caſtle, which when 
he heard, without delay he rode thither, fea- 
1 ring leaſte Thezon getting in and finding 
Arteſia, ſhould offer her ſome iniurie: he was no ſorer come, 
but he found it (o: foz he was denied entrance, no2 could ſ& one 
of Arteſias ſetuants whom he left as keepers of the ſame, which 
ſo much dilqunetted his heart, that he could not tell what to dw 
thinting it beſt to intreate Thaon kindly , leaſt hc ſhould ſecue 
revenge agauift Arcefia, though ſhe were innoccut, and no way 
to be blamed fo2 any thing: and ſuch a multitude of contrarous 
feares aroſe in his fancies , that he ſeemed therewith metamozs 
pboſzd. Which Phylaſtes cone perceincd, and comming to him 
laid; Pew now Ornatus, what hath feare taken away peur ceus 
tage: O my friend Phylaſtes /quoth he) Tlyxon ts within, and 
thereby poſlcſt of Arteſia , whoſe minde is ſo far from the leaſt 
thought of vertue, that no doubt he will ſ&ke reuenge on her. 
Feare not that (quoth he) but ſummon him to the walles by the 
ſound ol a Trumpet, and will hun to yceld himſelfe, and ſtand to 
the curteſie of his Pobles, and pꝛomiſe him with ſafette to con⸗ 
duct hun thither,O#narus allowed his counſell, and therfoze come 
maunded a Trumpet to ſounda parlev, and thereupon one fran 
; D ths 
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che King appeared on the walles , demanding what he would 
haue. To whom Ornarus ſaid: Tell I hæon the Hing, that wa 
tome to him from the Peres of the Realme. The meſſenger told 
thc ing what he ſaid, Tiherupon Theon came in ſight, deman⸗ 
ding what he would haue. 

Quoth he, 3 would haue youyeld, leaſt by reſiſtance, you 
pꝛocure a greater miſchiefe to your ſelte, then is by vs pꝛetended. 
Duppole I ſhould peeld quoth he how would you vie me: Like 
a kuig quoth Ornatus) honourablie. I haue found ſaid he, ſo ſinall 
cauſc to truſt you , that it were fondneſſe to put my life within 
compatlle of pour mercie: therefoꝛe J will keepe my ſelfe whers 
Fam,not doubting ere many dapes, to haue ſo many friends, as 
ſhall both chaſe thee, and the Armenians from the walles, id ſo 
out ofthis countrey: which he ſpake vpon the confidence he had 
in certainc friendes that had pꝛomiſed to gather nc w fozees, but 
ment neuer to perfozme the lame, 

Ornatus was much troubled in his minde , to thinke what 
was become of Arte ſia, maruailing that h-ſpatic not of her, noz 
could heare of any of her ſeruants , that nught giue him knows 
ledge how ſhe fared,. But ſering his faire woꝛds would nok pꝛe⸗ 
u ule, ſaid. T heon,ftace thou refuſclt the turteaus pꝛofer I make 
thee, know that my anc is altered, and ſince thon wn net by 
faire mcanes yeld, J will infoꝛce thee to ſumbmiit thy leite to my 
mercie, oꝛ abide m rigour:toꝛ not ail the friends thou cauſt finde 
all thelter tha from my reuenge: fq2 I haue (wo2ne thy death, 
and nothing but that ſhall latiſue me, Which vowe J will once 
againc reuoke, i pou will yeeld withont wiiozcement, ant deliuer 
mee Art ſiain ſafctie, that is in that Cale, Axtelia(quoth I h- 
on) h d z her in my cuſtodie, J wold be reuenged on her, becauſe 
thou wiſcheſt her ſaletie, but ſhe is far uough from mee, theretoze 
theu lk it her in vame at my hands, who would as rradup deli⸗ 
uer her to the, as thou could: ft alke , foz that I ſteeme her 
not , But fo2 my ſelte, it hall neuer der ſalde, my minde 
would ſloupe to bale ſubmiſſion. noꝛ that a kung yertded to a ſlaue 
und baſe val. ll as thou art, Doſt the u think that a copall mnde 
can 
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tan put on ſo degenerate a habiteeno J tell the, whatfocuer thon 
art, I had rather by infozce ment die, then by ſubmiſſion liue: but 
be thou aduiſed what thou doff,no2 ſtay long befoze theſe walles, 
foz there are ſo mai. y whetting the ir lwoꝛds, and putting on Ars 
mour ii my defence, as tre the moꝛmings fun ariſe, wil ſcare thee 
from hence. O natus heart tculd not indure theſe bꝛaues, and bes 
ing with all ve red foꝛ fearc that Al. teſia ſheuld ſuſtaine ſome ins 
iurie, thought ſperdily to wozke reuenge. Wihich by Phy l. ſtes 
toumſaile, he remitted vntillit were night, that then vnawares 
they might by ſome mcancs get cntrance ints the Taſtle, and a 
ſurpaſe them. 

Ornatu thinking to walk alone by himſelfe, to bzcath fozth 
in ſighes ſome part or the fearc that poſſeſt his heart , and with⸗ 
all, determ ning to view the Caſtle hew he might with tonuent⸗ 
encie get into the (ame without deſireping it Ae: that it belenged 
to his veloued, he cſpied the poſtetrns gate, whereat thzulling, if 
pꝛeſentiy fle we open, which way as pet, neyther I hxonnoz 
any of his mp. had found, Ornatus heart was glad he had 
ford o god a mean's to accompliſh his will, putting the ſame 
to aghine, came to Phylaſtes a told himthereof, * Then both 
of them p2clently agrerd to enter that way and ſuppaſc them: 
tonuc ping a hundꝛeth of the beft-Sculdiers ſccretly vnder the 
wall vnto that Poſterne, and placing the reit in the open vu w 
of the Caſtle, as if none of them had bene wanting. 

Ornatus and Phylaſtes «ptered ,- and after them the reff, 
who paſſing along thwughthe waſte romes, at laſt came to the 
place where they had left Arteſia, but four.d her net, ard ſuch 
ſucceſſe had they in their attempt, that Qrnarus cemuning bes 
hinde Thzon, (mote him with his hand on the backe, befoze hs 
had any knowledge of his appꝛoach. I hæon therewith Gar- 
ting, aud loking backe, was ame z ed, but runnit g fc ward 
dꝛewe out bis ſw ww, crying; $Þyfricnts, ſaue and defend yeux 
ſelues: whercwith thoſe th.t were about hun dzcwe there 
ſwoꝛdcs: Mo whom Ornatus (ard, 

Yew now viurping King , _O_ _———CC 
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Gould chaſe me hence: wil you pet yeeld, 02 ſland to the tryall by 
fight: I pelo quoth I hæon) but much ag unit my will, fo2 had 
friends de alt faith fully, I had not bene left in this m:ſcry, But 
ſince foꝛtune ſo much fauourcth thee , as to make me thy pꝛiſo⸗ 
ner, ble me well foꝛ that J am a ing, and to none but thy ſclfe 
am inth;alled,. Tell me (quoth Ornarus) what is become of Ar- 
teſia, that not many vayes ſince J left in this place? I ſawe her 
not{quoth Thon) noꝛ know I where ſhe is,oncly J found cers 
tine ſeruants in this place whom J haue put to death, leaſt they 
ſhould bewꝛaꝝ my being here. Tyꝛant quoth Ornatus,thinkeſt 
thou their deaths ſhall go vnreuenged, couldeſt thou be ſo cruell 
as tomurther thoſe that were innocent, with whom J feare me 
thou haſt made away Arteſia, Why what art theu quoth I hs, 
that vſeſt ſuch vndecent wozds to a King , that art thy ſelfenot 
wozthic to ſpeake to a king? and why makeſt thou ſuch enquiria 
after Arteha, that fo2 ought à know haſt no intereſt in her: ſup⸗ 
poſe J haue flame her that was the cauſc of all this woe, what 
canſt thou challenge at my handes fo2 her: it had bene god ſhe 
had ncuer bene bozne , fo2 the onely bath cauſed the oꝛiginall of 
theſe troubles, Ari thou aking quoth O-natus,and beareſt ſo vn 
kingly a minde as to ſlaunder true vertuc? Qo, thou art a villain, 
à murtherer, a Traptoz to this land, an vlurper of the Crowne, 
and a maſt wicked and truell homicide: but fo2 that thou woul⸗ 
deſt knowe what J am, knowe that I haue moze intereſt᷑ to the 
Crowne then thou haſt, my name Ornatus, and thy enemp, to 
whome by right that Crowne belongtth : which thou halt no 
longer enicy, Therefoze ſaid he, ſuch as ate my friends late hold 
on this Trapto2, He had no ſoner ſpake thoſe wozds, but The- 
ons owne ſeruants were the firſt that appꝛehended him, being 
weary ol his gouermnent: and one amongl the reſt, thinking 
that he had conunaunded them to ſlay lit, and withall, hoping 
fo: reward ſoꝛ that ſdꝛward exployt, hauing his ſwooꝛd readie 
dꝛawne, ſuddenly (whillt Ornat us did but turne backe to confer 
with Phylaſtes) thzuſt the ſame thꝛough Theons badie, that gi⸗ 


um a pitteous grane, he gaue vp the ghoat, Oraarus _ | 
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backe, demaunded who had done that derde, with that the mur⸗ 
therer dzew backs,fearing to come befoze hun, vntil he was com⸗ 
peld. To whom Or natus ſatd; What art thou that haſt done this 
deed, art thou not one of his icruants, haſt not thou bene mains 
tained by hum, did he not truſt thee with his life, was he not thy 
king, then howe durſt thou pꝛeſame to ſtrike thy maiſter, be uns 
grate full to hun that gaue thee gifts, pꝛoue falſe to him that tru⸗ 
fcd thee, and ſlay thine annointed king? Py Lozd quoth he) J 
did miſtake your woꝛdes, and hope to pzeſerue my owne life, 
made me to do that dee, which I thought woulo haue pleaſed 
pou, am not quoth he ſoꝛie he is dead, but foz that thou feweſt 
him, whom thon in all dutic onghteſt to haue defended; foz which 
thou ſhalt die a miſerable death. Then he commaunded that he 
ſhould be dꝛawne in peeccs with hozſes, which befoze he depar⸗ 
ted thence, was perfozmicd.. 


CHAP. XVII. 

How Ornate: was choſen K ing. How he departed vpknowne 
in ſearchof Area. How Lenon ſoughe againe to betray 
him, was diſappointed. How he was baniſhed. Tyreſs: par- 
doned. And Ornatus and Aricſis royally married. 


He Bing dead, Ornarus with Phylaſtes, retur⸗ 
ned to the Court, where all the Perres were als 
ſembled, who befoze his comming, had by a vo⸗ 
luntarie meſſenger, vnderſtod the manner of 
Theons death, the care whercol was alreadie 
= paſt , foꝛ that fewe oʒ none at all loued him: but 
now their care ah whom to chuſe as their King, but firſt they 
welcommed Ornatus, none of them all knowing him, noꝛ once 
ſ{uſpecing what be was, who now could find no further octaſiõ to 
chceale himſelf, but humbling himſelf befoze Allinus, he ſaid. Hp 
renowmed Loꝛd, the canſe J haue ſo long concealed my ſelf,hath 
bin feare of the kings crueltie,and Lenon: tnuie, who both wold 
baue indangered me,but now be ing voyd of that mildoubt, your 
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poꝛe ſonne Ornatus, ſubmitteth himſelfe, humbly cranſng 
pardon foz my neglect of dutic. TUith that hee vnarmcdhig 
head, and his father knowing hun, in moll louing wiſe umbzaced 
hun, ſhcading teares foꝛ 10p o? his ſafetic. whom he theught had 
bene long fince dead. Duke Je nus and the teſt, rcuyted to i 
hun, and with imbꝛacings erpꝛeſt their top, cntring unto admua⸗ 
tion of his honourcd parts and noble chiuali ie. Fhylaſtes being 
likewiſe knoum, was much commended, d lem they deemed had 
bene murthe red in the puſon by Lenon, ſoꝛ that he ccuid nct be 
found, Aſiinus beholoing Ornatu, and with what valc ur he had 
behaucd hunſclfc, rcioyced cxeoedingly,the Ce nin .es capt their 
hands fo; ioy, and the Peres amongſt thiniſ. lucs be ga. to res 
late howe vertaouſly, valiantly, and pzu>eritly , hee had b. has 
acd himſelf in all that he had vadertaken. 4 ter mai y welcomes 
paſt, I ernu, crauing audience ſtod vp, vttering thi le ſpacches 3 
£y Lo2es, we nad not now defer giuing of Alli. bis right, 
becauſe there is none to contravict what we cltabiiſh:bcfides, we 
being all now all. mbled togith:r , 4 our late vſui puig king dead, 
there canbe no fitter time to chuſe a new king, and luch a one as 
by right of blod,and by our generall conſents may rulc vs, The. 
on you know was no way interc (cb in the Crowne but by viurs 
pation , and hath rotcd out almoſt all that he knicw to baue any 
fitle oꝛ intereſt in our late kings blod : of which bouſe Anus ifs 
ſuc is the laſt,by marriage ofthe Ladie Au: a.nece viito cur late 
king,therefozc the right being in bun. if there be any man in this 
atſembly that can cdtradia that which haue faid,ſct him ſpcak, 
A hich when he had ſaud. he again ſat downe. Upon his ſpa ches 
the Noblcs conterd, the p ople toi. ſuited, and at laſt the tcmmon 
ſouldiers cryod out, Let Ornatus be our king, Ornatus is our 
king. Che nobles ke unſe gaue conſent to that the multitude li⸗ 
ked, and Orr atus was cheſen king, whem they u old haue crows 
ned: but at his deſire they deferd the day of his Coꝛonation foꝛ a 
mon g. In the meane tune,efteeming hun as therr king and that 
d with arcat ropaltie ſetting him in poſſ. Mon thereof, All bu ſi⸗ 
uciſ. toz that day being ended, the Armenians richly — 
1 d. 
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feaſted, and with ioy readie to returne, Allinus in quict but fo2 the 
want of his Ladie, and all hin gs in god oꝛder, Ornatus being as 
lone by hunlelfe endured much diſquict foz Arteſia, maruciing 
what was become of her, ſometumes thinking ſhe was lame by 
I hæous and then ſuppeling ſhe was c ſcaped cut at the peſterns 
gate which he found open, that in theſc contrarteties of doubts he 
tcontuiued, ſometumes diſpairing, and then again feeding himſclfs 
with hope. After A r:c(ia had reſted her ſelte, and reteiucd lome 
part of her ſleæpe ſhe had loſt that night, though but with broken 
lun bers, ſhe begã to declare to Adellena what miſeries (he had 
indured, and troubles (hc had paſt ſince ſhe was by Lengn carri⸗ 
ed from her houſe, how the met with Ornatu againe, and eucria 
thing that was befalne,with the cauſe of hei flight at that inſtant. 
But Adcl'eniſard (hr, I feate me I ſhell neuer ſa hum againe, 
foꝛ had he not bin takt. and his father ouerthꝛown, Then could 
not haue had ſo much leiſure as to come to ſurpꝛiſe me there, but 
the heauens granted me a foꝛtunate eſcape, And if J could be (a 
haypie as to heare that O natus were in ſafetie, though he had 
not that ſucce ſĩe his de fires did aume at, my heart weuld be at 
ſome reſt, which is now pinchcd with ſuſpitions toꝛment. His ads 
uenterous valiant hart could not be withdzawne by any perſwa⸗ 
ſion to leaue to ade his father, but notwithſtanding inmut perils 
hung oucr his head, yet to ſhe w the dutre of a louing fon, and the 
mind ora vertuous valiant gentleman, he would not diſt to has 
zard his perſon: which now J fearc me is falne into the hands of 
his enenues. But pct Phylaſtes J hope wil by his god 4 friendly 
counſcl be a meanes to kape hun from danger. Many other ſpecs 
ches Arteſi. vſed: and Ae lena vicd as many on the contrary 
part, to perſwade her that O natus Was in ſatetie, thettuth wher⸗ 
of ſhe told her, ſhe ſhuld ſonc know:fo2 quoth ſhe J hau (ent ene 
ol my ſeruants to learne the truth of all that is happened, who 4 
know wil ſhoꝛtly returne. Nl hich fel eut euen as ſhe had told, oz 
the ſeruant returned, bunguig newes of Lenon dcath, any by 
à ſtrange knight. and how that T haxon was fled, and being likes 
wiſe by the ſtraunge knight ſurpꝛiſed in Arballus Caſtle , was 
ſlaiue by one of his owae ſexuants. (Wh! 
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Which Knight, was now knowne tobe Ornatus, and was elec⸗ 
ted King by the Peres, but he had deferred his day of Coꝛonati⸗ 
on, by reaſon of ſome (peciall griefe that tronbled hun. Arteſias 
heart was remued with theſe newes, knowing the griefe Orna- 
tus endured was fo2 her abſence , that pꝛeſently ſhe determined 
to ſend hun woꝛd of her ſafetie ; and wzote a Letter, the contents 
whereof were thele. 


Y deare Ornatus, no newes could haue come more wel- 

come to me then your ſafetie, and nothing more vnwel- 

come, then to heare of your heauineſſe, which I would 
intreate you to ceaſe, ſot that I am in ſaſetie at Ade/lenar houſe, 
being by one of my ſeruants the ſame night the King tooke 
my Caſtle, at a poſterne gate in ſafetie brought hither, 1 here 
I rruſt ere long to ſee you: which will replemſhmy ſoule with 
exceeding comtort, for on your ſafetie, my lite aud felicitie 
dependeth.

Hauing wꝛote this Letter, ſhe gaue it fo Thriſtus, willing 
hin to deliucr the ſame to Ornarus with all ſpeed. 

Deſtenies do allot many to exceeding miſtoꝛtunes, and ſeme 
men arc of that diſhonorable and vnmanuy diſpoſitions, that they 
account all meanes to attaine thcir deſires !awful,not regarding 
the ſhame and peril wil enſue thereon. Of which nature was Le- 
non, who being conueyed frem the Campe by his friends, ſone 
recouered, and kept in a ſecret place, leaſt he might be knowne, 
hauing no other meanes but by abſenting himſelf to ſauc his life: 
whoſe ſuppoſed death, cauſed T hxons flight to the graene Foz⸗ 
treſſe, from whence likewiſe he was departed befo2e Leno could 
tome to gine him knowledge of his ſafctie , and knowing that if 
was then to late to ſalue theſe miſcries, he ſtill concealed himſelf, 
following Orratus though vnknowne to hun with intent to 
murther him, ik he could by any meanes take him at aduantage. 
But he was ſtill diſappointed, and withall ſawe the death of ha 
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father done by his owne ſernant, ſtill intermingling himſclfe amongtt the 
ſouldicrs,that hee was taken to be one of them, and neuer ſuſpected, But 
Ornatus being returned to the Court, Lenon was then competed to 
leaue to follow him, and harboured ſometimes in one place, and ſfome- 
times in an other, hauing knowledge of Arteſias abſence, hee could not 
tell whether Che were aliue 02 dead: but dead he thought ſhe could not be, 
but rather by ſome meanes eſcaped. And even when IT hriſtus was new⸗ 
ly tome out of Ade ſſenas houſe, Lenon eſpied him, and knowing hum to 
be one of Arteſias ſeruants, he ſuſpeded his Miſtteſſe was there, to whõ 
he came, ſaying: My friend well met, J take you to bee one of Arteſias 
ſeruants, vnleſſe J bee deceiued: which il pou will reſolue me of, J will 
do a meſſage to you, that am willed to deliuer to her from her deareſt 
friend Ocnatus, Jndeede quoth Thrſtus) J ſerue Arte ſia, and am now 
going to Ornarus with a letter fron Arteſia, who is in ſafetie in Adelle- 
nas houſe, Lenonhearing his ſpeech, being befoze determined what to 
do, bzew out his dagger and luddainly tabbed him, caſting his body ints 
apitte, and taking the letter from hum, bꝛake vp the ſeale and red the 
contents, which when hee had done, her beganne to ſtudie which way to 
reuenge himſelfe on Ornatu: , and afterwardes to get Arteſia into his 
polleſſion, and fo2 that hee thought delay might hinder his intent, he 
fi wzote a letter in Arcclias name, the contents were theſe, 


O Rnatus my deareſt friend, the newes of your happy victorie, and 

conqueſt of your enemies, is come to my knowledge, then which 
nothing could haue been more welcome vnto me. Likewiſe I heare, 
that much heauineſſe poſſeſleth you for my abſence, that am in ſafe- 
tic: and deſire you to meete mee tomorrow night, and you ſhall finde 
mee with Adellena at the lodge in the Parke neare vnto my Caſtle: in 
the meane time, remitring all further report of my eſcape, and mani- 
leſtation of my loue, vntill the happie time I may meete you. 

Lours in all loue, Arte ſia. 


When he had wꝛitten this letter, and immitated therein Arecſias 
pwne hand ſo nearc, that it could hardly be diſcerned, her went to the 
Court, and behaned the matt er ſo cunningly, that hee was no way ſus 
ſpected,but was adnntted into Phy laſtes pꝛeſente, to whom he deliuered 
the letter. Foz Ornatus humſelle being exceedingly troubled in his mind, 
hadleft the Court, with ome ih xe in his cempanx to go in le arch of Are 
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eſa, and left Phylaſtes in his chamber, and in his ſtead,to anſwere ſuch 
as ſhould come with any ſuites to him, Phylaſl es being taken of all, but 
of ſome certaine that attended hun, receiued the letter,pzomifing to meet 
Artcſiathere at the ſame tune appointed, giuing the meſſenger areward. 
Lenon being departed, went to a place where he found a certaine kinſ⸗ 
man of his named Lucertus, to whom he declared both what hee was, 
and what means he had wꝛought fo2 his reuenge on Ornarus,who withs 
out reſpec iopned hands with hun, and pꝛomiſed with many oathes to 
exploꝛe his life in purſuite ofreuenge, who with Lenon included befoze 
Ornatus comming, to be in the lodge with a ſufficient company to ſur⸗ 
pꝛiſe hun, and wozke the pꝛemeditated reuenge. Lenon bering afſured of 
bis apde, next determmed to take Arteſia from Adellenas houſe, and 
to bzing her to Lucertus Caſtle; vntill the tune appoynted taping with 
Lucertus, toſee him depart with his ambuſh to the Lodge,Which he ſaw 


efectually perfozmed, Phy laſtes pzeſently vpon the receipt of that letter, 


ſent out ameſſenger to ſeeke Ornatus, and to certiſie hun, that Arteſia 
would meete hun at the lodge with Adellena that eucning, and that hee 
Chould finde Phylaſte there: who ( bœing by Arteſias meſſenger taken 
fo: himſelt had appoynted to be there, leaſt he ſhould not conuenientiy beg 


found. The meſſenger with great haſte departed, and inquiring after 


four Pilgrims, foz in that habit Ornarus & ſuch as were with him went) 
by that tune the day dꝛew neare to an end, the meſſenger found Orna- 
tus, to whom her declared what Phylaſtes had giuen him in charge, on⸗ 
ly miſtaking the place, foz whereas he ſhould by his direction, haue ſald 
at the lodge, miſtaking Phylaſtes woꝛds, he ſaid at Adellenas houſe, 
Ornatu: hearing that heauenly tidings, lept fo; toy,pzeſently haſting to⸗ 
wards Adellenas honſe, which was not farre off, Lenon to further his 
attempt which hee thought he could not with violence execute: foz hee 
thought if hee ſhould carrie her away perfozce in the day time, he ſhould 
be pzeuented) deuiſed an anſwere ol the letter! which he had taken from 
Thriſt us, which he determined to deliuer to Arteſia, as from Ornatus, 
the contents whereof were thele, 


Y moſt deare and beloued Ateſia, I haue receiued the letter you 
ſent me by your ſeruant, whoThaue imployed about a matter of 
great importice,that none could ſo fitly execute as himſelf, which nes 
was actos to þ comfort of my hart, that was almoſt ouercome 
with duſpaire of your ſafetie, whereon my chiefeſt felicitie 1 
n ay 9” MR I heretors 
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Therefore omitring further recitall of my ioy for your ſafetie, which 
this paper cannon expreſſe, therefore I will meete you ſoone, wher 
this my ſeruant will bring you, whoſe fidelitie Iaſſure you to be ſuch,” 
as that hee will do nothing but what I haue giuen him in charge: vntill 
which time of meeting, I caſe all further circumſtances of ſpce- 


ches.

With this letter Lenon went to Adcllenas honſe, and knocking 
at the gate, was bzought to her, to whom he deliuered the ſame, wha 
reading the contents, and being befoze not well acquainted with Orna« 
tus hand, nothing at all ſuſpe&ed ths contrary, but both beleeued that it 
came from him, and determined to go with the meſſenger to meet hun: 
whileſt ſhee was pꝛeparing to go with Lenon, Adellenas maide came 
in, telling her, that there was another to ſpeake with her from Ornatus: 
with that Lenon changed countenance, and Arteſia willed her to bzing 
hun in. Ornatus beholding her, had thought to haue imbꝛated her, and 
diſcoucred himſelle, but ſeeing a ſtraunger there, and a leiter in her hand, 
be ſtod in a ſtudie. Arteſia noting well his countenance, thought it was 
Ocnatus hum. ite, but ſtanding in a doubt thereof, ſaid: 3 haue receiued 
this letter from Ornatus alrcadic, and therefozeif you haue any further 
meſſage from him, tell it me, fo: any newes from him Mall be moſt wg- 
come, Ornatus thought that it was ſent by Phy laſtes, but not knowing 
the meſſenger, maruclled thereat, ſaping: J cannot belerue that it tame 
from him, fo2 while within this houre he had not knowledge of your bee- 
ing herre. With that Arteſia gaue him the letter, willing him to reade 
the ſame. O natus ſone knew that it was inuented by ſome trecherie, 
and ther efoꝛe ſaid: I know this comes not from Ornatus, foꝛ this is not 
his hand, no; he that bꝛought it any of his ſeruants, foꝛ humſclte ſent me 
befoꝛe, appopating to be here within this houre, 

Lenon hearing his ſperches, wiſht himſeife a thouſand myles off, ſca⸗ 
riug to be diſcouet ed, fo; that he could not tell how to excuſe hum ſclte, noz 
by any colour auoyde that daunger. To whom Or natus ſaid: My friend, 
when did he deliuer ther this letter? Yeſterday (quoth he.) Theu lyeſt 
ſaid Ornatus, fo; he hath not been at the Court theſe thx dates, I enon 
thinking with impudencie to outface, hauing no other meancs left, that 
was likely to helpe him, and thereloze ſaid : This letter came from Or- 
natus, and thou lxeſt in ſaying the m_ being ſems villaine that ” 
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Tt tobcfray this Latuc,thcrefoze (quoth he) ſpeaking to Arteſia, belettu 
bum not, foz he is come with ſome cull intent. With that Ornatus bad 
thole that were with him lape hands on him, who p2eſently appꝛehended 
dum, and pulling off his hat, and a ſubtile diſguiſe that he woze,knew him 
to be Lennon, at the firſt being halle afraide to touch him, foz that they 
w-utd haue ſwomne he had bin dead. Ornatus ſæing Arteſia in an erce⸗ 
ding flight, diſcouercd himſelfe, and with great top umbꝛaced her, deliring 
her to feare nothing. Arteſia knowing hun, ſone foꝛgat her feare, em» 
bꝛacing hun with exceeding ioy. To whom hae laid: Feare him not my 
deare Arteſia, fo2 be it humſelfe oꝛ his ghoſt, care not, it ſhall gs hard, 
if he now eſcape my hands. To whom he ſaid : Moſt diſcourteous and 
cowardly villaine, couldſt thou not be contented to liue in quiet, hauing 
once eſcaped my furie, but that thou muſf by further complots and treche⸗ 
ries ſacke to betray this Ladie that neuer did iniurie thee 2 Yow often haſt 
thou interrapted her quiet, and from quietneſſe bꝛought her into miſcry? 
and knowing that ſhe could not like thee, yet thou wert ſo impudent, as 
neuer to gue ouer thy ſute: but to attaine thy deſire, firſt depuueth her 
of libertie, baniſhedſt me in the diſguiſe of dy luian, and ſonghteſt to be- 
tray my fathers life: and not ſatiſficd with all theſc, like a cowardly miſs 
creant, (@keſt by villame to betray her: and notwithſtanding thou haſte 
beheld thy fathers wofull downtall and merito10us puniſhment , thou 
ſcekeſt to betray this Ladies life, by ſome vnknowne trecherie not pet re⸗ 
ucaled, Foꝛ all which, thou ſhalt ſuffer ſuch puniſhment as J haue deui⸗ 
ſed, and haue power to execute. Lenon ſeeing himſelfe diſcsuere d, grew 
deſperate, and ſcoming to be ſo rebuked at his hands, whom he ſtill eſter⸗ 
med his inferioz, but cſpectally vered,that it was he that had ſo long hin⸗ 
dered his lone to Arteſia, ſaid : Ornatus, I thinke thou haſte either fo2- 
gotten thy ſelfe, oz elſe what J am, that at thy pleaſure rebukeſt me in 
ſuch vnciuill and ubeſceming termes. Am J not thy better, and one that 
not long ſince, might haue commaundend thee, and is thy minde ſo much 
elcuated and pꝛoud, that thou wilt not acknowledge it? Thou makeft 
b:ags of thy victozte, when thou mayft rather with ſhame keepe filence, 
and with remozſe,repent that thou haſte ſought the death of thy lawful 
king, bering thy ſelfe but a traitoꝛ. As hewould haue ſpake moꝛe, Orna- 
tus interrupted hun, ſaying: Hold thy peace, and do not ſtirre my minde 
to moꝛe ſharpe reuenge by thy reply, fo2 J ſcoꝛne to heare the ſpcake, 
there de giue ouer, leaſt J puniſh that tongue of thine foz vttering ſuch 
high waz2s in defence of vice, | 
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inte /quoth Cenon) thou wilt not heare me ſpeake in deſente of my 
ſelle, let me bee conueyed li om thy p2clence,fo2 thy ſight is as odious vn · 
ro me, as mine to thee. Whilclt they continued in Acdellenas houſe, a 
meſſenger came running in bꝛeathleſſe, vttcring theſe ſpeeches: Behold 
moſt woꝛthie Ornatus, J bang a meſſage of much woe and heame im⸗ 
it: peſt. rvay there was a meſſenger came to the court, that bzonght a 
letter in Arteſias name to Phylaltes, as ſuppaſinghm to bee pour (clfe, 
wherein ſhee requeſted you tomeete her this night at the lodge in her 
Parke, Phylaſtes , who pzcſently ſent out a meſſenger to gius 
vou knowledge thercof, but not hearing of his returns, went hmi⸗ 
ſelfe with ſame twentie in his company, to the place appoynted, and en⸗ 
tring, hee found not Arteſia there, but a crewe ot rebels, amonſt whom 
Lucertus was chiefe, whoall at once ſet upon him and his followers, ta- 
king him fo2 pour ſelfe, hamng ſo many aboue the ſmall number that 
were with Phylaſtes, that they had ſone ſlaine moſt of them that were 
with him, and himſelte not able to withſtand ſuch a multitude, had recet/ 
ued many greeuous wounds, + had been ſurely laine, but that the hea- 
uens (ent them this ayde: It foztuned that day, that Duke Lcrnws was 
going from the Court to his owne houſe, who bp great foztune hearuig 
the noyſe, with his men haſted thithcrwards, and haumg knowledge of 
what was done, moſt valantly both himſelfe and his men ſet vpon Lu- 
ce tus, whom they (one vanquiſhed, hauing firſt flaine many of his com- 
pliccs, and hun hath he carried pꝛiſoner with the reſt of ſuch as were a⸗ 
hue vnto the Court, and with them Phylaſtes in great daunger of death. 
Ornatus heart was txcedingſ vexed to heare ot his deate friend Phy la- 
ſtes hurt, but eſpecially, to thinke that he haz not befoze attached Lucer- 
tue, Which he was once in minde to haue done, Which would haue pꝛe⸗ 
uented all theſe nuſchifes , The night now being come, Ornatus cauſed 
Lenon to be bound hand x fote, and put into a ſtrong place of the houſe, 
with ſome to watch him, leaſt he ſhould do humſclfe violence: humſclfe 
with Artelia ſpending that cuening in many ſpeches, relating the man⸗ 
ner of all theſe miſfoztunes, but cſpecially comfozting themſclues in each 
others loue, with Adel ena, calling to remembzance the whele maner 
of their troubles onely pꝛocured by Lenon, which ſadde relations made 
the renuing of their lone mo2c pleaſant and deleaable. Carly the next 
moꝛning, O. natus putting hunſelfe tn his Palmers werdes, and couering 
Arte ſias fate with a vale, and carrying Lenoa with them bound, depar⸗ 
ted towards the Court, The next mozning the Peeres of the Land being 
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The Hiſtorie of 


Gill chere, aſembled ſhemſelnes,amongſt whom was Allinus, that le! 
wiſe had found his Ladie, who hearing of his happie ſucceſſe againil 
Theon, was that mozning newly arriued at the Court, and by hem en⸗ 


tertained with excerding ioy 


By that time they were aHembled, and had called Lucertus befo:e 
them, Ornatus with his companie, were likewiſe come, though vnknown 
and ſtanding by, heard Lucertus conſeſſe that Lenon had inſtigated hun 
to wozke that reuenge againſt Ornatus, himſelfe being likewiſe gone to 
betray Arteſia, The whole allembly maruelled when they heard him 
ſay that Lenon perſwaded him to it, that Allinus fied vp,ſaping:Js not 
be dead, then how can thts bie Zenon (quoth Lucerrus is not dead: 
with that Ornatus ſteppingin, thꝛuſting Lenon befoze him, ſaid: Vere is 
the man that hath pꝛocured him to all this miſchiefe, The Nobles behol- 
ding him, were amazed at his ſight, but beeing aſſured it was he, by the 
perfect knowledge they had ofhim, Ternus ſaid: Zenon, I had alwaies 
thought thou hadſt bozne the mind ol a Gentleman, but now J finde the 
contrary in the, and that in the moft ſhamefulft degree, What furie ledde 
ther to ſuch miſcheuous attemps, to hire Zuccreus to lap Ornatus, which 
he hath almoſt perfoꝛmed: and thy ſelfe to ſceke the death o2 miſerie of that 
vertuous Ladie, that hath alreadie indured to much wꝛong by thy folly? 
Allinus had not as pet heard of Ornatus hurt, noz any knew the contra⸗ 
rie but that Phylaſtes was he, fozhe accozding to the minde ofa moſt 
vor nous and conſtant friend Mil concealed himſclfe. Noz the Lady Aura 
had yet ſerne her ſonne, whom ſhe had but heard of, that Allinus ſapd: 
As mp fon Ornatu: almoſt flainc? O trayterons villaine: with that Au- 
ra likewiſe began to make exceeding lamentation: which Ornatus was 
not able to behold, and therefoze pulling off his diſguiled habit, humbly 
reuerented himſclfe befoze them vpon his knee, both his Parents knewe 
him, a with cxcecding top imbꝛated him, ſhedding aboundance of teares 
fo: his ſafetie. With that. Duke Terms and all the reſt came to him, vs 
ſing bim with ſuch behauiour as belonged to him, they had choſen king, 
ſeating him in an imperiall chaire, De being ſet thus , ſaid : My noble 
Loꝛds, I thanke pou foz intitling me with this exceeding honour : there- 
foe my deũre is, ſince you haue elected me of pour free and bonnteous 
hearts ta be your king, let me this day and inftantly be inſtalled with poſ⸗ 
ſeſſion ofthe Diademe, loz that J haue now no further cauſe of care to 
*auſe me defer the ſame: and like wife that J may giue indgement againft 
ele molt wicked conſpiratszs, The Pobles with io pull yarts 2 
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
